!'.'  safety  limits  "  and  the  publication  of  rjercentage  tables 
as  a  guide  to  the  drug-trade.

A  meeting  of  Rotarian  pharmacists  was  held  at  the 
Hotel  Great  Central,  London,  on  July  25.  Dr.  Thomas 
£>^ephenson  (Edinburgh)  occupied  the  chair,  and  the 
meeting  was  representative  of  all  parts  of  the  country. 
The  chairman  opened  a  brief  discussion  on  "  Rotarianism 
as  Applied  to  Pharmacy."  He  pointed  out  that  as  the 
section  was  a  professional  one  and  included  medicine, 
dentistry,  veterinary  surgery  and  chemistry,  one  of  it6 
first  objects  should  be  the  promotion  of  friendly  relations 
between  these  professions.  Whether  or  not  this  should 
be  done  by  the  drafting  of  a  code  for  submission  to  the 
representative  bodies — the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
the  British  Medical  Association — remained  to  be  seen, 
but  he  felt  very  strongly  that  the  establishment  of  such 
relations  should  be  their  first  object.  In  the  subsequent 
discussion,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  until  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  medical  portion  of  the  section  could 
be  held  it  would  be  futile  to  discuss  the  question  of 
relations  between  physicians  and  pharmacists.  The  meet- 
ing, however,  endorsed  the  chairman's  view  that  such 
should  be  one  of  the  principal  objects  of  the  section. 
Some  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  qualification  for 
membership  of  the  section,  and  it  was  eventually  decided 
to  admit  all  qualified  pharmacists,  no  matter  what  classi- 
fication they  held  in  rotary.  The  result  of  this  will  be 
that  if  a  pharmacist  changes  his  occupation,  and  conse- 
quents holds  a  different  classification  in  his  Rotary  Club, 
he  will  still  be  eligible  for  membership  of  the  section. 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : — 

An  inquest  was  concluded  by  the  West  London  coroner, 
on  July  20,  on  the  body  of  the  Rev.  Ernest  F.  Street, 
who  was  found  dead  in  his  bedroom  at  a  house  in  Eardley 
Crescent,  S.W.  Mr.  John  Webster,  Home  Office  analyst, 
reported  that  he  found  in  the  stomach  1  gr.  of  veronal, 
and  in  a  portion  of  the  liver  i  gr.,  indicating  that  a 
fatal  dose  had  been  taken.  The  coroner  recorded  a 
verdict  to  the  effect  that  death  was  due  to  heart  failure 
following  veronal  poisoning. 

In  recording  an  open  verdict  at  the  conclusion  of  an 
inquiry  into  the  death  of  Gertrude  Handley,  dress 
designer,  on  July  20,  death  being  assigned  to  chlorodyne 


poisoning,  the  Westminster  coroner  was  understood  to 
remark  that  people  could  buy  large  quantities  of  chloro- 
dyne several  times  a  day,  although  the  contents  included 
a  considerable  quantity  of  morphine.  Why  it  should  be 
difficult  to  get  morphine  in  one  form  and  quite  easy  in 
another  passed  his  comprehension. 

Birmingham 

An  instructive  article  on  valerian  appeared  in  the 
"  Birmingham  Weekly  Post  "  of  July  28. 

A  charge  of  3d.  per  child  per  term  for  dental  treat- 
ment is  to  be  made  by  the  local  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Barrow  Cadbury  and  his  daughter,  Miss  G. 
Cadbury,  have  been  successfully  operated  on  for 
appendicitis. 

The  Birmingham  section  of  the  British  Industries  Fair 
for  1924,  which  is  organised  by  the  municipality  and 
the  local  chamber  of  commerce,  will  be  held  from  May  12 
to  May  23. 

The  Birmingham  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  repre- 
sented to  the  local  postal  authorities  the  inconvenience 
of  withholding  certain  Saturday  afternoon  deliveries  of 
letters. 

Hull 

Owing  to  the  holidays  it  was  decided  to  postpone 
Mr.  Bennett's  address  te  the  Hull  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, which  was  to  be  given  on  July  31. 

In  connection  with  the  Congress  of  the  Royal  Sanitary 
Institute,  an  exhibition  of  appliances  for  housing  and 
general  sanitation,  and  all  matters  relating  to  health 
and  physical  welfare,  is  being  held,  and  most  of  the 
chemists'  wholesalers  and  drug  houses  are  exhibiting. 
Boots'  stall  has  a  comprehensive  display  of  chemicals 
and  drugs,  including  insulin,  naturally  a  great  point  of 
attraction.  In  connection  with  this  exhibition  the  follow- 
ing awards  have  been  announced  : — Silver  Medals,  Boots 
Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.  ;  Reynolds  &  Branson,  Ltd.  Bronze 
Medals,  D.  &  W.  Gibbs,  Ltd.  ;  Pure  Products,  Ltd. 

About  a  thousand  delegates  and  members  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute  and  their  friends  attended  the  thirty- 
fourth  Congress  held  this  week  in  Hull.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  lectures  from  the  chemist's  point  of 
view  was  the  one  entitled  "  The  Prevalent  Use  of 
Chemical  Preservatives  in  Food,"  given  by  Mr.  Arnold 
Rowsby  Tankard,  F.I.C.,  the  City  Analyst  for  Hull. 
Dealing  with  fruit  juices  and  aerated  waters,  Mr. 
Tankard  said  that  salicylic  acid,  sulphites,  and  occa- 
sionally benzoic  acid  had  been  found  in  these  beverages, 
and  sometimes  both  salicylic  acid  and  sulphites  were 
present— a  very  objectionable  feature.  Free  sulphuric 
acid  had  been  found  by  the  speaker  in  a  sample  of  pre- 
served lime  juice  cordial ;  this  was  possibly  derived 
from  the  oxidation  of  the  sulphurous  acid.  The  sale  of 
proprietary  "  fruit  "  drinks  containing  eight  or  more 
grains  of  salicylic  acid  per  pint  was  common,  and  as 
such  beverages  were  largely  consumed  by  children,  the 
addition  was  objectionable  in  the  highest  degree.  Deal- 
ing with  the  question  generally,  Mr.  Tankard  said  that 
few  who  had  had  any  considerable  experience  of  food 
questions  from  the  chemical  and  dietetic  standpoints 
could  be  otherwise  than  unfavourably  impressed  with 
the  fact  that  everyone  consumed  daily  a  considerable 
portion  of  his  intake  of  food  in  a  chemically  preserved 
form.  Foremost  among  the  chemical  preservatives  used 
to  check  bacterial  decomposition  of  perishable  foods  were 
boric  acid  and  borax,  salicylic  acid,  sulphites  and  some- 
times formaldehyde,  benzoic  acid  and  fluorides. 

Leicester 

The  recent  protest  by  J.  Young  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
chemists,  Gallowtree  Gate,  as  to  the  activities  of  the 
police  in  moving  on  motor-cars  before  the  occupants  have 
had  chance  to  do  their  shopping,  has  had  a  good  effect. 
Messrs.  Young  have  since  informed  the  Leicester 
Chamber  of  Trade  that  there  is  a  great  improvement  in 
the  state  of  affairs. 
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i  There  were  some  interesting  passages  in  a  vitriol- 
irowing  charge  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  on  July  31, 
hen  a  girl  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  second 
ivision.  Mr.  Marshall  Freeman,  barrister  and  pharma- 
st,  who  defended,  sought  to  show  that  the  fluid  used 

>  y  the  girl  was  practically  harmless,  and  that  any 
uantity  of  much  more  potent  corrosives  could  be 
jtain-ed  at  any  chemist's  shop  without  difficulty.  Mr. 
reeman  asked  the  medical  witness  for  the  prosecution 
'  the  fluid  used  in  this  case  was  one-tenth  the  strength 
f  the  sulphuric  acid  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
Witness  :  Yes.  The  injured  man's  coat  was  produced, 
lowing  extensive  rust-coloured  stains,  and  Mr.  Freeman 
iggested  that  if  strong  sulphuric  acid  had  been  used 
lere  would  have  been  holes  in  the  coat.  Witness  did 
ot  think  that  necessarily  followed.  It  all  depended 
n  the  material.  The  strong  sulphuric  acid  did  not 
ct  as  corrosively  on  some  materials  as  the  diluted  acid 
id.  Mr.  Freeman  :  But  would  not  oil  of  vitriol  burn 
hole  in  that  coat  immediately? — No;  it  would  show 
s  a  dark  patch,  and  would  not  change  colour  for 
erhaps  an  hour,  being  less  active  than  diluted  acid, 
upposing  this  had  been  oil  of  vitriol,  would  it  not 
iave  burnt  a  hole  in  the  man's  flesh  at  once  ? — Not 
ecessarily.  This  man  received  the  diluted  sulphuric 
cid  on  his  face  and  neck,  and  according  to  the  evidence 
.andered  about  for  half  an  hour  afterwards  looking  for 
policeman,  and  his  injuries  are  described  as  super- 
icial  only.  If  when  this  fluid  was  thrown  on  him 
e  wiped  it  off  with  a  towel  it  might  have  practically 
o  effect  on  him? — Well,  a  superficial  effect.

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  cases. — At  the  Old  Bailey, 
London,  on  July  19,  Edgar  Manning  was  sentenced  to 
three  years'  penal  servitude  for  unlawful  possession  of 
cocaine  and  opium.  A  previous  conviction  was  proved 
(C.  Jb  D.,  I.,  1922,  p.  572).— At  Lambeth  Police  Court, 
on  July  20,  C.  C.  Jordan,  engineer,  was  sentenced  to 
six  months'  hard  labour  for  a  similar  offence. — At  Bow 
Street  Police  Court,  on  July  28  Basil  Barrington  was 
sentenced  to  twelve  months'  hard  labour  for  being  in 
possession  of  twelve  "  packets  "  of  cocaine. 

Theft  charges. — Thomas  Keller  (19)  was,  on  July  23, 
sentenced  at  the  Marylebone  Police  Court,  London,  to 
three  months'  hard  labour  for  stealing  £17  9s.  from 
the  till  at  the  shop  of  his  former  employer,  Mr.  Percy 
Hartlev  Hall,  cheiyist,  13  Clifton  Road,  Maida  Vale.  It 
appeared  that  Keller  was  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Hall 
and  left  without  notice  after  Mr.  Hall  had  complained 
of  his  altering  a  bill.  He  afterwards  slipped  into  the 
shop  one  morning  and  took  the  money  from  the  till.— 
At  Marylebone  Police  Court,  London,  on  July  25, 
George  Leeming  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
burglariously  breaking  into  and  stealing  cameras,  per- 
fumery and  other  goods,  from  the  pharmacy  at  51a  High 
Street,  Camden  Town,  N.W.    {C.  db  D.,  July  21,  p.  76). 

In  the  courts. — At  Jheston,  Lanes.,  on  July  18, 
David  Grey,  an  employee  of  Barnes  &  Crompton, 
Ltd.,  chemists,  Fishergate,  was  fined  20s.  for  driving 
a  motor-van  to  the  danger  of  the  public. — At  Leeds, 
on  July  19,  Mr.  F.  V.  Butterfield,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Harrogate,  sought  to  recover  damages 
for  the  death  of  his  wife,  caused  by  the  negli- 
gence of  the  defendant,  J.  Boocock,  taxi-cab  proprietor. 
Mrs.  Butterfield  was  killed  whilst  walking  on  the  pave- 
ment by  a  taxi-cab  belonging  to  defendant.  The  jury 
found  that  plaintiff  had  suffered  no  pecuniary  loss, 
although  defendant  was  guilty  of  negligence,  and  judg- 
ment was  entered  therefore  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 
— At  Whitchurch,  Wales,  recently,  Philip  Whitney  Evans, 
chemist  and  druggist,  was  fined  £5  for  driving  a  motor- 
cycle at  a  dangerous  speed.

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Irish  News 

Proposed  Irish  Institute  of  Chemistry 

After  several  preliminary  discussions,  a  general  meeting 
of  chemists  resident  in  Ireland  has  inaugurated  a  profes- 
sional organisation  and  appointed  a  committee  to  put 
into  effect  the  general  purposes  of  the  Chemical  Institute 
for  Ireland,  namely  : — 

(1)  That  all  chemical  operations  in  Government  labora- 
tories, or  institutions,  or  in  other  laboratories  supported 
wholly  or  partially  by  public  funds,  be  under  the  direct 
control  of  a  registered  professional  chemist. 

(2)  That  in  Irish  courts  of  law  only  registered  professional 
chemists  be  permitted  to  give  expert  chemical  evidence  in 
penal  cases. 

(3)  That  public  analysts  be  registered  professional  chemists, 
and  that  they  shall  conform  with  all  requirements  of  the 
controlling  board  in  connection  with  their  duties  as  public 
analysts. 

(4;  The  maintenance  of  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  on 
the  part  of  registered  professional  chemists. 

The  committee  have  drafted  regulations  for  the  train- 
ing of  chemists  desirous  of  becoming  members  of  the 
Institute.  The  course  of  training  extends  over  a  mini- 
mum period  of  four  years,  and  a  register  will  be  main- 
tained of  chemists  qualified  to  take  part  in  chemistry 
aj  applied  to  industrial,  analytical,  and  agricultural  work, 
a&  well  as  research  and  teaching.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  committee  to  apply  at  an  early  date  for  formal 
recognition,  by  charter  or  otherwise,  of  the  proposed 
Chemical  Council  as  the  authority  for  the  registration 
of  professional  chemists.  The  honorary  secretaries  are 
Joseph  Algar,  D.Sc,  and  A.  G.  G.  Leonard,  Ph.D. 

Intoxicating  Liquor  Act  Cases 

At  Strabane  (co.  Tyrone)  Petty  Sessions,  on  July  30, 
Mr.  James  Hill,  Ph.C,  was  summoned  under  the  new 
Northern  Ireland  Licensing  Act  for  unlawfully  selling 
half  a  pint  of  methylated  spirit  to  a  man  named  Goan, 
and  also  for  failing  to  keep  a  record.  At  the  request 
of  Mr.  E.  Clark,  solicitor,  the  second  summons  was 
withdrawn,  and  a  technical  offence  in  the  other  case  was 
tadmitted.  Mr.  Hill,  it  was  stated,  was  under  the 
impression  that  the  Act  requiring  registration  of  sales 
only  came  into  operation  on"  September  1.  The  chair- 
man said  he  did  not  believe  for  a  moment  that  Mr. 
Hill  would  be  a  party  to  this  offence.  He  was  certain 
he  would  not,  but  at  the  same  time  this  was  a  very 
important  Act,  and  there  had  been  slackness,  for  which 
the  defendant  would  have  to  pay.  He  was  fined  40s., 
and  Goan  a  like  amount,  with  costs  in  each  case. 

At  Belfast  Police  Court,  on  July  26,  Mr.  James 
Gillespie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Woodvale  Road,  -was 
fined  £5,  with  costs,  for  selling  half  a  pint  of  methy- 
lated spirit  and  failing  to  enter  in  a  book  the  sale  and 
the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser.  Mr.  Graham, 
for  the  defence,  said  that  Mr.  Gillespie  had  been  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  chemist  and  druggist  all  his  life, 
and  no  complaint  had  ever  been  made  against  him.  This 
was  the  first  prosecution  brought  under  this  section  of 
the  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  sale  of  methylated  spirit. 
The  mistake  arose  on  account  of  Mr.  Gillespie  having 
made  a  previous  sale  to  the  same  customer  (and  that 
was  duly  entered  up).  The  defendant,  having  all  the 
particulars  before  him  in  regard  to  a  previous  sale, 
thought  it  was  not  necessary  to  enter  up  the  purchase 
immediately.  It  appeared,  however,  from  the  Section 
that  the  spirit  had  to  be  entered  up  before  it  was 
handed  to  the  purchaser. 

Brevities 

Chemical  manufacturers  in  Dublin  have  notified  their 
labourers  of  a  reduction  of  16s.  a  week  in  wages. 

Mr.  Michael  Stack,  Ph.C,  has  been  appointed  com- 
pounder of  medicines  of  Glin  (co.  Limerick)  District 
Council  at  £52  a  year. 

Writing  recently  to  the  "  Irish  Times,"  Mr.  D.  J. 
McGrath,  Ph.C,  Carlow,  complains  of  the  delay  caused 
by  public  officials  in  the  case  of  imported  goods,  dutiable 
and  non-dutiable. 


The  poor-law  commissioners  who  have  superseded  the 
Cork  Board  of  Guardians  have  issued  a  notification  to 
the  effect  that  on  and  after  August  17  the  parents  of 
children  found  to  be  unvaccinated,  if  such  children  are 
more  than  three  months  of  age,  will  be  proceeded  against. 

Mr.  James  Glendinning,  Ph.C,  Londonderry,  was  one 
of  the  judges  at  the  recent  local  constabulary  sports. 
Among  subscribers  and  donors  of  prizes  (in  addition  to 
Mr.  Glendinning)  were  :  Mr.  James  E.  O'Neill,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Maghera,  H.  Smith  &  Co.,  and  Austin  & 
Co.,  Londonderry. 

The  Irish  Free  State  Senate  has  approved  of  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Dyestuffs  (Import  Regulation)  Bill.  The 
measure  proposes  the  repeal  of  the  Act  of  the  late  United 
Kingdom  regulating  the  import  of  dyestuffs,  so  far  as 
it  was  in  force  in  the  Irish  Free  State.  Mr.  Douglas, 
in  moving  the  introduction  of  the  Bill,  the  first  originated 
in  the  Senate,  said  that  the  repeal  of  the  Act  would 
help  their  small  textile  industries  by  enabling  them 
to  get  their  dyes  as  cheaply  as  they  could  be  bought. 

The  creditors  of  Mr.  Francis  J.  Clement,  Warren- 
point,  co.  Down,  "  chemist  and  merchant,"  were  called 
together  recently,  when  a  statement  of  affairs  showed 
unsecured  liabilities  of  £1,071  14s.  2d.,  and  net  assets 
of  £536  3s.  7d.  It  was  reported  that  the  debtor  com- 
menced business  in  the  spring  of  last  year,  with  a  capital 
of  between  £500  and  £600,  advanced  to  him  by  his 
father  and  other  friends.  There  had  apparently  been 
an  unexplained  loss  on  the  trading  of  over  £1,000.  It 
was  resolved  that  the  debtor  should  vest  his  estate  in 
Mr.  Thompson  (Atkinson  &  Royd,  C.A.),  a  committee 
of  inspection  being  appointed.  The  following  are  among 
the  creditors  : — Burge,  Warren  &  Ridgley,  Ltd.,  £13;

At  a  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  Queen's  University,  Bel- 
fast, on  July  20,  it  was  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  new  chemical 
buildings,  that  the  erection  and  equipment  of  the  buildings 
contemplated  would  cost  practically  £100,000.

'he  Conference  convened  by  the  Ministry  of  Home 
iffairs  for  Northern  Ireland  to  consider  the  legal  position 
f  the  drug  trade  arising  from  the  recent  changes  in 
he  Government  of  Ireland  was  held  at  the  Home  Office, 
Jelfast,  on  July  25,  when,  in  addition  to  the  repre- 
entatives  of  the  various  trade  organisations,  whose 
lames  were  given  in  the  C.  c£-  D.,  July  28  (p.  110),  there 
rere  present  Dr.  W.  Calwell.  representing  the  Ulster 
dedical  Society,  and  Dr.  Fielding,  representing  the 
Queen's  University  of  Belfast.  The  Government  was 
^presented  by  Mr.  R.  D.  Megaw,  K.C.,  M.P.  (Parlia- 
nentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs), 
vho  presided;  Mr.  J.  C.  Davidson.  B.L.,  counsel  to 
he  Attorney-General ;  Colonel  Dawson,  medical  inspector  : 
md  Mr.  A.  P.  Magill,  of  the  Home  Office. 

New  Body  to  be  Set  Up 

At  the  outset  the  chairman  definitely  announced  that 
:ome  new  body  must  be  set  up  in  Northern  Ireland,  as 
;he  Government  was  satisfied  that  no  body  in  Dublin 
lad  now  any  jurisdiction  over  the  Northern  area.  There 
nust  be  some  pharmaceutical  body  set  up  with  which 
;he  Government  could  deal  in  Northern  Ireland.  They 
lad  no  intention  of  interfering  in  any  way  with  the 
academic  side.  They  were  solely  concerned  with  the 
administration  of  the  law,  and  it  was  imperative  that 
iome  body  should  be  set  up  without  further  delay.  The 
Government  in  preparing  a  scheme  was  anxious  to  have 
the  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  trade  rather  than 
force  a  scheme  upon  them,  and  they  welcomed  the 
presence  of  so  many  representatives  that  day.  A  long 
discussion  followed,  and  it  was  evident  that  some  at 
least  of  the  representatives  were  not  in  favour  of  the 
course  outlined  by  the  Government ;  but  it  was  pointed 
out  that  it  was  absolutely  necessary  if  the  law  was  to  be 
complied  with.  It  was  eventually  decided  that  each 
of  the'  bodies  represented  should  send  in  statements 
showing  what  their  proposals  were,  and  that  when  these 
have  been  received  the  Conference  will  be  resumed.  The 
proceedings  then  adjourned. 

The  decision  of  the  Government  has  created  consider- 
able interest,  as  well  as  considerable  division  of  opinion. 
Owing  to  the  holiday  period,  it  is  unlikely  that  the 
three  Belfast  organisations  will  draw  up  any  scheme  for 
a  few  weeks,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  the  Conference 
will  resume  before  September.  The  new  situation  is  to 
be  considered  also  bv  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
Dublin.

Legal  Reports 

The  Production  of  Documents. — In  the  Mayor's  and 
City  of  London  Court,  on  July  25,  a  claim  was  made  by 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  Bartholomew  Close,  E.C.,  against  Mr.  S. 
Benson,  Clifton  Road,  Ramsgate,  for  the  sum  of 
£1  18s.  9d.,  the  price  of  goods  sold  in  the  way  of  trade. 
The  plaintiffs'  representative,  in  answer  to  the  Registrar, 
said  he  had  not  taken  the  order  for  the  goods  nor  seen 
them  sent  away.  The  Registrar  :  Your  firm  have  sent 
you  along,  having  told  you  that  the  goods  have  been 
sent  off.  You  must  tell  your  firm  to  send  someone  to 
the  Court  who  took  the  order,  or  personally  saw  the 
goods  sent  away.  You  have  just  looked  at  the  books. 
Witness  :  I  have  seen  the  man's  order.  The  Registrar  : 
Why  did  you  not  bring  it  with  you?  Witness:  It  is 
pasted  into  a  large  journal.  The  Registrar  :  I  do  not 
want  your  people  to  bring  a  large  book  to  court.  You 
have  seen  the  order  personally.  In  the  circumstances  I 
will  take  your  sworn  statement.  But  on  another  occa- 
sion you  must  try  to  bring  the  proper  documents  from 
the  defendant  to  court.  Judgment  was  entered  for  the 
plaintiffs  for  the  amount  claimed. 

A  Disputed  Perfume  Account. — In  Lambeth  County 
Court,  on  July  27,  Eck  &  James,  Wellfield  Chemical 
Works,  Angell  Road,  S.W.,  brought  an  action  against 
Ernest  Button,  Leather  Lane,  E.C.,  claiming  the  sum 
of  £10  as  balance  of  account.  Mr.  Eck  said  that  the 
defendant  had  two  consignments  of  cheap  perfume,  the 
account  coming  to  £15.  He  wanted  it  to  sell  at  Mitcham 
Fair,  the  priee  being  7s.  6d.  a  gross.  He  paid  a  traveller 
£5  on  account,  but  the  money  was  not  received  by  them. 
They  could  not  trace  the  traveller,  who  had  sinoe  left 
their  employment,  but  they  were  prepared  to  give  defen- 
dant credit  for  £5,  although  he  had  no  receipt  for  it. 
The  defendant  said  he  received  a  notice  from  plaintiffs 
warning  him  not  to  pay  the  traveller  any  money.  He 
ordered  one  lot,  and  he  had  a  second  lot  sent  in  without 
an  order.  He  paid  the  traveller  £5,  and  he  promised  to 
send  on  a  receipt,  but  did  not  do  so.  Judge  Parry  :  It 
was  a  very  silly  thing  for  you  to  do  after  you  got  the 
warning  but  they  are  very  kind  to  you,  for  they  are 
not  suing  you  for  that.  Why  should  you  not  pay  tbs 
balance  ? — The  stuff  is  no  good.  It  is  a  German  fraud 
of  coloured  water.  You  mean  that  it  does  not  smell  ? — 
Yes  ;  I  have  over  200  dozen  bottles  left.  Judge  Parry  : 
I  see  it  is  called  "  Royal  Welsh  Perfume  Water."  Have 
you  anybody  in  the  trade  who  knows  anything  about  it  ? 
— No,  I  have  not  got  an  expert.  Mr.  James,  giving  evi- 
dence, said  it  was  sold  as  a  water  perfume.  Defendant  : 
You  cannot  call  it  a  perfume.  Judge  Parry  :  I  don't 
know  what  it  is.  I  think  it  is  horrid,  but  you  wilj  have 
to  pay  for  it.  There  will  be  judgment  for' plaintiffs  for 
£10,  and  costs. 


Bankruptcy  Reports 

Re  Sangley's  Drug  Stores  (Edward  Cranston,  trading 
as),  314  Sanglev  Road,  Catford,  London,  S.E.  (C.  &  D., 
May  12,  p.  655).  At  Bankruptcy  Buildings,  London, 
W.C.,  recently,  the  Official  Receiver  mentioned  the 
circumstances  of  this  failure.  As  he  had  no  questions 
to  ask  and  no  one  else  wished  to  raise  any  point,  the 
examination  was  formally  concluded. 

Re  William  W.  Coe,  jun.,  24  and  26  Holborn,  London, 
E.C.,  chemical  manufacturer.  The  receiving  order  in 
this  case,  was  made  last  April  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  (C.  &  D.,  May  12,  p.  655).  A  sitting  of  the  Court 
was  appointed  to  be  held  on  July  11  for  the  public 
examination  of  the  debtor,  but,  the  Official  Receiver 
reporting  that  he  had  not  surrendered  to  the  proceedings 
and  was  believed  to  be  in  New  York,  Mr.  Registrar 
Hope  suspended  the  sitting  sine  die. 

Danzig  and  the  Opium  Convention. — The  Senate  of 
the  Free  Town  of  Danzig  has  issued  a  law  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  the  Hague  Opium  Convention  on  lines 
similar  to  the  German  regulations  (O.  &  D.,  I.,  1921, 
index  folio  23). 
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Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Cases 

At  London  Sessions  on  July  26,  Mr.  Alfred  John, 
chemist  and  druggist,  trading  as  Rouse  &  Co.,  Wigmore 
Street,  W.l,  was  charged  with  having  dispensed  a  certain 
prescription  purporting  to  be  a  prescription  for  the 
supply  to  Julian  Pinder  of  morphine  sulphate  and 
atropine  sulphate,  the  defendant  not  having  taken  reason- 
ably sufficient  steps  to  satisfy  himself  that  the  prescrip- 
tion was  genuine  (C.  JL-  D.,  July  21,  p.  78).  Mr.  Travers 
Humphreys  prosecuted  for  the  Commissioner  of  Police, 
and  Sir  Henry  Curtis  Bennett,  K.C.,  represented  Mr. 
John,  who  pleaded  "  Guilty."  Mr.  Travers  Humphreys 
said  it  could  not  be  too  widely  known  that  the  Home 
Office,  who  had  the  whole  of  the  country  behind  them, 
were  determined  to  do  their  best  in  the  interests  of 
the  people,  and  the  wretched  creatures  who  were  con- 
firmed -drug-takers,  and  most  stringent  regulations  were 
being  enforced.  The  defendant  was  as  grossly  negligent 
in  that  matter  as  it  was  possible  to  conceive.  The  pre- 
scription presented  bore  the  surname  of  a  well-known 
medical  practitioner,  but  with  different  initials,  and  no 
sucli  name  was  to  be  found  in  any  directory.  Enough 
morphine  for  3,700  maximum  doses  had  been  supplied. 
Sir  Henry  Curtis  Bennett,  for  the  defence,  said  that  Mr. 
John  had  been  a  qualified  chemist  for  thirty  years  and 
had  been  in  Wigmore  Street  for  twenty-eight  years.  A 
fine  of  £100,  with  £25  costs,  was  imposed. 

At  Acton  Police  Court,  Middlesex,  on  July  18,  Robert 
B.  Congdon,  Turnham  Green  Terrace,  Chiswick,  was 
summoned  for  being  in  possession  of  diamorphine 
hydrochloride  without  being  licensed.  Mr.  Barker 
prosecuted  for  the  Commissioner  of  Police,  and 
Mr.  Frampton  defended.  Mr.  Barker,  in"  opening  the 
case,  said  it  was  one  which  he  thought  might  in  the 
circumstances  be  dealt  with  leniently.  The  defendant 
was  unqualified,  and  had  no  right  to  have  the  drug  in 
his  possession.  He  was  quite  open  in  his  manner  when 
a  detective-inspector  visited  the  shop  and  told  him  he 
was  making  inquiries  with  regard  to  the  registration  of 
the  business.  The  defendant  stated  that  he  had  been 
manager  since  his  demobilisation,  and  had  in  the  past 
employed  qualified  chemists.  He  produced  a  book  show- 
ing the  date  of  purchase  of  the  heroin.  He  also  produced 
a  bottle  containing  the  drug,  and  explained  that  it  had 
not  been  used  since  one  of  his  qualified  chemists 
used  it.  When  informed  that  he  had  no  right  to  be  in 
possession  of  it,  he  replied  that  he  had  overlooked  it. 
Mr.  Frampton  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  on  behalf  of  the 
defendant,  and  said  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  chemist,  but 
did  not  qualify.  While  in  the  Army,  in  which  he  held 
a  commission,  he  was  for  a  time  in  charge  of  an 
analytical  laboratory.  After  demobilisation,  money  was 
advanced  him  to  purchase  the  business  of  Evans  &  Co. 
He  employed  qualified  chemists  to  make  up  prescriptions 
under  the  Insurance  Act,  but  subsequently  gave  up  .the 
work.  The  magistrate,  in  imposing  a  fine  of  £5,  with 
costs,  remarked  that  the  defendant  had  made  himself 
liable  to  a  heavy  penalty. 

At  Mansion  House  Police  Court,  London,  on  July  26, 
two  summonses  were  heard  that  had  been  issued  against 
Mr.  Frank  Isaac  Hibbert,  Harp  Lane,  E.C.,  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920,  charging  him  with  having 
offered  to  procure  100  cases  of  raw  opium  for  Hatori 
Shoten,  Yokohama,  Japan,  and  with  a  similar  offence 
in  respect  to  fifty  cases  on  a  subsequent  date.  Mr. 
Walter  Frampton,  who  defended,  pleaded  "  Not  guilty," 
saying  that,  although  he  took  this  course,  he  did  not 
think  there  would  be  much  contest  in  the  case,  but 
his  client  had  acted  in  the  belief  that  he  was  only 
doing  what  every  merchant  had  a  perfect  right  to  do. 
Since,  however,  these  proceedings  had  been  commenced, 
the  thing  had  stopped  and  would  not  be  repeated.  Mr. 
H.  D.  Roome,  appearing  for  the  Director  of  Public 
Prosecutions,  said  it  was  the  policy  of  this  country  to 
prohibit  all  unlicensed  dealings  in  dangerous  drugs.  He 
(Mr.  Roome)  did  not  suggest  this  was  one  of  the  most 
serious  offences,  by  any  means ;  but  the  authorities 
were  determined  to  prosecute  in  every  case  coming  to 
their  knowledge.    In  the  present  instance  the  defendant 
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was  charged  with  offering  to  procure  opium  for  the  agent 
of  the  Hoshi  Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Tokio,  the 
largest  wholesale  chemists  in  Japan  and  chemists  to 
the  Japanese  Government;  therefore  this  was  not  put 
forward  as  a  case  in  which  the  drug  was  to  go  through 
illicit  channels,  but  it  was  put  forward  as  a  clear  cale 
of  offering  to  procure  by  an  unlicensed  person,  and 
therefore  it  was  an  offence  under  the  Act.  The  defen- 
dant was  the  managing  director  of  Ralph  L.  Fuller 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemical  merchants,  and  neither  he  nor  his 
company  was  licensed  to  deal  in  opium.  Counsel  read 
extracts  from  letters  to  Japan  in  which  opium  was 
referred  to  as  "  O,"  or  "  gum."  The  defendant  also 
referred  to  the  difficulty  there  was  in  dealing  with  the 
narcotic,  stating  that  the  cases  would  have  to  he 
obtained  through  licensed  brokers.  Eventually  cases 
were  purchased  through  Bowyer  and  Bartleet  and  Eric 
Paterson  &  Co. ,  licensed  firms.  The  Magistrate :  How 
much  does  a  case  contain  ?  Mr.  Roome  :  160  lb.  Mr. 
Frampfon,  for  the  defence,  contended  that  the  regulation 
referred  to  was  ultra  vires;  it  was  much  wider  than 
the  Act,  which  confined  itself  -to  dealing  with  opium 
in  this  country ;  the  regulation  could  not  go  outside 
the  Act  and  make  a  new  offence.  Mr.  Roome  said 
that  any  act  done  in  this  country  brought  the  trans- 
action within  the  scope  of  the  Act.  Counsel  quoted 
the  case  of  a  man  who  posted  in  London  a  letter  he 
had  intended  posting  in  Paris,  and  was  convicted  on  a 
charge  of  dealing  in  cocaine  and  its  derivatives  The 
Alderman  overruled  Mr.  Frampton's  objection,  but 
agreed  to  state  a  case  if  requested.  Mr.  Frampton  then 
entered  a  formal  plea  of  "  Guilty,"  but  said  he  wished 
to  emphasise,  with  all  his  power,  the  fact  that  the  Act 
was  passed  to  stop  the  drug  traffic  among  people  who 
liked  it  as  dope,  not  to  embarrass  Mincing  Lane  mer- 
chants. If  Mr.  Roome's  construction  held,  every  banker 
holding  bills  of  lading,  every  insurance  company  in  any 
way  holding  documents  connected  with  opium,  was 
liable.  His  client  was  a  member-  of  a  well-known  com- 
pany ;  they  did  not  buy  or  handle  the  drug,  but  simply 
acted  as  agents  for  a  wholesale  firm  in  the  East.  He 
asked  that  in  the  circumstances  the  penalty  should  not 
be  such  as  would  injure  the  reputation  of  an  old  and 
highly  respectable  firm.  The  alderman  said  he  was 
pleased  to  be  able  to  say  there  had  been  nothing  illicit 
in  the  transactions  brought  before  him,  and  nothing  to 
injure  the  reputation  of  the  firm.  At  the  same  time, 
the  defendant  had  committed  an  offence  against  this  Act, 
which  had  wide  application  and  dealt  with  a  serious 
question.  There  would  be  a  fine  of  £100  on  the  first 
summons,  and  the  defendant  would  have  to  pay  £10  10s. 
costs  on  the  second. 


Dangerous  Drugs  Act 

Supply  of  Drugs  to  Ships 
The  following  is  the  draft  Regulation  which  the  Home 
Secretary  proposes   to   make   under   Section  7  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920.      (See  C.  Jb  D.,  July  28, 
p.  109.)  :— 

Regulation  15  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  ' 
1921,  shall  be  amended  and  shall  take  effect  as  if  at  the 
end  of  the  Regulation  were  inserted  the  following  words  : 
If  a  foreign  ship  in  any  port  in  Great  Britain 
requires  to  obtain  a  supply  of  any  of  the  drugs  in 
order  to  complete  the  necessary  equipment  of  the 
ship,  the  master  of  the  ship  is  authorised  to  purchase 
and  be  in  possession  of  such  quantity  of  any  of  the 
drugs  as  may  be  certified  by  the  medical  officer  of 
health  of  the  port  where  the  ship  is  (or  in  his  absence 
by  the  assistant  medical  officer  of  health  of  the  port) 
to  be  necessary  for  the  purpose,  the  quantity  not  to 
exceed  what  is  required  for  the  use  of  the  ship  until 
it  next  reaches  its  home  port.  The  certificate  given 
by  the  medical  officer  or  assistant  medical  officer  of 
health  of  the  port  shall  be  marked  by  the  supplier 
with  the  date  of  the  supply  and  shall  be  retained  by 
him  and  kept  available  for  inspection.

The  special  train  of  July  26,  crammed  with  as  merry  a 
party  as  ever  went  on  a  pharmaceutical  picnic,  reached 
Oxford  in  good  time.  There  was  an  hour's  interval  before 
luncheon  was  served  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  eager 
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ones  went  off  sight-seeing  without  delay.  A  fairly  large 
party  elected  to  "  do  "  Christ  Church.  Tom  Tower  was 
invaded  by  a  numerous  host  who  choked  the  winding 
stairways ;  more  than  half  were  forced  to  descend  to  the 
semi-final  platform  till  the  party  in  front,  having  reached 
the  top  and  satisfied  their  curiosity,  had  come  down. 
The  view  of  Oxford,  though  seen  through  lattices,  was

Than  across  the  great  quad  to  the  Cathedral, 
the  smallest  but  one  (St.  Asaph)  in  the  country,  but  rare 
in  beauty  and  association ;  the  carved  stone  roof  is  in- 
comparable and  the  stained  glass  exquisite.  Then  to  the 
Hall,  the  largest  in  Oxford,  with  its  fine  proportions,  its 
lofty  carved  roof,  its  general  air  of  magnificent  tradition, 
and  its  portraits  of  so  many  famous  alumni.  Meanwhile 
other  parties  took  hasty  glances  at  other  colleges,  churches 
and  libraries,  and  familiarised  themselves  with  the  general 
plan  of  the  city — a  swift  ramble  ending  all  too  soon  in 
lunch.  Then "  came  an  address  of  welcome  from  the 
Master  of  Balliol,  a  typical  don,  whose  wit  and  humour 
surprised  some  and  delighted  all.

Now  Vegan  the  business  "of  sight-seeing  in  earnest.  A 
well-known  collegiate  explained  the  mysteries  of  "  Alpine 
Climbing  " — a  students'  diversion  which  so  embarrassed 
the  demure  inhabitants.  Three  city  guides  lent  their 
services,  as  did  also  the  Master  of  Balliol,  Dr.  G-. 
Claridge  Bruce,  '  the  librarian  of  the  Bodleian 
and  others.  An  amusing  faux  pas  was  over- 
heard when  an  innocent  pharmacist  questioned 
the  Master  in  these  terms,  "  Ah,  excuse  me,  but 
are  you  Guide  Number  Three?  "  But  the  Master's  great 
fund  of  humour  re-established  harmony  at  once.  A  small 
party  of  pharmacists,  'notorious  for  their  book-worminess, 
were  granted  the  unusual  privilege  of  inspecting,  under 
the  guidance  of  Dr.  Druce,  the  secret  chamber  of  the 
Bodleian,  and  shown  how  the  million  and  a  quarter  books 
are  stored  so  as  to  economise  space  to  the  utmost.

During  the  afternoon,  large  parties  visited  Christ 
Church,  while  Magdalen  was  an  easy  second  in  popularity. 
The  dimly-lit  chapel  of  the  latter,  with  its  screen  of 
carved  figures — plastered  over  and  bricked  up  by  Crom- 
well and  restored  in  1864-r-impressed  everyone,  as  did  the 
dining  hall  with  its  "  linen-fold  "  oak  panelling,  and 
the  venerable  kitchens  .  which  were  probably  once  those 
of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John.  The  Bodleian 
was  naturally  a  popular  attraction.  Trinity  and 
St.  John's  (with  their  great  gardens)  were  visited 
by  considerable  numbers,  as  were  Balliol,  Brazenose, 
Wadham,  Pembroke,  Queen's  and  All  Souls'.  Small 
numbers  found  their  way  to  Oriel,  Corpus  Christi  and 
Merton,  and  were  rewarded  by  an  inspection  of  the  rich 
treasures  in  the. libraries  of  the  two  last  named,  and  by 
the  unusually  fine  chapel  of  Merton.  Nearly  everyone 
saw  the  Martyrs'  Memorial  in  St.  Giles'  Street,  though 
but  few  were  shown  the  metal  cross  let  into  the  middle  of 
the  roadway  in  Broad  Street  which  marks  the  exact  spot 
of  the  martyrdoms.  A  small  privileged  band  were  taken 
to  the  Union,  and  one  of  them  made  a  speech  to  the  rest 
from  the  table,  his  elbow  resting  on  the  brass-bound  box 
in  conventional  manner  !  Everyone  saw  at  least  the  out- 
sides  of  the  Ashmolean,  the  Sheldonian,  the  Clarendon 
Building,  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  Church,  Exeter, 
Keble,  the  University  Museum,  and  the  Botanic  Gardens. 
On  their  way  (probably)  to  the  layt-named,  certain  dis- 
similar couples  were  diverted  to  the  river  which  flows 
near  by  and  were  lost  to  archaeology  for  the  remainder  of 
the  afternoon.  Some  of  them,  even,  were  lost  to  their 
train !  At  the  day's  end  one  felt  proud  of  the  country 
that  possesses  Oxford,  the  city  whose  possessions  might 
suffice  for  the  reputations  of  a  hundred  towns.  While 
Oxford  stands.  Englishmen  can  never  abate  their  pas- 
sionate patriotism,  come  what  may. 


The  chairman,  Mr.  Edmund  White,  was  the  life  and 
soul  of  the  smoking  concert,  held  at  the  Hotel  Great 
Central  after  the  Oxford  excursion.  The  music  was  of 
the  light  variety,  the  songs  were  mainly  funny,  and  the 
"  patter  "  was  designed  to  encourage  effortless  laughter. 
Miss  D.  Moiiand  accompanied,  and  gave  some  pianoforte 
solos.  Mr.  C.  True  sang  "  The  Toreador's  Song  "  and 
other  items.  Messrs.  R.  Pitt  and  Langton  Marks  gave 
humorous  duets  and  "patter,"  while  Miss  Gwen  Teagle 
sounded  a  more  serious  note  on  her  violin.

services  ungrudingly  given.  Then  came  Mr.  Woolcock's 
turn  ;  he  received  a  leather  attache  case,  and  although 
he  kept  the  case  for  himself  he  received  it  (he  said)  on 
behalf  of  the  stewards,  all  of  whom  he  commanded  to 
rise  while  he  made  his  neatly-worded  speech.

Conference  Papers  Held  Over 

The  International  Standardisation  of  Colchicum 
Preparations 

By  E.  S.  Hooper,  B.Sa,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  and  K.  M.  King,

[Abstract] 

Colchicum  has  an  interesting  history.  It  ap- 
pears in  the  London  Pharmacopoeia  of  1618  and 
1639  among  the  simples,  and  in  1763  a  report 
was  published  stating  that  it  was  a  potent  diuretic,  and 
had  been  administered  with  success  in  Vienna  in  dropsical 
cases.  Tn  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  the 
"  bulbs  "  were  frequently  recommended,  and  in  the  latter 
part  of  this  century  it  entered  into  a  proprietary  called 
D'Hussons  Eau  Medicinal,  and  became  popular.  About 
1814  Wont  introduced  Wont's  Tincture  (of  fresh  corm 
1  and  2  of  alcohol — dose,  5-6  drops),  and  Sir  Everard 
Horne  prepared  a  wine  from  the  corm.  The  following 
table  shows  the  changes  in  the  formula  of  the  tincture  in 
this  country  and  the  United  States  during  the  last 
century  : — ■

Below  is  a  table  showing  the  preparations  made  from 
either  seeds  or  corm  in  the  current  Pharmacopoeias.  At 
the  present  time  the  tincture  appears  to  be  the  most 
uniform  preparation.  It  is  desirable  to  know  whether 
the  corm  has  any  advantage  over  the  seeds  (which  contain 
a  higher  percentage  of  colchicine)  and  if  the  vinum  and 
acetum  are  necessary,  and  thereby  adopt  international 
formulas  for  these  preparations.  The  authors  under- 
stand that  Mr.  James  Grier,  Manchester  University,  who 
has  done  so  much  work  on  colchicum,  is  preparing  a 
communication  for  this  Conference  on  other  aspects  of 
this  drug,  and  have  therefore  restricted  these  notes  to  a 
comparative  survey.  They  desire  to  thank  Miss  J.  K. 
Midlane  and  Mr.  J.  Cofman-Nicoresti  for  assistance  in 
looking  up  references. 

The  paper  was  accompanied  by  a  carefully  compiled 
table  giving  a  comparison  of  the  preparations  and  their 
strengths  as  now  official  in  various  pharmacopoeias.

Pharmaceutical  Preparations  of  Quillaia  Bark 

By  J.  Cofman-Nicoresti  and  Snow  B.  Tallantyre,  B.Sc, 
F.I.C.,  A.R.CS. 
[Abstract] 

This  is  an  addition  to  the  series  of  monographs  in 
pharmaceutical  preparations  by  the  above  authors,  who 
state  that  the  drug  in  its  short  history  has  not  acquired 
very  numerous  uses.  The  quillaia  tree,  discovered  by 
Gm'elin,  is  a  native  of  Peru  and  Chili,  and  is  cultivated 
in  Northern  Hindustan.  Abbe  Mollina  described  it  in 
1782,  and  its  Chilean  name,  quillean  or  quillay,  signifies 
"  to  wash."  It  is  difficult  to  state  when-quillaia  was  first 
used  in  medicine,  but  in  1877  a  tincture  was  accepted 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Paris  as  an  emulsify- 
ing agent,  and  its  use  for  the  same  purpose  recommended 
by  H.  Collier  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
of  that  year.  A  20  per  cent,  tincture  of  quillaia  appeared 
in  Guy's  Hospital  Pharmacopoeia  for  1879;  it  became 


icial  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  of  1898.    The  United 
ates  Pharmacopoeia  of  1888  describes  quillaia  bark ;  a 
icture  appeared  in  the  U.S. P.  of  1893,  and  a  fluid 
tract   was   introduced    into    the    1905    edition.  Both 
eparations  were  omitted  from  the  ninth  U.S. P.  revision. 
The  botanical  source  is  given  in  most  pharmacopoeias 
Quillaja    saponaria,  Molina,  but  the  French  Codex 
licates  are  bark  of  Q.  Sme.gmadermous,  D.C.,  and  the 
;xican   Pharmacopoeia   mentions   both   species.  Other 
iids  that  have  been  described  are  Q.  Peppigi  (Walpers), 
Lancifolia  (Don),  and  Q.  Brusilcnsis  (Martins).

the  percentage  of  bark  used  in  preparing  the  tincture  is 
onstant  (20  per  cent.),  except  in  the  case  of  the  British 
~harmacopceia,  which,  with  5  per  cent,  of  bark,  is  the 
nly  discordant  figure.    This  is  due  apparently  to  the 
act  that  one  of  the  early  investigators,  Peter  Boa,  con- 
idered  that  such  a  tincture  would  be,  roughly,  equivalent 
Sn  saponin  content  to  tincture  of  senega.    The  strength 
of  the  alcohol  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  tincture 
also  varies  within  wide  limits.    The  authors  carried  out 
series  of  experiments  to  find  out  the  best  solvents  for 
quillaia  saponins,  and  came  to  the  same  conclusion  as 
previous  workers,   namely,   that  water  best  serves  the 
purpose.    They  would  therefore  advise  the  method  em- 
ployed by  the  U.S. P.  VIII.,  the  bark  being  extracted 
ith  hot  water  and  sufficient  alcohol  added  afterwards  to 
precipitate  excess  of  gummy  matter,  and  to  preserve  the 
roduct.    The  saponins,  the  most  important  constituents 
of  quillaia  bark   from   a   pharmacological   point,  were 
obtained  in  a  pure  state  in  1884  by  Stutz  and  Schiaparelli. 
Several  methods  have  been  proposed  for  their  estima- 
on,    and    the     authors    are    of    opinion    that  the 
sapogenin    method    of    assay    is    the     most  suitable 
m  the  case  of  quillaia  preparations.    This  is  based  on 
the  property  of  saponins  of  breaking  up  (like  all  gluco- 
ides),  when  heated  with  dilute  acids,  into  sugar  and 
eutral  bodies  termed  sapogenins.     The  filtered  saponin 
olution  is  boiled  for  a  short  time  with  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid,  allowed  to  cool,  and  the  precipitated  sapo- 
genin separated,  dried  carefully  (at  100°  C),  and  weighed. 
The  method  is  accurate  owing  to  the  insolubility  of 
sapogenin,  and  specific,  since  no  other  constituents  of 
the  bark  are  precipitated  under  these  conditions.  Pure 
uillaia  saponin  yields  on  hydrolysis  31.1  per  cent,  of 
sapogenin,  so  that  one  part  of  sapogenin  found  by  the 
above  method  is  equal  to  3.22  parts  of  saponin.    It  is 


stated  that  the  saponin  of  quillaia  bark  consists  of  one- 
third  <quillajic  acid  and  two-thirds  sapotoxin.  The  first 
yields  on  hydrolysis  33.3  per  cent,  sapogenin,  and  the 
second  30  per  cent,  of  the  same  substance ;  hence  one 
part  of  sapogenin  corresponds  to  3.22  parts  of  quillaia 
saponin,  and  this  factor  has  been  made  use  of  in  calculat- 
ing the  percentage  of  saponin  in  the  comparative  table 
given  below  : —

It  appears  to  be  immaterial  which  of  the  three  species 
of  quillaia  is  employed,  the  percentage  of  saponin  varying 
from  8.98  to  10.78  on  the  bark.    Hence  a  suitably  pre-

pared  tincture  (1  in  5)  might  be  reasonably  expected  to 
contain  1.8  to  2  per  cent,  saponin.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  the  ash  is  about  10  per  cent.  Moor  and  Priest 
found  14.1  to  14.6  per  cent,  ash,  but  Umney  thinks 
12  per  cent,  a  sufficiently  liberal  limit.  In  these  circum- 
stances it  is,  perhaps,  wiser  to  accept  the  higher  figure 
given  by  the  B.P.  (15  per  cent.)  rather  than  that  of 
the  U.S.  Dispensatory  (10  per  cent.). 

As  regards  physiological  action,  Dixon  states  that 
quillaia  saponin  is  eight  times  more  active  than  senega 
saponin.  Since  saponins  are  not  absorbed  from  the 
alimentary  canal  they  are  non-poisonous,  unless  given  in 
such  large  amounts  as  to  produce  local  irritation. 

The  authors  conclude  : — 

1.  There  appears  to  be  no  reason  for  giving  preference 
to  any  one  species  or  variet3'  of  quillaia  over  the  others. 

2.  The  method  of  the  U.S.P.  VIII  (extraction  with  water 
and  subsequent  addition  of  alcohol)  is  the  most  rational. 
The  percentage  of  alcohol  in  the  tincture  need  not  be  higher 
than  50  per  cent. 

3.  The  attention  of  the  B.P.  Commission  should  be  drawn 
to  the  fact  that  20  per  cent,  is  the  proportion  of  baric  used 
in  all  other  countries,  and  for  the  sake  of  uniformity  if; 
is  desirable  to  have  the  same  strength  in  England. 

4.  For  a  tincture  as  above  described  a  minimum  of  1.8 
per  cent,  of  saponin  (determined  by  the  sapogenin  method) 
might  be  fixed, 
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DELEGATES'  MEETING 


The  meeting  of  delegates  from  the  various  branches  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  was  resumed 
at  the  Wharncliffe  Boom,  Hotel  Great  Central,  London, 
on  July  25.  As  announced  in  the  C.  efc  D.,  July  28, 
p.  117,  the  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  F.  Pilkington 
Sargeant,  Ph.C,  Vice-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who  called  upon  Mr.  Peck  to  give  his  address. 

Practical  Training  of  Apprentices  and  Students 

By  E,.   SAvnxE  Peck,   M.A.,  Ph.C. 

Mr.  Peck  said  he  desired  it  to  be  perfectly  clear  he 
was  not  speaking  as  a  member  of  Council,  but  rather 
as  a  private  individual  pharmacist.  He  wanted  to 
give  attention  to  the  possibility  of  improving  the 
source  from  which  students  in  pharmacy  were 
obtained.  Consideration  of  that  question  had  been 
prompted  by  the  resolution  which  was  sent  up  by  the 
South-eastern  Counties  Pharmacists'  Association  in 
March,  1923,  which  read  :  "  That  in  the  opinion  of  the 
meeting  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  consider  the 
question  of  apprenticeship  and  publish  for  guidance  the 
ideal  length  of  indenture ;  the  educational  standard 
required ;  time  spent  in  practice,  remuneration  and  other 
details."  That  resolution  was  forwarded  to  the  Council 
of  the  Society,  who  in  turn  passed  it  to  tbe  Education 
Committee.  That  body  decided  to  refer  the  matter  to 
the  branches  of  the  Society  for  further  consideration  in 
order  that  they  could  have  an  opportunity  of  discussing 
it  locally  and  so  present  their  views  at  the  conference. 
He  (the  speaker)  read  a  rather  carefully  drawn  up  paper 
in  1912  at  the  Edinburgh  Conference,  in  which  he  out- 
lined the  training  which  should  be  enumerated  and  the 
kind  of  pharmacy  whereat  the  best  training  could  be 
obtained,  and  the  best  sort  of  apprentice.  He  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  day  would  come  when  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  would  insist  upon  registration  before  the 
studentship  began  and  actually  before  the  three  years' 
training  should  ensue.  Also  he  wanted  the  Society  to  be 
able  to  supply  them  with  details  of  the  course  of  work 
to  be  undertaken  for  the  examinations  and  thus  stimu- 
late the  interest  of  the  student  in  his  work.  That  plan 
was  suggested  some  eleven  years  ago,  and  since  then  a 
curriculum  had  been  incorporated.  It  was  obvious,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  had  been  done  to  improve  the  training 
for  the  "  4,000  hours." 

Points  for  Discussion 
He  had  drawn  up  a  number  of  headings  for  dis- 
cussion that  morning.  They  should  at  least  endeavour 
to  arrive  at  conclusions  on  those  particular  headings  and 
then  he  would  be  prepared  to  move  a  resolution  stating 
that  it  was  desirous  those  things  should  be  carried  into 
effect.  If  that  was  done  they  would  be  able  directly  to 
influence  the  deliberations  of  the  Council.  The  first 
heading  was  :  "  That  all  entrants  into  pharmacy  be 
apprenticed  by  indentures  or  definite  agreement."  He 
did  not  want  to  define  what  was  an  indentured  appren- 
tice or  entered  apprentice.  Anything  which  would  pro- 
duce agreement  between  the  pupil  willing  to  undergo  the 
training  and  the  master  willing  to  give  the  training 
was  sufficient  for  his  purpose.  At  the  present  time  there 
were  boys  and  girls  insufficiently  educated  and  entirely 
unsuitable  in  other  respects  for  training  in  pharmacy, 
but  nevertheless  who  were  drifting  into  pharmacy  in  as 
great  numbers  as  hitherto.  They  had  no  definite  know- 
ledge of  what  was  required  to  enable  them  to  become 
qualified  pharmacists.  If  apprentices  when  indentured 
were  clearly  shown  what  the  eventual  requirements  were, 
it  would  be  easy  for  both  parties  to  decide  whether 
a  particular  candidate  was  a  suitable  one  or  not. 
They  must  draw  a  line  of  demarcation  between  those 
suitable  for  pharmacy  and  those  only  fitted  to  become 
shop  assistants,  clerks  or  packers.    No  better  test  could 


be  devised  for  finding  out  whether  the  pupils  were  willing 
to  serve  for  three  years  and  whether  the  pharmacist  was 
really  willing  to  give  the  necessary  instruction  and  prac- 
tical training.  His  next  heading  was  :  "  That  a  standard 
form  of  indentures  or  agreement  be  drawn  up  and 
approved  by  the  Society."  If  that  plan  was  adopted 
the  Society  would  at  once  have  direct  contact  with  the 
apprentice  from  the  beginning  and  would  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  drawing  the  attention  of  the  young  people  to 
the  various  regulations  necessary  to  be  obeyed.  It 
would  give  them  a  chance  of  satisfactorily  complying 
with  the  certificate  regulations  before  Part  I.  could  be 
taken.  The  next  heading  was  :  "  That  the  Society  shall 
lay  down  certain  conditions  under  which  apprenticeship 
training  in  shops  or  institutions  be  carried  on  and  recog- 
nised." Mr.  Hirst,  in  his  paper  on  the  "Four  Thou- 
sand Hours  "  at  the  Liverpool  Conference,  made  several 
excellent  suggestions,  and  there  was  a  strong  expression 
of  opinion  that  the  conditions  obtainable  in  some  pharma- 
cies in  the  initial  stage  were  unsatisfactory,  and  as  an 
examiner  his  experience  was  that  a  large  number  of  the 
failurjs  in  Part  II.  was  due  to  the  fact  that  their  initial 
training  in  pharmacy  was  not  as  it  should  be.  The 
training  of  the  student  obtaining  at  the  school  of  phar- 
macy, although  very  excellent,  was  not  sufficient  in  itself. 
The  ideal  arrangement  was  to  have  a  good  training  which 
would  be  improved  and  the  finishing  touches  put  to  it 
at  the  school  for  Part  II.  In  Leicester  and  Derby  they 
had  an  arrangement  whereby  the  intending  student  puts 
himself  in  touch  with  the  local  society,  whereupon  that 
body  arranges  the  indentures  with  a  suitable  pharmacist. 
Accordingly  he  put  forward  his  fourth  heading  that 
"  All  indentures  or  agreements  be  registered  with  the 
Society  within  a  month  of  the  date  of  signing."  His 
next  proposal '  was  :  "That  these  conditions  shall  not 
include  the  hours  of  labour  and  rate  of  wages,  but  shall 
include  the  permission  to  attend  classes  of  instruction  if 
available."  With  the  aid  of  the  last-mentioned  proposals 
they  would  know  when  the  student  had  started  his  prac- 
tical training.  It  would  not  be  possible  to  recognise 
every  pharmacy  where  a  student  could  get  his  pre- 
liminary training,  but  pharmacists  should  be  required  to 
give  an  undertaking  that  the  student  had  been  engaged 
in  the  work  of  pharmacy  for  a  given  number  of  hours. 
They  wanted  to  be  able  to  exclude  the  establishment 
in  which  only  a  small  amount  of  training  in  practical 
pharmacy  is  given.  His  next  proposal  was  :  "  That  the 
apprenticeship  should  not  exceed  three  years."  He 
maintained  that  was  about  the  average  length  of  time  in 
which  to  train  students  in  pharmacy  where  a  certain 
amount  of  pharmacy  was  being  transacted.  If  they 
exceeded  that  limit  the  student  was  likely  to  get  tired. 
His  next  point  was  :  "  That  the  standard  of  general 
education  required  for  apprentices  shall  be  at  least  that 
of  the  secondary  schools."  That  matter  would  be  largely 
determined  by  the  fact  that  the  standard  of  the  Pre- 
liminary or  Registration  examination  would  in  future  be 
raised  to  that  of  Senior  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Local 
or  a  School  Leaving  Certificate,  and  that  implied  a 
necessity  of  a  secondary  school  education.  Recommenda- 
tion  No.  8  was  :  "  That  the  Registration  examination 
be  passed  before  apprenticeship  or  agreement  is  entered 
into."  To  allow  a  boy  or  girl  to  start  apprenticeship 
otherwise  was  unfair  to  the  pupil  and  unsatisfactory  to 
the  master.  Again,  under  the  new  regulations  no 
attendances  at  classes  in  chemistry,  botany  or  physics 
could  count  until  the  pupil  was  actually  registered.  The 
omission  to  observe  the  regulation  had  been  the  cause  of 
much  heart-burning  and  disappointment.  He  maintained 
that  if  those  recommendations  were  carried  into  effect, 
the  Society,  either  from  headquarters  or  its  branches, 
would  be  in  touch  with  all  the  young  people  who  were 
entering  pharmacy,  and  would  be  able  to  instruct  them 
during    their    course    as   to    the  regulations    for  tha 
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Qualifying  examination  and  other  opportunities  of  educa- 
tional advancement.  Many  youngsters  starting  out  with 
high  ideals  had  been  disillusioned  because  of  this  lack  of 
knowledge  of  regulations.  It  might  be  said  they  would 
stop  young  people  coming  into  pharmacy,  but  there  was 
no  indication  of  any  falling  off.  During  the  last  two  or 
three  years  the  figures  for  registration  had  been  as 
follows  : — ■

If  they  had  stopped  certain  men  going  into  pharmacy 
it  was  far  better  to  do  that  than  let  them  enter  with  a 
misapprehension  as  to  what  was  required  in  the  way  of 
knowledge.  There  would  be  no  detriment  to  pharmacy 
to  limit  the  supply  of  qualified  men  for  some  years, 
at  least  to  those  best  fitted  to  adorn  the  calling  of 
pharmacy.  They  must  see  that  the  sources  from  which 
the  entrants  to  pharmacy  were  drawn  were  good  and 
sound,  sa  that  the  channels  along  which  they  flowed 
were  clear  and  well  defined,  and  then  when  they  finally 
reached  the  reservoir  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Eegister, 
they  were  properly  qualified  for  their  duties.  (Applause.) 

Discussion 

In  declaring  the  meeting  open  for  discussion,  the 
Chairman  pointed  out  that  generally  there  was  no  real 
training  in  pharmacy  in  most  chemists'  shops. 

Mr.  E.  Jones  (Brighton)  congratulated  the  Education 
Committee  on  its  policy,  but  thought  something  should 
be  done  to  regularise  the  position  of  the  apprentice."  The 
chief  trouble  is  the  entrance  without  a  knowledge  of  the 
requirements,  which  results  in  the  permanently  unquali- 
fied. He  uttered  a  warning  regarding  the  position  of  the 
chemists  between  the  dispensing  doctor  and  drug  store 
proprietor.  Every  unqualified  man  is  a  danger  to  those 
on  the  Eegister. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Turney  (Plymouth)  said  the  essential  point 
is  that  which  deals  with  the  indenture  and  seeing  that  it 
is  on  firm  foundations.  He  thought  that,  if  possible,  a 
by-law  might  be  passed  that  an  indenture  should  be 
signed.  He  congratulated  Leicester  on  its  lead  and  Mr. 
Peck  on  his  valuable  work. 

Mr.  Blain  (Bolton)  advocated  a  minimum  period  of 
three  years'  apprenticeship  and  a  maximum  of  four. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Briggs  (Leeds)  stated  that  his  branch  was 
in  general  accord  with  Mr.  Peck's  suggestions  except  as 
regards  the  length  of  time  which  it  was  thought  should 
be  four  years.  All  shops  faking  apprentices  should  be 
approved  by  the  Society  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  local  branch.  Eeasonable  time — eight  hours  a 
week,  exclusive  of  the  half-holiday — should  be 
allowed  for  study.  Headquarters  should  recommend  a 
rate  of  wages/  and  he  suggested  5s.  a  week  during  the 
first  year  and  an  increase  of  5s.  each  subsequent  year. 

Mr.  E.  Wright  (Buxton)  gave  his  unqualified  adhesion 
to  all  the  suggestions  except  one.  Up  to  the  present  the 
Preliminary  examination  had  always  been  at  fault,  but 
the  Society  had  now  laid  the  future  of  pharmacy  on  a 
sound  basis.  The  standard  of  education  should  be  that 
of  a  secondary  school  and  passed  before  entrance  into 
pharmacy.  Latin  should  be  an  integral  part.  (Hear, 
hear.)  Apprenticeship  judged  by  his  experience  should 
be  for  four  years.  The  competition  in  business  to-day 
can  only  be  coped  with  by  the  weapon  of  good  education. 
He  inauired  as  to  the  conditions  in  the  indenture. 

The  Chairman  replied  that  it  was  suggestions  not 
recommendations  before  the  meeting.  The  Council  had 
no  knowledge  of  any  conditions. 

Mr.  Young  (Leicester)  took  no  exception  to  the  three 
years,  which  should  be  the  standard  period  and  regarded 
as  a  minimum  and  not  a  maximum.  He  objected  to  the 
term  "  rate  of  wages,"  and  considered  that  any  payment 
made  should  be  given  to  the  parents,  not  to  the  appren- 
tice, as  maintenance.  If  paid  to  the  latter,  it  is  regarded 
as  the  master's  estimate  of  his  worth,  whereas  if  given 
to  the  parent,  the  boy  will  endeavour  to  take  his  own 
remuneration  from  his  master  in  the  form  of  knowledge. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Shepperd  (Exeter)  considered  that  if  a 
standard  form  of  indenture  was  drawn  up,  pharmacists 
might  regard  it  as  unalterable,  and  provision  should  bo 


allowed  for  the  insertion  of  clauses  for  particular  cases. 
He  advocated  a  minimum  of  three  years'  apprenticeship. 
There  had  been  no  suggestion  regarding  the  limitation 
of  the  number  of  apprentices  or  to  prevent  businesses 
being  run  on  apprentices.  He  proposed  one  apprentice 
to  each  qualified  man,  the  new-comer  to  be  initiated  before 
his  predecessor  leaves.    Latin  is  regarded  as  essential. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  the  language  used  in 
prescriptions  is  not  Latin,  and  if  a  knowledge  of  it  were 
insisted  on,  it  would  cut  out  50  per  cent,  of  the  pupils 
owing  to  it  being  so  rarely  taught  in  schools. 

Mr.  Feck  said  he  had  a  counter  proposal  that  "  the 
standard  period  of  apprenticeship  shall  be  three  years, 
but  longer,  or  shorter  periods  shall  be  arranged  in  special 
cases." 

Cries  of- dissent. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Morgan  (Cambridge)  considered  all  entrants 
to  pharmacy  should  be  indentured,  and  a  clause  should 
be  inserted  that  if  the  indentures  are  broken,  the  parent 
or  guardian  will  pay  £100  as  damages  and  not  penalty. 
Boys  entering  as  errand  boys  and  rising  are  a  danger  to 
"the  public,  and  it  is  a  movement  which  should  be  crushed. 
He  did  not  agree  with  point  No.  2.  A  proprietor  should 
draw  up  indentures  suitable  to  his  own  locality. 

Mr.  Hague  (Lincoln)  remarked  that  the  talk  was  all 
about  apprentices  when  it  should  be  about  governors,  and 
referred  to  the  man  who  does  not  know  his  business  and 
whose  sole  object  was  to  get  as  much  out  of  the  lad 
as  possible.  It  is  easy  to  be  over-careful  regarding 
entrant's. 

Mr.  Kirtcby  (Manchester)  said  a  maximum  of  three 
years  would  not  meet  the  wishes  of  chemists  in  his  area. 
There  should  be  a  minimum  of  three  and  a  maximum  of 
four  years,  the  latter  being  preferable.  With  regard  to 
remuneration,  it  was  considered  undesirable  for  the 
Society  to  fix  it. 

Mr.  Hirst  (Liverpool)  thought  four  years  should  be 
the  minimum,  as  they  were  not  in  business  for  philan- 
thropic motives.  Bate  of  wages  is  a  thorny  and  local 
matter.  The  standard  of  a  secondary  school  is  not 
necessary,  rather  the  ability  to  pass  the  Freliminavy 
of  the  syllabus.  For  the  rest  he  was  in  agreement  with 
the  proposals. 

Mr.  F.  D.  Fhillips  (Cardiganshire)  said  he  represented 
the  thinly  populated  districts.  The  conditions  of  point 
No.  3  should  be  moderate,  or  they  will  not  eliminate 
the  unqualified  assistant. 

Dr.  T.  Stephenson,  after  referring  to  the  conclusions 
arrived  at  by  his  branch — i.e.,  that  indentures  were  obso- 
lete in  Scotland,  definite  instructions  should  be  laid  down 
by  the  Society  regarding  the  training  of  the  apprentice, 
and  the  period  should  be  not  less  than  three  years.  He 
suggested  the  word  pupilage  as  preferable  to  apprentice- 
ship. 

Mr.  Mellor  (N.  Staffs)  said  it  was  important  that 
training  institutions  should  be  properly  looked  after.  A 
period  of  three  years  he  regarded  as  a  minimum  and  four 
years  as  a  necessity,  but  the  standard  of  the  senior 
Cambridge  was  too  stiff,  particularly  in  Latin. 

Mr.  McMillan  (Glasgow)  was  against  indentures. 
Eates  of  wages  and  hours  vary,  but  he  thought  the 
apprentice  should  be  paid.  The  rate  suggested  by  a 
previous  speaker  is  that  in  vogue  in  Scotland.  He  was 
against  a  lesser  period  than  four  years. 

Mr.  McNab  (Edinburgh)  said  indentures  were  no  longer 
common  in  Scotland.  In  country  districts  the  educa- 
tional standard  could  be  attained,  but  the  financial  status 
of  the  parent  is  another  matter.  The  master  should  take 
a  fatherly  interest  in  his  apprentice. 

Mr.  Coates  (Burnley)  considered  a  four  years'  appren- 
ticeship none  too  long.  He  foresaw  difficulties  with 
apprenticeship 

Mr.  Ae^rdsley  (E.  Metropolitan)  said  chemists  were 
losing  fc^ait  of  the  fact  that  theirs  is  a  profession  and 
not  a  trade.  A  small  knowledge  of  Latin  is  essential 
and  necessary  for  education.  He  was  in  favour  of  the 
four  years'  standard.  Errand  boys_  were  becoming  a 
drug  on  the  market  as  unqualified  assistants. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Marsh  (Leicester)  suggested  that  clause  6 
should  be  elastic.  While  Latin  is  an  advantage,  it  has 
not  in  Leicester  chemists'  experience  proved  essential. 
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He  supported  Mr.  Young  regarding  remuneration.  He 
roposed  that  the  Minister  of  Education  should  be  noti- 
ed  of  when  the  changes  are  made  and  that  headmasters 
of  schools  should  be  also  circularised.  If  not  compulsory 
an  incentive,  such  as  free  student-associateship  or  rebate 
from  part  of  the  curriculum  should  be  given  to  entrants 
who  become  indentured. 

Mr.  Longdin  (Scarborough)  thought  indentures  neces- 
sary, and  greater  part  of  Preliminary  examination  should 
be  passed  previously  and  whole  within  twelve  months 
of  entering  pharmacy,  otherwise  the  indentures  should  be 
cancelled. 

Mr.  Broad  (Bath)  objected  to  the  term  apprentice, 
preferring  articled  pupil. 

Mr.  Plumpton  (Leeds)  asked  for  an  explanatory  leaflet- 
covering  the  salient  points  which  the  local  secretary 
might  show  to  headmasters. 

Mr.  McVitae  ^Glasgow)  said  the  apprentice  enters 
pharmacy  at  the  age  of  seventeen  and  would  finish  at 
twenty-one.  At  this  stage  there  is  not,  as  in  most  other 
trades  and  professions,  very  much  to  offer  him  in  the 
way  of  remuneration,  and  therefore  conditions  should  not 
be  made  too  onerous. 

Mr.  Hobbs  (Tunbridge  Wells)  advocated  indentures  of 
apprenticeship,  and  Mr.  Peck's  suggestions  would  not 
prevent  a  clause  being  inserted  to  cover  local  require- 
ments. Registration  should  always  take  place  before 
apprenticeship,  and  the  standard  of  education  s?iould  be 
not  less  than  that  of  a  secondary  school.  He  supported 
the  suggestion  of  informing  headmasters,  and  proposed 
that  some  form  of  commercial  training  should  be 
instituted. 

The  chairman  then  called  upon  Mr.  Edmund  White, 
as  chairman  of  the  Education  Committee,  to  reply. 

Mr.  White  said  they  had  between  150  and  200  mem- 
bers present,  had  thus  been  in  contact  with  the  whole 
of  the  membership.  He  was  astonished  to  find  such  a  great 
amount  of  unanimity  expressed  in  the  country  towards 
the  proposals  put  forward.  It  was  an  encouragement  to 
the  Council  to  continue  the  policy  regarding  education 
which  it  had  in  hand.  He  would  like  to  say  that  the  great 
thing  they  had  to  do  was  to  get  a  better  class  of  entrant 
into  pharmacy  than  in  the  past,  (Hear,  hear.)  They  had  all 
seen  the  far  from  clean  and  prosperous  shops  in  various 
localities,  which  did  not  speak  well  for  their  calling,  but 
unless  they  took  the  proper  steps  now,  the  position  would 
not  be  improved.  They  must  remember,  too,  that  there 
were  many  fine  boys  in  the  elementary  schools  who  now 
had  facilities  for  entering  pharmacy.  There  was  no  reason 
whatever  why  the  sons  of  bricklayers  should  not  be  as  fitted 
as  the  sons  of  other  classes.  The  knowledge  of  Latin  re- 
quired for  their  business  was  really  very  little,  as  it  was 
not  Latin  at  all,  but  merely  a  doggerel  or  business  short- 
hand. If  they  were  going  to  insist  upon  Latin,  they  must 
face  the  certainty  that  it  will  mean  the  eliminating  of  many 
classes  of  boys  and  girls  who  would  otherwise  be  accept- 
able. He  did  not  fear  that  the  standard  they  proposed  to 
adopt  was  by  any  means  too  high.  They  of  the  Council 
now  knew  that  the  branches  would  back  them  up. 

Mr.  Peck  said  they  were  apparently  fairly  well  agreed 
that  future  entrants  into  pharmacy  should  have  some 
agreement_  with  their  instructor  when  they  entered 
it.  He  did  not  think  any  of  them  would  disagree  with 
tie  proposal  that  the  Society  should  bring  out  some  form 
of  indenture  which  could  be  used  or  modified  for  use  all 
over  the  country.  It  also  seemed  unanimous  that  the 
registration  should  be  entered  into  before  examination 
and  that  copies  of  the  indenture  should  be  deposited 
with  the  Society.  He  thought  the  conditons  laid  down 
by  the  Society  should  be  made  as  elastic  as  possible, 
and  should  be  such  whereby  they  easily  rule  out  those 
pharmacies  where  real  pharmacy  was  a  negligible  quan- 
tity. The  subject  of  hours  and  remuneration  apparently 
should  be  left  to  the  local  associations.  The  length  of 
apprenticeship  was  apparently  a  slightly  contentious 
matter,  but  in  his  view  all  objections  would  be  met  by 
providing  that  the  term  of  three  years  should  be  worked 
with  the  proviso  that  longer  or  shorter  periods  should 
be  allowed  in  special  cases.  (Cries  of  "  No,  no.")  If, 
however,  they  did  not  like  the  plan,  then  it  could  be 
left  over. 


Council  -meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  August  1,  Mr.  E.  T.  Neather- 
coat,  C.B.E.  (President),  in  the  chair.  The  only  absent 
member  was  Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd. 

An  Australian  Visitor 
The  President  intimated  there  were  no  questions,  but 
he  would  like  to  point  out  that  they  had  with  them  on 
that  occasion  Mr.  C.  L.  Butchers,  from  Victoria.  Most 
of  them,  no  doubt,  had  met  Mr.  Butchers  during  the 
previous  week  at  the  Conference,  but  they  wrere  glad  he 
was  able  to  be  present,  and  he  (the  President)  extended 
a  cordial  greeting  in  the  name  of  the  Council. 
(Applause.) 

Elections  and  Restorations 
One  hundred  and  seventy-nine  persons  were  elected 
members,  and  sixteen  were  elected  student-associates ; 
four  persons  were  restored  to  the  Register  and  several  to 
the  Society.  The  registrar  reported  that  sixty  persons 
had  been  registered  as  apprentices  or  students. 

Herbarium  Competition 

A  report  was  presented  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  the 
examiner  appointed  to  conduct  the  herbarium  competi- 
tion, the  silver  medallist  being  Miss  Doris  Amy  Coulson. 

Mr.  Rowsell  moved  that  the  best  thanks  of  the 
Council  be  given  to  Mr.  Holmes,  and  drew  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Holmes  was  now  restored  to  health. 

Examination  Report 

The  President  called  attention  to  the  report  of  the 
examiners  for  July,  1923. 

Mr.  Peck  thought  they  should  express  appreciation  for 
the  work  the  responsible  officers  had  performed  in  com- 
piling that  return.  It  was  gratifying  to  observe  that  of 
the  students  who  entered  for  Part  I.,  after  deducting 
those  who  did  not  sit  for  the  examination,  the  percentage 
of  those  who  passed  was  47.  If  they  added  to  that 
figure  those  who  passed  in  one  subject,  the  percentage 
was  increased  to  62.  In  Part  II.  the  percentage 
passing  was  43,  and  adding  those  who  took  one  subject — • 
which  amounted  to  two-thirds  of  the  examination  in 
effect— a  total  figure  of  64  per  cent,  was  obtained,  which, 
to  his  mind,  was  a  clear  indication  that  the  policy  of 
the  Council,  backed  by  that  of  the  Government,  was  a 
sound  one,  and  when  the  new  regulations  came  into 
force    he  hoped  the  figure  would  be  increased. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
The  President  said  he  would  like  to  take  that  oppor- 
tunity of  referring  to  the  Conference.  He  thought  him- 
self justified  in  reporting  to  the  Council  that  they  would 
be  able  to  say  that  the  Society's  Conference  was  in 
every  way  an  unqualified  success.  It  was  the  first  time 
it  had  been  held  under  the  direct  aegis  of  the  Society, 
and  they  could  note  with  considerable  satisfaction  that 
the  amenities  associated  with  the  Conference  were  not 
in  any  way  endangered  by  the  change  of  auspices  under 
which  the  Conference  had  been  held,  while  in  point 
of  fact  it  could  be  stated  that  certain  factors  contributed 
by  the  Society  had  added  to  the  success  and  prestige  of 
the  Conference.  Right  away  from  the  commencement  of 
the  proceedings  the  programme  was  carried  out  in  a 
most  businesslike  and  satisfactory  way.  The  reception 
held  on  the  Monday  evening  was  attended  perhaps  by  a 
larger  body  of  pharmacists  than  had  ever  been  seen 
before  in  one  place.  Several  notable  personages  were 
also  present.  At  the  official  opening  of  the  Conference  satis- 
faction accrued  from  the  fact  that  the  Government  was 
directly  represented  in  the  person  of  the  Lord  President, 
who  showed  considerable  interest  in  the  work  they  were 
doing.  The  chairman's  report  set  a  high  standard  for 
others  to  follow,  and  gave  considerable  pleasure  to  all. 
The  dinner  was  well  attended,  and  the  Society  wa-s 
honoured  on  that  occasion  by  the  presence  of  many 
distinguished  guests.  He  also  wanted  to  refer  to  the 
concert  arranged  on  the  Wednesday  evening,  which  was 
largely  arranged  by  the  secretary  of  the  Society  on 
behalf  of  the  Welsh  members  of  the  Society.  That 
function  also  was  a  conspicuous  success,  being  enjoyed 
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by  everybody.  The  delegates'  meetings  were  excep- 
tionally well  attended,  and  it  had  to  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  delegates  represented  every  part  of  the  country. 
The  subjects  of  branch  organisation  and  apprenticeship 
were  discussed,  the  discussions  being  of  an  exhaustive 
and  valuable  nature.  Both  matters  would  be  referred  to 
the  appropriate  committees,  and  their  proposals  in  the 
light  of  the  discussion  would  be  brought  up  at  the  next 
Council-meeting.  The  science  papers  maintained  a  high 
level  of  interest,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Council  were 
due  to  all  those  who  contributed  the-  papers.  There 
were  a  larger  number  of  papers  than  usual,  and  he 
thought  they  might  also  add  their  congratulation  to  the 
Dean  and  his  students  at  the  research  laboratories.  The 
social  programme  was  well  organised.  The  sports  day, 
led  by  their  friend  Mr.  Skinner,  made  a  very  pleasing- 
wind-up  to  the  week,  which  altogether  had  a  host  of 
interesting  features  in  it.  It  was  necessary  he'  should 
also  refer  to  the  international  side  of  the  Conference, 
and  say  that  the  Society  was  glad  to  welcome  th« 
members  of  that  body  and  to  receive  them  as  guests. 
Delegates  were  present  from  all  the  European  countries, 
as  well  as  from  other  parts,  and  our  great  Colonies  as 
well.  He  felt  bound  to  say  that  everybody  who  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  work  of  the  local  reception  committee 
carried  out  their  duties  in  so  able  a  manner  that  their 
work  seemed  to  give  them  as  great  pleasure  as  it  certainly 
did  to  everyone  who  benefited  thereby.  Everyone  who 
helped  had  been  working  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
Society,  and  had  accordingly  earned  their  thanks.  Mr. 
Woolcock,  the  secretary  of  the  Local  Reception  Com- 
mittee, was  unsparing  of  himself  to  make  the  Conference 
a  success.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  Society  accepted  the 
invitation  of  the  Bath  delegates  to  hold  their  next 
Conference  there. 

Correspondence 

The  secretary  reported  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from 
the  Eastbourne  Pharmacists'  Association,  conveying  an 
invitation  to  the  Society  to  hold  its  next  Conference  in 
that  town.  The  President  said  the  invitation  was  appre- 
ciated, and  the  matter  would  be  referred  to  the  Local 
Organisation  Committee. 

A  letter  had  also  been  received  from  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  asking  the  help  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  a  scheme  for  assisting  the  British  Empire 
Cancer  Campaign,  the  plan  suggested  being  the  use  of 
stamps  of  various  denominations  for  affixing  to  articles. 
Messrs.  Beecham  had  come  forward  with  a  handsome 
offer  in  that  connection.  The  President  intimated  that 
the  Council  would  be  willing  to  help  tfiat  particular 
cause,  although  not  perhaps  in  the  way  suggested  by  the 
Red  Cross  Society.  Mr.  Rowsell  moved  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Establishment  Committee,  which  course 
was  agreed  to. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  J.  Godber,  chairman  of 
the  British  Disinfectant  Manufacturers'  Association, 
referring  to  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  last 
month  relating  to  the  advisability  of  having  a  definite 
standard  fixed  for  lysol.  The  letter  stated  that,  in  the 
writer's  opinion,  the  present  position  is  most  unsatis- 
factory and  should  be  cleared  up.  It  added  that  a 
meeting  of  the  Association  had  been  called,  and  suggested 
that  the  Council  might  be  willing  to  confer  with  the 
Association  with  a  view  to  the  possibility  of  common 
action  in  the  matter  being  taken.  It  was  resolved  to 
agree  to  such  a  conference. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
A  letter   had  been  received   from   the   Home  Office 
forwarding  two  copies  of  the  draft  Regulations  in  regard 
to  the  supplies  of   "  dangerous  "  drugs  to  masters  of 
chips. 

A  member  asked  whether  it  was  a  responsibility  upon 
chemists  to  decide  what  quantity  should  be  supplied,  and 
whether  they  should  insist  upon  seeing  the  man's  pass- 
port and  other  documents  in  order  to  prove  his  identity. 

The  President  said  the  onus  was»  really  upon  the  port 
medical  officer,  who  would  have  to  make  out  the  certi- 
ficate for  the  master  to  obtain  his  drugs  upon.  There 
was  really  no  liability  upon  the  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Melhuish  said  that,  -arising  out  of  that  subject, 


he  would  like  to  know  whether  it  was  not  possible  for 
the  Society  to  issue  a  short  precis  of  the  requirements 
of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  In  getting  about  he  found 
a  large  number  of  men  were  still  largely  working  in  the 
dark,  whereas  if  an  epitomised  edition  of  the  Act  was 
prepared    they  would  be  protected. 

The  Secretary  said  they  had  already  prepared  a  four- 
page  pamphlet  on  the  subject,  which  was,  however, 
already  out  of  date  owing  to  the  several  changes  made 
in  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Naturally,  all  the  informa- 
tion desiied  was  printed  in  the  "  Journal." 

Mr.  Melhuish  said  the  use  of  the  "  Journal  "  in  that 
respect  was  not  really  practical,  as  the  information  was 
not  in  a  convenient  form.  Some  means  whereby  the 
information  could  be  docketed  was  desired. 

Mr.  Wolff  asked  whether  the  Regulations  could  be 
circularised,  properly  sectionalised  and  numbered,  so  that 
some  sort  of  filing  system  could  be  used.  The  number- 
ing, he  thought,  could  be  done  much  in  the  same  way 
as  the  King's  Regulations,  and  it  would  prevent  many 
chemists  getting  into  trouble. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  it  would  mean  the 
distribution  of  between  10,000  and  11,000  copies. 

Mr.  Wolff  said  if  it  meant  sending  out  25,000  copies 
it  was  still  worth  while,  if  it  prevented  such  cases  as 
had  recently  occurred  in  South  Wales. 

Mr.  Melhuish  asked  whether  the  matter  could  be 
referred  to  the  Journal  Committee  for  attention. 

Mr.  Parry  said  there  was  something  in  the  proposal, 
and  lie  would  like  to  see  some  steps  taken. 

Mr.  Simmons  said  there  was  not  much  purpose  served 
in  proceeding  with  the  matter  until  the  Privy  Council 
had  finally  made  up  its  mind  in  regard  to  the  D.D.A. 

The  President  agreed,  but  said  he  was  prepared  to 
give  an  undertaking  that  some  sort  of  report  would  be 
got  out  on  the  subject,  so  that  the  matter  could  be 
considered  at  the  Council-meeting  in  October. 

Education  Committee 

The  Committee  discussed  the  present  regulations 
relating  to  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  scholarships 
competition,  and  considered  a  report  from  a  sub-committee 
appointed  to  consider  whether  any  alterations  should  be 
made  in  the  regulations.    (See  p.  184.) 

Mr.  Keith  pointed  out  that  a  vice-chairman  had  been 
appointed  in  connection  with  that  Committee,  and  asked 
if  the  procedure  was  to  be  adopted  in  regard  to  the  other 
committees.  . 

The  President  said  the  circumstances  were  a  little 
different  in  regard  to  that  Committee.  A  great  deal  of 
work  had  to  be  done,  and  Mr.  White  had  found  it  neces- 
sary to  have  a  vice-chairman.  It  had  not  been  a  regular 
practice,  but  if  any  particular  committee  expressed  a 
similar  desire  there  was  no  objection  whatever  to  a  vice- 
chairman  being  appointed. 

Mr.  Antcliffe  thought  that  every  Committee  should 
have  its  vice-chairman,  as  it  would  mean  they  would  get  a 
readier  supply  of  chairmen. 

The  President  asked  that  the  matter  should  be  put 
forward  in  the  form  of  a  motion  in  Council.

'  butions  then  to  be  announced.    The  President,  how- 
j  ;r,  said  he  had  received  a  cheque  for  £50  from  Fair- 
I  ild  Bros.  &  Foster  for  the  Benevolent  Fund,  on  the 
lasion  of  the  resumption  of  the  Fairchild  examinations, 
was  a  magnificent  donation,  and  the  thanks  of  the 
I  ciety  had  been  tendered  to  the  donors. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 
The  Committee  had  considered  five  applications  and 
d  made  grants  varying  from  £25  to  £30  in  three  cases. 
I  Mr.  Parry,  in  moving  that  the  report  be  received, 
inted  out  two.  cases  typical  of  many  dealt  with.

Therapeutic  Substances  Bill 
The  Secretary  presented  the  following  report  : — 
In  April  1920  a  Departmental  Committee  was  appointed 
y  the  then  Minister  of  Health,  Dr.  Christopher  Addison, 
3  consider  and  advise  upon  the  legislative  and  adminis- 
rative  measures  to  be  taken  for  the  effective  control  of 
he  quality  and  authenticity  of  such  therapeutic  substances 
ffered  for  sa'e  to  the  public  as  cannot  be  tested  adequately 
y  direct  chomieal  means.  The  Council  wero  invited  to 
ubmit  evidence  to  this  Committee,  and  appointed  Mr. 
Jdmund  White  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Gamble  as  witnesses  on 
heir  behalf.  These  representatives  of  the  Council  were 
leard  by  th©  Committee.  The  Committee  reported  in 
)ecember  1920,  making  a  series  of  recommendations,  and 
nese  recommendations  have  in  the  main  been  embodied 
a  a  Bill  which  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
'uly  19  and  passed  through  the  committee  stage  of  that 
louse  yesterday  (July  30).  The  substances  to  which  the 
^ct  is  to  apply  are  : — 

(1)  The  substances  commonly  known  as  vaccines,  sera, 
oxins,  antitoxins  and  antigens. 

(2)  The  substance  commonly  known  as  salvarsan  (dioxy- 
liamino-arseno-benzol-di-hydroohloride)  and  analogous 
ubstances  used  for  the  specific  treatment  of  infective 
lisease. 

(3)  Preparations  of  th©  specific  anti-diabetic  principle 
)l  the  pancreas,  known  as  insulin. 

(4)  Preparations  of  the  posterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary 
iody  intended  for  use  by  injection. 

Power  is  taken  to  add  to  the  Schedule  any  therapeutic 
substances,  "  this  purity  or  potency  of  which  cannot  be 
idequately  tested  by  chemical  means."    For  the  purpose 


of  framing  Regulations  a  committee  is  established  con- 
sisting of  th©  Minister  of  Health,  the  Secretary  for  Scot- 
land and  th©  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern 
Ireland,  and  for  th©  purpose  of  assisting  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee an  Advisory  Committee  is  set  up  consisting  of  one 
member  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  one  by  the 
Minister  of  Horn©  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland,  one  by 
the  Medical  Research  Council,  one  by  the  General  Medical 
Council  and  on©  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain. 

It  will  be  unlawful  to  manufacture  or  to  import  any  of 
the  substances  except  under  a  licence,  or  to  import  the 
substances  unless  they  comply  with  the  standard  of 
strength,  quality  and  purity  prescribed.  Regulations  are 
to  b©  mad©  for  prescribing  the  standard  of  strength, 
quality  and  purity  of  the  substances  to  which  the  Act 
applies,  for  prescribing  the  tests  to  be  used  and  th©  units 
of  standardisation. 

It  was  decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter  pending 
the  drafting  of  Regulations  to  be  made  under  the  Bill. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
The  President  presented  the  following  report  on  the 
conference  with  representatives  of  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts  and  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  : — 

At  its  meeting  on  May  2  th©  Council  decided  to  seek 
a  conference  between  representatives  of  the  Society  of 
Public  Analysts  and  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  in 
order  to  discuss  questions  involved  in  the  prosecutions 
under  the  Sal©  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  relating  to  dis- 
pensed medicines,  particularly  questions  of  th©  use  of 
medicine  bottles  of  reputed  sizes. 

Th©  conference  was  held  at  the  Institute  of  Chemistry 
on  Jun©  12,  the  Society  being  represented  by  myself,  Mr. 
Edmund  White,  Mr.  F.  W.  Gamble,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish, 
Professor  Greenish  and  the  secretary.  The  Retail  Pharma- 
cists' Union  was  represented  by  their  chairman  (Mr.  Leo 
Joseph),  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  Mr.  J.  E.  French,  Mr.  T. 
Hardy  and  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson,  their  secretary.  The 
representatives  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  war© : 
Mr.  A.  P.  Ellis  Richards,  'Messrs.  F.  W.  F.  Amaud, 
B'.  H.  Carr,  A.  Chaston  Chapman,  Edward  Hinks,  E.  W. 
Voelcker  and  Mr.  E.  Richards  Bolton,  secretary.  The 
representatives  of  the  Society  and  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  had  a  preliminary  meeting  and  agreed  upon  joint 
representations.  At  the  conference  the  whole  of  the  ques- 
tions involved  were  discussed  in  a  most  friendly  and  sym- 
pathetic way  by  each  of  the  various  interests  represented, 
and  final  decisions  were  unanimously  arrived  at  which  are 
embodied  in  the  following  letter  which  has  been  sent  by 
th©  Society  of  Public  Analysts  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  :— 

The  Secretary, 

The  Ministry  of  Health.  June  21,  1923. 

Analysis  of  Prescribed  Medicines 

Sir, — It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  my  Council  that 
difficulties  have  arisen  in  the  interpretation  of  results  of 
analyses  of  dispensed  medicines,  owing  to  variation  in  the 
accuracy  of  the  bottles  commonly  employed,  making  it 
impossible  to  form  a  correct  judgment  as  to  the  exactness  of 
the  dispensing.  My  Council  desires  to  submit  the  following 
suggestion  to  your  Ministry  :  That  a  circular  be  issued  by 
the  Ministry  to  the  local  authorities  recommending  that  the 
following  procedure  be  adopted  in  taking  samples  of  pre- 
scriptions :  — 

(1)  The  inspector  be  instructed,  prior  to  dividing  the 
sample  into  three  parts,  to  mark,  in  the  presence  of  the 
vendor,  the  height  the  contents  reach  in  the  bottle  in  which 
the  medicine  is  originally  supplied  to  him  by  the  vendor. 
That  the  bottle  so  marked  be  submitted  to  the  analyst  iu 
order  to  enable  him  to  determine  the  total  quantity  o£ 
medicine  supplied. 

(2)  The  analyst  and  the  medical  officer  of  health  be  both 
coi'sulted  as  to  the  type  of  prescription  it  is  desirable  to  use 
for  the  purpose  of  checking  the  accuracy  of  dispensing,  and 
that,  in  the  event  of  any  substantial  inaccuracies  being  dis- 
closed by  analysis,  both  these  officers  be  consulted  as  to  the 
desirability  of  instituting  proceedings. 

(Sd.)  E.  R.  Bolton. 
Reciprocity  with  Colonies 
The  Education  Committee  reported  that,  in  pursuance 
of  a  resolution  passed  at  the  Council -meeting  in  January 
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last  (C.&D.,  January  6,  p.  22),  informing  the  Ontario  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  that  the  Council  was  prepared  to  enter 
into  a  reciprocal  qualification  agreement  with  the  College, 
correspondence  has  taken  place  and  a  copy  of  the  follow- 
ing minute  has  been  received  : — 

Be  communication  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  extending  reciprocal  registration  to  this  Province. 
Wc  are  pleased  to  recommend  that  the  reciprocal  agree- 
ment already  on  record  be  approved  by  Council,  and  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  be  notified  to 
this  effect.  We  would  again  express  our  gratification  on  the 
consummation  of  this  desirable  understanding  between  this 
Province  and  the  Mother  Land,  and  trust  that  the  action 
herein  exemplified  may  lead  to  still  further  approximation 
of  reciprocal  understanding  with  the  other  units  of  the 
British  Empire,  which  we  take  much  pleasure  in  inviting. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Council  admits  to 
the  register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  Great  Britain 
persons  who  have  become  registered  by  the  Ontario  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist 
and  druggist  in  the  Province. 

The  Committee  considered  a  request  conveyed  to  them 
through  Mr.  C.  L.  Butchers,  from  South  Australia, - 
Western  Australia  and  Tasmania  for  reciprocal  arrange- 
ments whereby  persons  holding  the  qualification  of  this 
Society  may  be  registered  without  further  examination  in 
the  three  respective  States,  and  vioe  versa.  The  Com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  Council  admits  to  the 
register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  Great  Britain  per- 
sons who  have  become  registered  by  the  Pharmacy  Boards 
of  South  Australia,  Western  Australia  and  .Tasmania,  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  those 
States. 

The  Committee  considered  a  report  from  a  subcom- 
mittee appointed  to  consider  what  immediate  changes,  if 
any,  should  be  made  in  the  scope  of  the  subjects  and  the 
conditions  pertaining  to  the  Jacob  Bell  scholarship.  It 
recommended  :  (1)  That  Latin  be  an  optional  subject;  (2) 
that  elementary  physics  be  added;  (3)  that  the  period  of 
practical  training  in  a  pharmacy  or  approved  institution 
under  a  pharmacist  should  be  stated  in  terms  of  hours, 
namely,  4,000 ;  (4)  that  a  candidate  be  not  disqualified 
from  competing  on  the  ground  that  he  had  previously 
passed  or  entered  for  the  first  part  of  the  Society's  qualify- 
ing examination. 

The  report  was  adopted.

Acridine  Derivatives.— A  series  of  processes  for  manu- 
facturing therapeutically  active  9-amino-acridine  deriva- 
tives. (Farbwerke  vorm.  Meister  Lucius  &  Briining. 
199,870.) 

Neutral  Ammonium  Sulphate. — Ordinary  ammonium  sul- 
phate is  deprived  of  its  moisture  by  centrifuging  or 
draining,  whereupon  a  neutralising  agent  is  added.  (R. 
Lessing.  199,475.) 

Vegetable  Charcoal. — Moist  sawdust  is  treated  with 
calcium  hydrate,  the  mixture  is  dried  and  then  heated 
in  a  retort  to  about  1,000°  C,  whereupon  the  lime  is 
removed.    (L.  H.  Bonnard.  199,751.) 

Shaving  Brush. — A  weighted  handle  forming  the  pedes- 
tal of  the  brush  is  provided  with  a  detachable  head 
folding  the  bristles,  at  the  base  of  which  there  is  a 
cup-shaped  flange.    (J.  E.  Button.  199,586.) 

Oil-Soluble  Medicaments. — Stable  emulsions  of  medica- 
ments soluble  in  oil  can  be  prepared  by  the  use  of  an 
©il  which  has  been  partially  halogenised — e.g.  :  Bromine 
is  added  to  olive  oil  until  it  shows  a  specific  gravity  of 
1.02,  whereupon  20  per  cent,  by  weight  of  camphor  is 
dissolved  in  the  resulting  brominated  oil ;  one  part  of 
this  solution  of  camphor  can  be  emulsified  with  one  part 
dilute  gum  solution.  (Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in 
Basle.  '  200,036.) 


Westminster  Wisdom

Rent  Act 

Among  the  measures  that  received  the  Royal  Assent 
on  July  31,  was  the  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  Restric- 
tions Act. 

Price  of  Insulin 

Captain  Viscount  Ednam  asked  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  July  25,  whether  he  is  aware  that  diabetic  sufferers 
are  unable  to  obtain  insulin  treatment  at  a  lower  cost 
than  10s.  per  day,  although  panel  patients  under  the 
Insurance  Act  are  obtaining  free  treatment;  and  whether 
he  will  make  arrangements  for  uninsured  persons  to 
obtain  this  treatment  at  a  lower  cost. 

Mr.  Chamberlain  replied  that  he  was  advised  that  the 
average  cost  of  insulin  is  at  present  about  one-third  of 
the  figure  stated,  though  the  treatment  of  exceptionally 
severe  cases  such  as  must  go  to  an  institution  may  cost 
more.  It  is  within  the  power  of  the  guardians,  on  the 
advice  of  their  medical  office)-,  to  pay  for  the  supply 
of  insulin  in  cases  of  destitution. 

Therapeutic  Substances  Bill 
As  mentioned  last  week,  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Bill  was  read  a  second  time  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
July  25.  The  Earl  of  Onslow,  in  moving  the  second 
reading,  said  he  desired  to  point  out  that  there  are 
certain  medical  preparations  mainly  used  for  the  purpose 
of  injection,  the  strength  and  purity  of  which  would  be 
tested  by  chemical  analysis.  The  most  important  of 
these  are  vaccines  and  certain  arsenical  preparations,  and 
also  animal  extracts  and  insulin.  The  increasing  u6e  of 
these  preparations  makes  it  necessary  to  establish 
measures  for  their  control  and  regulation  so  that  the 
public  may  be  insured  against  danger  or  accident  from 
their  use.  The  Bill  proposes  to  bring  these  substances 
under  control,  and  to  allow  them  only  to  be  manufactured 
in  this  country  under  a  licence.  The  conditions  of  the 
licence  are  to  be  laid  down  by  a  Committee  which  will 
consist  of  the  Ministers  in  charge  of  the  Health  Com- 
mittees in  this  country,  Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland, 
and  they  will  be  assisted  by  an  advisory  committee.  This 
Committee  will  make  regulations  to  deal  with  the 
strength  and  tests  of  the  preparations,  and  they  will 
vary  the  list  in  the  Schedule  as  scientific  development 
dictates.  The  testing  work  will  be  done  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  so  that  there  will  be  no  extra  expense 
involved  on  the  Exchequer.  Similar  provision  is  made 
for  imported  substances.  They  will  only  be  imported  by 
holders  of  licences,  and  when  imported  they  will  be 
subject  to  the  same  tests  as  articles  manufactured  in  this 
country.  The  Bill  does  not  interfere  with  doctors  in 
any  way,  for  it  will  not  apply  to  a  drug  prepared  by 
a  registered  medical  practitioner  for  his  own  patients  or 
those  of  another  doctor.  Foreign  countries  mostly  have 
this  form  of  control  or  some  similar  form  of  control. 
It  is  thought  that  it  should  not  be  possible  for  sub- 
stances which  have  been  rejected  as  not  up  to  the 
standard  in  the  United  States  to  be  sold  here 
without  any  penalty,  for  that  perhaps  may  cause  great 
danger  to  people  in  this  country.  The  Bill  was  read 
and  sent  to  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House.  In  reply 
to  a  question  b^y  Earl  Beauchamp  as  to  whether  there 
was  likely  to  be  any  objection  to  the  Bill,  the  Earl 
of  Onslow  said  it  affects  a  few  large  firms,  and  they 
support  the  Bill.  On  July  30  the  Bill  passed  the  Com- 
mittee stage  without  amendment,  and  on  July  31  the 
third  reading  took  place  without  comment  and  the  Bill 
was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 


Australian  imports  of  medicines,  drugs  and 
sundries. — The  Australian  imports  of  medicines  (ex- 
clusive of  drugs,  chemicals,  acids,  etc.)  in  1921-22 
amounted  to  £256,463,  of  which  the  United  Kingdom  is 
credited  with  £168,839,  the  United  States  with  £75,525, 
France  with  £3,454,  New  Zealand  with  £1,536,  Switzer- 
land with  £3,196,  and  Canada  with  £1,523.  These 
imports  were  less  by  £105.332  than  those  of  the  previous 
year.

Croci,"  all  of  which,  it  may 
be  observed,  ignore  the  presence  of  the  "  Hcl."

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

Your  Conference  .Number, 

obviously,  cannot  be  more  than 
very  perfunctorily  noticed  in  these  brief  and  scattered 
reflections  of  mine.  The  scientific  papers  are  beyond 
me,  as  most  of  them  would,  I  fear,  be  beyond  a  good 
many  of  those  who  heard  them  read  ;  but  there  they  are 
for  study  and  reference,  a  valuable  contribution  to  our 
pharmaceutical  knowledge,  and  a  lasting  testimony  to  the 
value  of  these  annual  conferences.  Such  work  would 
doubtless  be  don©  by  those  whose  zeal  for  research 
inclines  them  to  it,  even  if  there  were  no  conferences ; 
but  the  opportunity  these  afford  for  making  the  result 
of  such  labours  known  is  an  extra  stimulus  to  "  scorn 
delights  and  live  laborious  days"  in  pursuit  of  the 
object  to  which  they  are  vowed.  It  is  the  great  honour 
of  these  researchers  that  their  labours  are  voluntary ; 
this,  as  Lord  Salisbury  well  said,  is  "  the  only  true  note 
of  a  great  profession  "  ;  it  is  the  presence  among  us  of 
men  capable  of  such  work,  and  willing  to  undertake  it 
for  scanty  or  even  for  no  direct  reward,  that  entitles  us 
to  regard  our  calling  as  in  the  best  sense  a  profession. 

Mr.  Gamble's  Address 

was  worthy  of  the  occasion ;  apart 
from  its  value  from  a  scientific  point  of  view, 
its  historical  interest  is  considerable,  the  account 
given  of  the  origin  and  early  history  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  being  especially 
welcome.  I  was  not  aware,  or  had  forgotten, 
that  the  idea  of  the  Conference  was  first  broached  by 
Mr.  Schacht.  He  was  not  present  at  the  Newcastle 
meeting  at  which  the  Conference  was  inaugurated,  though 
he  was  referred  to  there  as  a  well-wisher  of  the  scheme, 
nor  was  he  a  member  of  the  first  committee ;  but  it  is 
not  always  the  most  prominent  men  who  are  the  most 
influential.  I  notice  that  Mr.  Gamble,  in  speaking  of  the 
latest  movement  in  the  history  of  the  Conference,  uses 
the  word  adsorption,  not  absorption,  to  describe  its  new 
connection  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  There  is  a 
curious  avoidance  of  the  idea  that  the  Society  has  swal- 
lowed it,  and  it  is  hardly  complimentary  to  either  body  to 
suggest  that  their  connection  is  only  a  superficial  one, 
nor  is  it  strictly  accurate.  Mr.  Gamble  was,  again,  not 
strictly  accurate  in  saying  that  the  work  of  the  Confer- 
ence is  still  to  be  carried  on  "  exactly  as  before  "  this 
"  adsorption  "  took  place.  I  am  glad  that  he  took 
occasion,  even  when  saying  this,  to  warn  us  of  the 
danger  of  its  becoming  too  political.  That  he  foresees 
such  danger  is  clear  from  the  length  at  which  he  spoke 
on  this  aspect  of  the  situation.  I  note,  too,  that  the 
support  given  in  1863  by  the  Society's  official  organ  to 
the  newly-formed  Conference  was  characteristically  tenta- 
tive and  hesitating,  very  different  from  the  whole-hearted 
support  of  the  O.  &  D.  Even  then  the  political  element 
was  present  in  the  official  mind.  Let  us  be  wiser  in 
future,  remembering  that,  as  Mr.  Gamble  finely  said, 
"science  unites,  politics  divide." 

Mr.  Neathercoat's  Apologia 

for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
organisation  schema  at  -  the  delegates'  meeting  was 
a  laboured  performance — witness  such  awkward  phrases 
as  "  the  new  organisation  scheme  of  the  Society  could 
not  fail  to  be  an  outstanding  success  in  connection 
with  pharmaceutical  organisation,"  and  the  curious  state- 
ment that  those  who  "  had  been  dealing  with  phar- 
maceutical organisation  during  the  past  ten  or  fifteen 
years  must  have  been  convinced,  especially  from 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  point  of  view,  that  there 
was  something  wanting  in  the  organisation  of  pharma- 
cists?" Why,  of  course  they  must;  it  is  even  con- 
ceivable that  they  were  so  convinced  before  beginning 
to  work,  or  why  did  they  begin?  Mr.  Neathercoat 
usually  expresses  himself  better  than  this,  and  one 
cannot  but  think  he  was  a  little  embarrassed  by  his  task. 
When  it  came  to  the  actual  letting  of  the  cat  out  of  the 
bag  in  the  statement  that  the  scheme  was  intended  to 


force  non-members  into  the  Society  he  rose  to  the  occa* 
sion  and  spoke  with  his  customary  directness.  He  was, 
however,  guilty  of  a  logical  lapse  which  is  also  customary 
with  those  who  share  his  point  of  view.  When  he  con- 
demned those  who  are  content  to  benefit  by  the  Society's 
work  without  subscribing  to  its  funds,  he  forgot  that 
every  pharmacist  before  becoming  such  has  paid  at  least 
ten  guineas,  and  most  of  them  a  good  deal  more,  to  the 
Society's  funds,  and  that  this  was  forced  out  of  them  by 
a  Society  with  whose  general  work  they  have  little  or  no 
sympathy,  considering  it  to  be  in  many  respects  in- 
jurious rather  than  beneficial  to  their  interests.  I  don't 
say  they  are  right  in  so  thinking,  but  they  are,  at  any 
rate,  honest.  As  for  the  half-crown  capitation  grant,  I 
can  assure  Mr.  Neathercoat  that  this  is  the  feature  of 
the  "  scheme  "  of  which  I  have  heard  most  complaint;  it 
is  pretty  generally  regarded  as  a  bribe  to  secure  the 
acceptance  of  an  otherwise  unacceptable  scheme,  and  many 
men  heartily  dislike  it. 

An  International  Pharmacopoeia 

is  a  thing  much  to  be 
desired,  but  the  difficulties  in  the  way  are,  I  fear, 
greater  than  Professor  van  Itallie  in  his  address  to  the 
International  Conference  seemed  to  think — grea4«r,  prob- 
ably, than  they  were  when  the  idea  first  began  to  be 
entertained.  The  present  political  divisions  of  Europe 
(to  say  nothing  of  the  world  beyond)  are  certainly  more 
marked  than  they  have  ever  been  within  living  memory, 
and  this  is  a  fact  that  must  give  pause  to  any  scheme 
of  international  union.  All  honour  to  those  who  rise 
superior  to  the  prevalent  spirit  of  hatred,  and  persist, 
in  spite  of  its  existence  elsewhere,  in  working  for  such 
an  end,  but  as  practical  men  we  cannot  blink  obstacles 
so  formidable.  Until  they  are  removed  the  case  is 
hopeless. 

The  Concert  in  the  Queen's  Hall 

was  admirably  arranged, 
and  the  sumptuous  "  souvenir  programme,"  with  its 
capital  likeness  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  is  a  thing  to 
keep  for  its  own  sake  as  well  as  "  for  remembrance.'' 
The  frequent — I  might  say  too  frequent — encores,  which, 
prevented  some  of  the  audience  from  staying  till  the 
end,  testified  to  the  hearty  appreciation  of  the  music, 
but  one  or  two  of  the  items  on  the  programme  were  not 
very  happily  chosen.  The  vocal  gymnastics  necessary 
to  the  rendering  of  an  aria  from  "  La  Traviata,"  wonder- 
ful as  they  are,  might  well  have  been  exchanged  for  a 
simpler  air  of  a  more  national  character,  and  Mr. 
Granville  Bantock's  setting  of  "  Kubla  Khan,"  though 
it  may  be  very  good  music,  is,  at  least  in  my  judgment, 
entirely  alien  to  the  spirit  of  Coleridge's  immortal 
dream.  Milton's  ideal,  "  Lydian  airs  married  to  immor- 
tal verse,"  is  not  often  satisfactorily  realised;  in  this 
case  I  fancy  the  poet  would  have  forbidden  the  banns, 
and  speaking  from  the  point  of  view  of  a  life-long  lover 
of  Coleridge's  magical  verse,  I  must  say  that  the 
marriage  seems  to  me  a  misalliance. 

Confusion, 

as  I  said  when  the  arrangement  was  made,  was 
certain  to  arise  between  the  offices  of  President  of  the 
Society  and  chairman  of  the  Conference,  but  I  did 
not  foresee  how  complete  the  confusion  would  be.  A 
leading  London  daily  paper  announced  on  the  day 
following  the  first  meeting  of  the  Conference  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr. 
Gamble,  was  thus  celebrating  its  diamond  jubilee.  If 
this  is  a  bit  of  "  propaganda  "  it  is  rather  an  unfor- 
tunate specimen  of  official  efforts  in  that  direction ;  if 
it  is  merely  a  journalist's  own  conception  it  is  a  not 
unnatural  blunder.  The  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence was  at  the  time  actually  celebrating  what  it  i3 
pleased  to  call  its  diamond  jubilee,  and  was  doing  it 
under  Mr.  Gamble's  presidency,  for  though  nominally 
he  was  chairman  only,  a  chairman  is,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  President  over  the  meeting  at  which  he  takes  the 
chair.  We  can  hardly  expect  a  hurried  journalist  to 
appreciate  the  fine  distinctions  of  "  pharmaceutical 
nomenclature,"  or  to  know  that  the  Conference  is  but 
the  adopted  child  of  the  Society,  not  the  Society  itself.

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Editorial  Articles 

International  Congress  of  Pharmacy 

The  absence  of  a  universal  language  is  never  more  acutely 
felt  than  at  an  international  conference,  where  the  want 
of  a  common  medium  as  a  means  of  expression  and  also 
of  reception  frequently  awakens  a  feeling  of  exasperation. 
The  best  of  linguists  is  apt  to  fail  in  rendering  the 
exact  nuance  of  a  speaker's  statement,  his  implied  refer- 
ences, while  the  inevitable  loss  in  time  entailed  by  trans- 
lating and  re-translating  impedes  the  progress  of  discus- 
sions. At .  the  general  meeting  of  the  International 
Pharmaceutical  Federation,  held  in  London  on  July  23 
and  24,  practically  the  whole  of  the  proceedings  were 
conducted  in  French,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  majority 
of  the  foreign  delegates  present  preferred  to  use  a 
language  with  which  they  were  conversant,  and  in  which 
they  could  hold  their  own  in  discussion.  But,  in  follow- 
ing the  proceedings,  it  was  impossible  to  repress  the 
thought  that,  had  all  been  able  to  use  the  same  tongue, 
many  of  the  silent  members  would  doubtless  have 
contributed  to  the  discussions,  possibly  bringing  Eew 
points  of  view  to  bear  on  certain  subjects  which,  if  not 
of  prime  importance  to  themselves,  were  matters  of  vital 
interest  to  their  confreres  of  other  lands — an  infusion  of 
new  ideas  effectively  realising  the  aim  of  an  international 
assembly.  The  nature  of  the  pharmacist's  calling  compels 
him  almost  to  move  in  a  groove;  but  modern  progress, 
commerce  and  science,  despite  passports,  have  obliterated 
many  of  the  barriers  which  separate  nations  from  each 
other,  and  these  factors  have  emphasised  the  inter- 
dependence of  peoples.  The  meeting  of  the  Federation 
revealed  once  more  that  many  problems,  grievances,  and 
desires  are  shared  by  all  members  of  the  profession,  albeit 
in  varying  degree ;  but  in  discussing  these  they  meet 
on  common  ground,  and  the  greater  the  knowledge  of  the 
conditions  under  which  each  has  to  perform  his  duty,  the 
greater  will  be  the  correct  appreciation  of  each  other's 
difficulties  and  postulates.  Travel,  and  particularly  inter- 
national gatherings  of  this  nature,  afford  the  best  oppor- 
tunities for  promoting  a  closer  community  of  interests 
among  those  bound  by  a  common  link.  Despite  the  war, 
the    Federation    is    a    flourishing,  vigorous  organism, 
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attacking  with  enthusiasm  the  numerous  problems  that 
await  a  solution.  The  programme  of  the  meeting  was 
a  heavy  one,  and,  as  the  President  pointed  out,  the  dis- 
cussions on  certain  important  matters  were  to  some  extent 
handicapped  by  the  fact  that  owing  to  technical  difficul- 
ties the  reports  could  not  be  distributed  to  the  members 
for  their  consideration  prior  to  the  meeting.  In  this  con- 
nection a  suggestion  voiced  in  the  course  of  the  proceed- 
ings deserves  commendation,  viz.,  that  members  of  com- 
missions should  embody  in  their  reports  definite  conclu- 
sions and  proposals  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  discussion. 
The  chaotic  conditions  resulting  from  the  vagaries  of  the 
exchange  were  responsible  for  the  discussion  following  the 
proposal  to  make  the  subscription  payable  in  a  stable 
currency,  either  Dutch  or  Swiss,  and  the  suggestion  that 
members  belonging  to  "  rich  "  countries  should  contribute 
proportionately  more  than  those  of  "  poor  "  countries 
gave  expression  to  a  view  which  is  very  popular  in  coun- 
tries with  a  depreciated  currency.  In  the  Report  of  the 
Commission  on  Pharmaceutical  Nomenclature,  the  absence 
of  uniform  titles  for  official  drugs  is  strikingly  illus- 
trated, even  the  Latin  forms  exhibiting  wide  differences. 
We  would  go  even  further,  and  while  fully  recognising  the 
urgent  necessity  for  introducing  a  uniform  system  of 
nomenclature,  we  deem  it  imperative  that  for  pharma- 
ceutical and  medical  purposes  a  standard  title  should 
designate  a  standard  product — at  least  this  should  apply 
in  the  case  of  chemicals.  Apart  from  the  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  international  commerce  arising  from  the  use 
of  the  same  designation  for  products  varying  in  strength 
or  quality,  we  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  any  ad- 
vances in  therapeutics  are  common  property  ;  therefore,  in 
order  to  ensure  uniform  results,  it  is  imperative  that  all 
formulas,  or  prescriptions,  of  whatsoever  origin,  should 
be  capable  of  one  interpretation  only.  The  question  of 
pharmaceutical  nomenclature  is  further  complicated  by 
the  existence  in  several  countries  of  a  number  of  formu- 
laries issued  in  connection  with  National  Insurance  dis- 
pensing. The  discussion  which  followed  the  presentation 
of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Regulation  of  the 
Sale  of  Specialities  showed  that  all  joined  in  the  desire 
to  suppress  quack  remedies,  but  once  again  the  difficulty 
of  framing  an  exact  definition  of  what  constitutes  a 
•"  pharmaceutical  speciality  "  was  very  apparent.  There 
exists  a  distinct  division  of  attitude  towards  legislation 
to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  class  of 
goods,  inasmuch  as  some  are  in  favour  of  state  supervision, 
i.e.,  a  system  of  registration  implying  government  ap- 
proval, while  others  insist  that  the  requisite  control 
should  be  exercised  solely  by  pharmacists  themselves, 
according  to  their  own  judgment,  through  their  profes- 
sional organisations.  Evidence  is  accumulating  that  the 
sale,  and  particularly  the  prescribing,  of  proprietary  pre- 
parations is  on  the  increase  in  Continental  countries,  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  pharmacist's  turnover  from  orthodox 
dispensing,  and  this  explains  the  demand  for  a  higher 
margin  of  profit  on  the  sale  of  these  goods.  The  three 
Reports  on  the  Sale  of  Narcotics  and  Poisons  embody  many 
interesting  views  and  conclusions  concerning  the  position 
of  the  pharmacist  in  the  complex  problems  raised  by 
recent  legislation  on  Dangerous  Drugs,  with  critical  con- 
siderations of  the  scope  and  effects  of  these  laws.  Among 
the  other  subjects  which  came  up  for  discussion  were 
the  steps  already  taken  to  secure  the  creation  of  an  Inter- 
national Pharmacopceial  Secretariat  as  a  permanent  central 
organisation,  officially  representative  of  the  various  par- 
ticipating governments,  destined  to  deal  with  pharma- 
ceutical questions  of  international  importance,  as,  for 
instance,  the  introduction  of  a  standard  pharmacopceial 
nomenclature,  legislation  on  proprietary  medicines,  etq.  A 
resolution  to  the  -effect  that  in  any  matters  affecting  phar- 


macy the  professional  associations  should  be  given  an 
opportunity  of  considering  such  proposals  before  they 
were  definitely  introduced  by  the  governments  concerned 
was  passed  without  discussion,  since  many  of  those  present 
could  reca/11  the  occasions  on  which  they  read  with  a  feel- 
ing akin  to  humiliation  the  first  intimation  of  the  intro- 
duction of  some  new  regulation  affecting  the  profession  in 
the  official  government  journal  or  in  the  lay  Press.  '  A 
plea  in  favour  of  setting  up  international  standards  for 
surgical  dressings  met  with  general  approval.  The  proposal 
to  establish  the  principle  of  a  professional  fee  for  dispens- 
ing gave  rise  to  a  discussion  in  which  it  was  abundantly 
evident  that  many  of  the  delegates  were  at  cross-purposes 
owing  to  the  different  interpretation  of  the  expression 
"  dispensing  fee."  The  official  drug  tariffs  in  force  in 
several  Continental  countries,  and  in  others  the  tariffs 
agreed  upon  between  the  professional  organisations  and 
various  corporations,  sick  clubs,  etc.,  include  special 
charges  for  each  of  the  several  manipulations  entailed  in 
compounding  a  prescription,,  while  the  "  dispensing 
charge  "  is  a  small  sum,  usually  a  couple  of  pence  only, 
to  cover  the  work  of  copying  the  prescription,  writing  out 
the  label  and  capping.  The  proposer,  however,  had  in 
mind  a  pharmaceutical  honorarium,  a  remuneration  for  the 
professional  services  of  the  pharmacist  as  distinct  from 
payment  for  his  work.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  fore- 
going summary,  a  wide  range  of  important  subjects  en- 
gaged the  attention  of  the  meeting.  One  and  all  of  the 
delegates  present  were  animated  by  an  earnest  desire  to 
contribute  to  the  advancement  of  the  profession,  and  to 
emancipate  it  from  many  of  the  obsolete  and  mediaeval 
trammels  by  which  its  progress  is  still  impeded.  The 
future  success  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion rests  on  the  high  ideals  ever  before  its  zealous 
members,  and  the  London  meeting  demonstrated  their  in- 
tention and  capability  to  effect  the  practical  realisation  of 
the  Federation's  aim — the  advancement  of  pharmacy  either 
as  a  profession  or  applied  science  along  international 
channels. 


Ceylon  Citronella  Oil 

In  our  issue  of  July  29,  1922  (p.  158)  we  commented  on 
the  strong  position  of  Ceylon  citronella  oil,  which  had 
then  reached  2s.  5d.  per  lb.  Until  February  1923  the  price 
varied  only  slightly  around  that  figure,  but  subsequently 
values  gradually  increased,  to-day's  spot  price  being 
3s.  6d.  per  lb.  This  price  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
exceeded  even  during  the  "  boom  "  period  after  the 
armistice,  and  consumers  may  well  consider  whether  this 
figure  is  likely  to  be  maintained.  There  is  an  interesting 
letter  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  "  Ceylon  Observer  "  which 
throws  some  light  on  the  position  at  the  source.  The 
writer,  after  pointing  out  that  the  producer  ought  to 
have  benefited  by  the  increased  demand  at  higher  prices, 
as  the  cost  of  production  remains  the  same,  states 
that  : — ■ 

Citronella  cultivation  promises  to  be  a  very  profitable 
investment.  The  local  producers  have  been  greatly  encour- 
aged and  the  old  industry  is  reviving  in  the  Matara 
district,  where  new  lands  have  been  opened  up  and  aban- 
doned estates  attended  to  and  planted,  with  the  expectation 
of  brighter  prospects  ahead.  Climatic  conditions  influence 
the  output  a  great  deal.  During  the  droughts,  when  the 
grass  gets  dried  up,  the  out-turn  is  very  poor.  On  the 
other  hand,  too  much  rain  retards  distillation.  It  is  there- 
fore very  unfortunate  that  when  the  industry  seemed  to 
have  reached  a  very  flourishing  stage  of  prosperity  that 
it  should  receive  a  sudden  set-back.  Owing  to  the  very 
heavy  rains  now  experienced  in  the  Matara  district,  and, 
in  fact,  all  over  the  island,  great  damage  has  been  caused 
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to  the  newly-planted  areas,  while  the  older  established 
estates  have  been  compelled  to  "  shut  up  shop."  The  damage 
caused  is  so  severe  that  it  will  take  some  time  before  the 
normal  is  reached.  The  local  dealers,  who  act  as  the 
medium  between  the  shipper  and  the  producer,  are  also 
hard  hit.  Being  unable  to  obtain  the  oil  they  are  unable 
to  fulfil  tlieir  contracts.  The  situation  is  therefore  very 
serious,  and  the  less  prosperous  producer  is  bound  to  suffer. 

So  far  these  adverse  conditions  do  not  seem  to  have 
had  much  effect  upon  the  London  spot  market.  But  this 
is  easily  explained  by  the  fact  that  demand  has  for  the 
present  fallen  off.  The  actual  spot  stocks  are  not  large, 
and  any  important  demand  will  almost  certainly  drive 
the  price  beyond  the  present  figure,  especially  as  it 
appears  that  production  has  been  curtailed.  It  may 
only  be  a  matter  of  a  few  weeks  until  distillers  resume 
activity,  but  with  the  world-wide  demand  for  the  oil 
which  is  more  than  maintained,  the  effect  of  the  damage 
referred  to  above  may  be  felt  for  a  much  longer  period. 
According  to  the  latest  statistics  the  total  exports  from 
Geylon  from  January  1  to  June  14,  1923,  amounted  to 
586,730  lb.,  compared  with  564,216  lb.  for  the  same  period 
last  year.    The  following  were  the  principal  destinations  :

Production,  it  can  thus  be  seen,  continues  to  increase,  and 
when  it  is  recalled  that  the  pre-war  price  was  from  lOd. 
to  Is.  per  lb.  present  values  must  be  highly  remunerative. 
There  ought  to  be  less  incentive  to  distillers  to  adulterate 
their  product  now  than  in  the  past,  and  it  may  be  that 
they  are  finding  it  easier  to  sell  a  purer  product  at  a 
fair  price,  than  it  was  to  sell  a  variable  article  at  a  very 
cheap  rate.  At  any  rate,  the  premium  which  Java  oil  used 
to  command  is  steadily  diminishing,  and  it  is  possible 
that,  in  the  near  future,  this  margin  may  disappear. 


Franco=Belgian  Commercial  Treaty 

The  complete  text  of  the  Franco-Belgian  commercial 
treaty,  signed  on  May  12,  is  now  available,  and  according 
to  Article  10  should  be  ratified  by  July  31,  otherwise 
trade  relations  between  both  countries  will  continue  to 
"be  regulated  by  the  modus  vivendi  concluded  in  1892. 
However,  it  is  scarcely  likely  that  ratification  will  take 
place  on  the  proposed  date,  since  the  Belgian  parliament 
has  not  yet  discussed  and  passed  the  new  customs  tariff 
(C.  &  D.,  April  28,  p.  600)  specially  elaborated  by  the 
Belgian  government  in  view  of  the  agreement  with  France. 
British  exports  to  France,  and  to  Belgium  and  Luxem- 
burg (the  latter  country  now  forming  a  customs  union 
-with  Belgium,  in  the  place  of  its  former  inclusion  in 
the  German  customs  union),  will  enjoy  the  same  tariff 
reductions  as  are  mutually  conceded  by  both  participants 
to  the  treaty.  This  point  is  of  considerable  importance 
to  British  exporters  of  chemicals  and  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations to  Belgium,  since  under  the  terms  of  the 
Franco-Belgian  trade  agreement  Belgium  extends  prefer- 
ential treatment  to  a  number  of  goods  belonging  to  these 
two  categories,  whereas  in  this  connection  France  makes 
^  filaghi  concession— in  the  coefficient  of  increase — only 


in  the  case  of  imports  from  Belgium  of  iron  sulphate 
and  starch.  In  the  following  table  are  given,  for  purposes 
of  comparison,  the  preferential  rates  of  duty  to  be 
charged,  as  established  in  the  commercial  treaty,  on  the 
goods  enumerated  of  French  (and  pari  passu  of  British) 
origin  on  entry*  into  Belgium  or  Luxemburg,  and  the 
corresponding  ordinary  rate  of  duty  as  laid  down  in  the 
proposed  new  Belgian  tariff,  the  "  coefficient  of  increase  "■ 
(see  0.  &  D.,  April  28,  p.  600)  is  given  in  parentheses  : —

Article  3  of  the  agreement  provides  that  the  stipulated 
reduced  rates  of  duty  shall  be  levied  so  long  as  the 
cost  of  production  and  conditions  of  sale  in  the  country 
of  origin  remain  materially  unchanged.  Otherwise  the 
respective  rates  of  duty  are  to  be  so  altered  as  to  afford 
the  same  measure  of  protection;  the  same  applies  in 
the  event  of  the  price  of  any  article  advancing  by  oyer 
20  per  cent,  on  the  inland  market  over  the  price  ruling 
at  the  date  of  ratification  of  the  treaty.  Preferential 
treatment,  as  fixed  by  the  agreement,  will  be  granted 
provided  that  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  raw  material, 
or  the  work,  employed  in  the  production  of  the  article, 
originates,  or  has  been  executed,  in  the  country  of  either 
of  the  high  contracting  parties,  who  are  entitled  to 
demand  the  production  of  certificates  of  origin.

We  conclude  our  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Pharmacy,  held  in  London  on 
July  23  and  24.  Last  week  [C.  <£•  D.,  July  28,  p.  112) 
our  report  ended  with  the  discussion  on  the  report 
of  the  Commission  on  Pharmaceutical  Nomenclature. 

Professor  Van  Itallie  thereupon  presented  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Regulation  of  the 
Sale  of  Specialities 

The  regulation  of  the  sale  of  pharmaceutical  specialities 
occupies  a  very  important  place  in  any  system  dealing 
with  the  supply  of  medicines  in  general,  and  also  in  the 
exercise  of  pharmacy.  It  may  be  considered  from  two 
points  of  view  :  from  the  legal  aspect,  and  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  interests  of  the  retailer  of  remedies. 
Even  a  cursory  investigation  of  the  first  aspect  necessi- 
tates clearly  specifying  what  is  understood  by  the  term 
"  pharmaceutical  speciality."  It  is  evident  that  the 
designation  "  speciality  "  is  equally  applicable  to  a  simple 
remedy ;  that  is  to  say,  a  remedy  consisting  of  a  single 
chemioal  substance  or  a  simple  drug  issued  by  a  certain 
manufacturer  in  a  special  package,  possibly  under  a  trade- 
mark (picture,  letters,  fancy  name,  etc.),  or  to  a  com- 
pounded medicine  consisting  of  a  number  of  substances 
which  may  or  may  not  be  designated  by  their  appella- 
tions. Specialities  might  also  be  classified  according  to 
their  value  •  that  is  to  say,  a  distinction  made  between 
those  the  properties  of  which  are  acknowledged  by  the 
scientific  world  (e.g.,  salvarsan,  sulpharsenol,  digalen), 
and  those  to  which  the  term  quack  remedies  is  applicable, 
since  the  sole  object  of  their  manufacture  is  to  enrich 
their  owners.  In  the  interest  of  public  health  it  is 
imperative  to  include  both  these  categories  of  prepara- 
tions within  the  scope  of  the  same  regulation.  By  this 
means  it  will  be  possible  to  avoid  a  classification  which 
might  be  too  strict,  and  which  might,  on  the  one  hand, 
prove  in  some  instances  unjust,  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
lead  to  scientific  controversies,  frequently  savouring  of 
Byzantinism.  The  regulation  of  the  sale  of  pharmaceu- 
tical specialities  might  be  initiated  by  national  legislation, 
giving  way  later  to  international  legislation. 

International  Regulation 
The  question  of  introducing  international  legislation  to 
deal  with  this  subject,  which  is  urgently  required,  might 
suitably  be  investigated  by  an  International  Pharmaco- 
poeia! Secretariat,  an  organisation  in  a  better  position  to 
solve  this  question  than  the  International  Health  Com- 
mittee of  the  League  of  Nations,  which  has  to  deal  prin- 
cipally with  matters  bearing  on  hygiene.  It  is  preferable 
that  this  investigation  should  be  undertaken  by  a  com- 
mittee of  experts.  In  any  case,  legislative  measures  are  re- 
quired to  protect  the  public,  which  is  not  sufficiently  en- 
lightened, with  the  result  that,  at  present,  its  health  and 
material  interests  are  being  seriously  imperilled.  Existing 
pharmaceutical  legislation  is  inadequate  in  this  respect. 
It  has  been  proved  that,  at  least  in  some  countries,  the 
existing  laws  fail  to  suppress  the  abuses  due  to  quackery 
in  medicines,  if  we  wish  to  combat  quackery  it  is  im- 
perative, in  the  first  place,  to  know  the  value  of  the 
different  specialities  in  order  to  distinguish  between  the 
good  and  the  bad,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  suppression 
of  the  latter.  The  manufacture  and  sale  of  pharmaceu- 
tical specialities  stand  to  gain  if  worthless  articles  are 
eliminated.    If  it  is  intended  to  submit  different  kinds  of 


specialities  to  the  same  regulations,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  include  all  products  claiming  to  possess  the  property 
of  preventing,  alleviating  or  curing  diseases,  afflictions 
or  infirmities  in  man  or  beast,  which  are  placed  on  the 
market  under  a  distinctive  designation,  as  well  as  those 
the  name  of  which  does  not  indicate  their  chemical  com- 
position, and  also  those  accompanied  by  allusions  to  their 
therapeutic  indications.  This  is  a  very  comprehensive 
definition  and  embraces  such  products  as  antipyrin,  salvar- 
san, etc.  (the  name  does  not  indicate  the  chemical  com- 
position of  the  product),  specially  manufactured  galenical 
preparations,  as  well  as  products  recommended  as  reme- 
dies for  whooping-cough  or  tuberculosis.  A  wide  defini- 
tion of  what  is  to  be  understood  by  a  pharmaceutical 
speciality  is  by  no  means  superfluous.  Instances  are 
known  of  products  issued  under  a  special  designation  and 
protected  by  a  trade-mark  being  offered  to  the  public  and 
to  pharmacists  as  dew  chemical  substances,  which  on 
analysis  have  proved  to  be  substances  used  for  long  in 
medicine,  or  mixtures  of  known  composition.  All  these 
products  should  be  subject  to  control  by  the  State,  and 
the  authorities  entrusted  with  this  supervision  should  be 
empowered  to  permit  or  to  prohibit  their  sale.  The 
object  of  all  legislation  should  be  to  protect  the  public 
against  the  sale  of  worthless  products,  and  of  products 
sold  at  exaggerated  prices.  This  aim  can  be  achieved  by 
an  effective  and  rational  system  of  supervision.  The 
authorities  exercising  this  control  should  take  into  account 
information  supplied  by  the  manufacturer,  possibly  of  a 
confidential  nature.  The  latter  must  be  assured  that  he 
can  confide  his  secrets  to  officials  entrusted  with  the  task 
of  supervision,  and  he  should  have  the  right  to  appeal 
against  an  adverse  decision  and  to  state  his  case.  An 
effort  should  be  made  to  ensure  that  the  relations  with 
manufacturers  and  importers  of  pharmaceutical  specialities 
should  result  in  an  effective  and  friendly  co-operation 
designed  to  prevent  the  sale  of  inferior  products.  The 
Government  should  prohibit  the  sale,  under  penalty  of  a 
fine,  of  products  to  which  a  licence  has  been  refused.  If 
this  measure  is  to  act  as  a  deterrent  these  fines  should  be 
very  high,  particularly  in  view  of  the  enormous  profits 
derived  from  the  exploitation  of  quack  remedies.  A 
system  of  official  supervision  of  this  nature  would  not 
only  exert  a  favourable  influence  on  the  sale  of  speciali- 
ties, but  would  protect  the  public  against  worthless 
products.  Pharmacists  would  no  longer  be  obliged  to 
supply  preparations  demanded  by  the  public  which  mani- 
festly do  not  possess  the  properties  ascribed  to  them  by 
their  manufacturers.  The  foregoing  might  form  the  basis 
for  regulations  dealing  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
pharmaceutical  products.  Before  elaborating  a  draft  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation  should  be  called 
upon  to  express  an  opinion  regarding  the  basis  of  such 
legislation.  As  an  example  of  legislation  of  this 
character  we  have  received  the  text  of  the  regulations  in 
force  in  Austria,  which  might  be  used  as  the  basis  for 
discussion  in  elaborating  a  single  universal  system  of 
control.  The  Nationale  Pharmaceutique  of  Belgium  has 
sent  us  several  documents,  including  a  copy  of  the  Royal 
Decree  of  February  10,  1920,  regulating  the  sale  of  phar- 
maceutical specialities,  and  articles  on  the  Reglementation 
Nationale  Codex,  which  should  prove  useful  contributions 
to  a  discussion.  Further,  we  have  received  French  and 
Swiss  communications  which  will  assist  us  in  forming 
conclusions  on  this  subject. 
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The  report,  which  is  signed  by  Professor  L.  Van 
Itallie  and  Dr.  J.  J.  Hofman,  is  followed  by  the  reports 
presented  by  individual  members  of  the  Committee. 

Proprietaries  in  Various  Countries 
Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  deals  with  the  law  relating  to  pro- 
prietary articles  in  Great  Britain  and  gives  a  resumi 
of  the  findings  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  and 
Proprietary  Medicines,  as  well  as  an  exjiose  of  the  Bill, 
and  its  fate,  introduced  in  the  House  of  Lords  in  1920. 

M.  H.  L.  Visser's  report  is  a  brief  abstract  of  the  law 
regulating  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities  enacted  in  Austria  in  1920,  full  particulars 
concerning  which  were  given  in  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, I.,  1921,  p.  427. 

The  various  laws  in  force  in  Belgium  relat- 
ing to  the  sale  of  medicaments,  inasmuch  as  they 
are  applicable  to  specialities,  figure  in  the  report  sub- 
mitted by  M.  F.  Daminet,  followed  by  a  brief  outline 
of  the  system  of  control  inaugurated  by  the  Nationale 
Pharmaceutique,  and  known  under  the  name  of  "  Regie- 
mentation  Nationale  Codex,"  as  well  as  the  system  of 
price  maintenance  in  force  in  Belgium  under  the  scheme 
of  the  "  Reglementation  Nationale."  M.  Daminet 
submits  the  following  proposals  as  a  basis  for  universal 
legislation  : — (a)  The  pharmacist  to  be  personally 
responsible  for  all  articles  sold  by  him ;  (b)  the  dis- 
closure of  the  composition,  and  in  the  case  of  powerful 
medicines,  of  the  quantitative  formula,  on  the  label; 
(c)  official  supervision  of  all  advertisements  of  remedies 
to  the  public ;  (d)  no  interference  by  the  State,  or 
by  other  non-qualified  parties,  in  the  control  of  speciali- 
ties. 

M.  E.  Collard  discusses  various  aspects  of  the 
question  of  regulating  the  sale  of  pharmaceutical  speciali- 
ties, ref  erring  particularly  to  the  points  of  view  brought 
forward  at  the  Hague  Congress,  and  concludes  his  report 
by  stating  that  the  pharmaceutical  profession  will  be 
happy  to  see  the  various  Governments  taking  steps  to 
suppress  quack  or  immoral  advertisements.  In  a  second 
report  M.  Collard  briefly  reviews  the  existing  French 
legislation  bearing  on  specialities,  which,  strictly  speak- 
ing, are  not  legally  recognised  in  France,  except  for 
fiscal  purposes. 

Herr  G.  H.  Maeder,  in  his  report,  deals  with 
the  question  of  regulating  on  an  international  basis 
the  retail  price,  or  rather  the  discounts  allowed  to 
pharmacists  on  the  sale  of  specialities.  He  states  that 
►  here  is  a  far  greater  demand  for  specialities  among  the 
Latin  than  among  the  German  peoples.  For  instance, 
in  German  Switzerland  the  sale  of  specialities  amounts 
to  about  50  per  cent,  of  the  total  turnover,  whereas  in 
French  and  Italian  Switzerland  it  exceeds  70  per  cent, 
lie  draws  the  conclusion  that  in  every  country  there  is 
a  noticeable  increase  every  year  in  the  sale  as  well  as 
the  prescribing  of  specialities.  Herr  Maeder  concludes  by 
suggesting  international  regulation  of  specialities,  with  the 
adoption  of  the  Austrian  law  as  a  standard,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  fixed  discount  of  40  per  cent,  on 
specialities  which  may  be  sold  only  on  a  medical  man's 
prescription  (with  a  minimum  of  one  franc),  and  35  per 
cent,  on  all  specialities  which  may  be  freely  sold  over 
the  counter  in  pharmacies. 

M.  H.  L.  Visser,  in  another  report  in  which  he 
alludes  to  the  divergent  views  concerning  the  ques- 
tion of  discount,  is  of  opinion  that  for  the  pre- 
sent international  collaboration  should  be  limited  to 
the  creation  of  a  department-  hi  the  International  Phar- 
macopceial  Secretariat  to  collect  the  data  required  to 
study  this  question  and  the  means  towards  its  solution. 

Dtscussiow 

This  question  being  at  the  moment  a  matter  of  vital 
Importance  to  our  CojrfL'Jontal  confreres,  an  animated 
discussion  ensued. 

Dr.  _  Schamelhout  pointed  out  that  two  currents 
of  opinion  prevail  in  the  profession,  the  one  being 
5n  favour  of  State  supervision,  while  the  other 
rejects  any  form  of  Government  interference  or  control. 
The  compulsory  registration  of  proprietary  preparations 
implies  Government  approval  of  the  registered  product; 


therefore  he  insisted  that  the  pharmacist  should  oppose 
State  registration  in  order  to  retain  his  full  responsibility 
in  selling  specialities,  the  same  as  when  supplying  other 
drugs  or  medicines,  and  suggested  that  analyses  of 
specialities  be  published  in  scientific  journals.  M. 
Pattou  maintained  that  the  pharmacist  has  no  right  to 
profit  by  the  sale  of  specialities  if  he  does  not  bear  full 
responsibility  for  the  product,  of  which  he  would  be 
relieved  were  State  registration  to  be  enforced. 

An  Italian  Appeal 
At  this  juncture  Cav.  Pratta  made  a  dramatic  appeal  to 
the  meeting.  First  of  all  he  urged  that  every  effort  be  made 
to  introduce  uniform  legislation  on  an  international  basis 
to  deal  with  the  sale  of  specialities,  in  order  to  avoid 
great  differences  in  the  respective  regulations  in  neigh- 
bouring countries,  as  was  at  present  the  case.  He  then 
proceeded  to  explain  how  the  Federation  of  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Associations  of  Italy  had,  together  with  members 
of  the  Italian  Parliament,  elaborated  the  draft  of  a  Bill 
to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  specialities.  Ia 
consequence  of  the  recent  political  revolution  this  Bill 
was  swept  on  one  side,  and  without  any  warning  now  a 
new  proposal  had  been  sprung  upon  the  profession  by 
the  Superior  Council  of  Health.  This  new  measure  in 
its  nine  articles  contained  several  provisions  prejudicial 
to  the  profession.  It  was  being  discussed  at  that  very 
moment  in  Rome,  and  for  this  reason  his  other  confreres 
(C.  &  D.,  July  21,  p.  82)  had  been  unable  to  undertake 
the  journey  to  London  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Federation.  He  asked  the  meeting  to  send  a  telegram 
to  Rome  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  pharmaceutical 
delegates  to  the  Superior  Council  of  Health,  with  a 
view  to  preventing  any  precipitate  decision  on  its  part. 
He  submitted  the  text  for  a  message  to  the  effect  that  : 
"  Considering  the  enormous  advantages  resulting  from 
universal  legislation  on  dangerous  drugs  and  specialities, 
the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federation,  now 
assembled  for  its  annual  meeting,  invites  the  Superior 
Council  of  Health  not  to  take  any  precipitate  action 
and  to  await  the  result  of  its  discussions  and  delibera- 
tions on  this  matter."  This  communication,  which  came 
as  a  surprise  to  the  members,  led  to  a  prolonged  dis- 
cussion, which  centred  chiefly  round  the  question  of  the 
advisability  of  sending  a  telegram  to  a  Government 
department. 

M.  Pattou  deprecated  the  idea  that  the  Federa- 
tion should  send  a  telegram  to  a  Government  body, 
and  suggested  that  it  should  be  sent  to  the  Italian  mem- 
bers of  the  Federation,  who  were  at  the  same  time 
members  of  the  Superior  Council  of  Health,  leaving  it 
to  them  to  make  what  use  they  thought  fit  of  the 
message 

M.  Collard  was  in  favour  of  sending  a  telegram  if 
only  to  show  that  the  Federation  was  actively  engaged 
in  discussing  the  question  of  regulating  the  sale  of 
specialities  on  an  international  basis.  The  discussion 
having  been  up  to  this  point  conducted  in  Italian  and 
in  French, 

Mr.  Forrester  then  explained  the  position  in  English, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  composition  and  status  of 
the  Italian  Superior  Council  of  Health. 

Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  said  it  was  quite  clear 
that  they  must  have  every  sympathy  with  the  phar- 
macists in  Italy  in  connection  with  any  attempt  to 
rush  legislation,  but  it  was  not  wise  for  the  Federation 
to  communicate  directly  with  any  Government.  They 
might  get  themselves  into  trouble,  but  they  ought  to 
do  whatever  they  could  to  help  the  Italians.  If  they 
could  devise  a  telegram  which  could  be  sent  to  tli8 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Italy,  which  they  could  show 
to  their  Government,  it  was  another  matter.  Would  it 
not  be  better  if,  after  the  meeting  adjourned,  the  com- 
mittee thought  out  some  form  of  telegram,  and  came  up 
with  a  suggestion  the  following  morning? 

The  President  thought  that  would  be  the  best  course. 

Cav.  Pratta  stated  that  he  had  had  no  intention  of 
asking  the  meeting  to  influence  the  Italian  Government. 
He  wished  merely  that  a  communication  from  the 
meeting  be  sent  to  the  pharmaceutical  members 
of     the    Superior    Council    of    Health    as  evidence 
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of  its  participation.  He  particularly  feared  the 
effect  of  the  new  decree  on  the  financial  posi- 
tion of  Italian  pharmacists,  and  he  also  feared  that 
the  Italian  Government,  by  introducing  legislation  of  a 
character  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  pharmacists, 
might  establish  a  precedent  which  might  be  followed  by 
other  countries,  to  the  grave  prejudice  of  the  profession. 
The  matter  was  subsequently  dropped. 

Further  Discussion 
Returning  to  the  discussion  on  the  Report  of  the 
Commission  on  the  Sale  of  Specialities,  Dr.  A.  Morales 
de  las  Pozas  (Spain)  said  that  he  wished  to  give  a  resume 
of  the  Spanish  decree  on  specialities,  but  regretted  that 
he  had  not  got  the  document  with  him  ;  whereupon  Mr. 
Forrester  briefly  reviewed  the  legislation  introduced 
since  the  Armistice  to  regulate  the  manufacture,  impor- 
tation and  sale  of  proprietary  preparations  in  Spain, 
Austria,  Yugo-Slavia,  Poland,  Argentine,  and  Uruguay. 

Sir  William  Glyn- Jones  said  that  in  connection 
with  this  subject  and  many  others  which  our 
respective  governments  dealt  with  by  legislation,  it 
would  be  of  great  use  if  the  Federation  could 
be  so  organised,  developed  and  financed  that  each 
pharmaceutical  society  in  the  various  countries  could  be 
kept  regularly  aware  of  what  was  going  on  in  the 
different  countries  month  by  month.  It  was  difficult, 
if  not  impossible,  to  do  anything  practical  when  they 
met  and  listened  to  things  some  of  which  they  did  not 
understand — at  least,  he  did  not — and  it  would  pay  phar- 
macists throughout  the  world  to  finance  such  a  body 
as  this  and  use  it  for  the  purpose  he  had  mentioned. 
It  did  not  only  affect  the  subject  of  the  legislation  in 
regard  to  specialities,  but  also  in  regard  to  other  sub- 
jects, such  as  dangerous  drugs,  etc.  The  Government 
in  this  country  seemed  to  wake  up  about  once  in  a  few 
years,  and  to  think  that  it  was  time  to  deal  with  one 
subject  or  another  quite  spasmodically,  and  often  without 
consultation  with  the  people  who  knew  best  what  ought 
to  be  done;  and  if  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
through  the  Federation,  was  informed  of  what  was  going 
on  in  other  countries  it  would  be  very  helpful,  and  he 
believed  the  information  which  the  Society  could  give 
other  countries — not  once  a  year,  but  periodically  and 
systematically — would  be  of  infinite  value. 

Mr.  C.  L.  Butchers  (Australia)  agreed  with  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones  as  to  the  supreme  importance  of  the  Federa- 
tion, and  incidentally  suggested  that  it  would  be  an  advan- 
tage if  speeches  were  translated  into  at  least  two  languages. 
His  country  would  not  have  sent  him  to  the  Conference 
had  it  not  been  fully  aware  of  the.  necessity  for  inter- 
national co-operation,  and  the  difficulty  was  that  one 
country  adopted  a  particular  line,  and  others  followed 
e.uit.  This  question  of  the  regulation  of  specialities  had 
been  under  discussion  in  Australia  for  some  considerable 
time;  in  fact,  Australia  was  one  of  the  first  countries 
to  deal  seriously  with  the  publication  of  the  formulas. 
The  various  societies  there  were  able  to  induce  the 
Government  to  make  certain  exemptions  from  the 
schedule  of  drugs,  the  formulas  of  which  had  to  be 
shown  on  the  label,  so  that  certain  drugs  and  prepara- 
tions had  to  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  particular 
substance  only.  The  exemptions  were  agreed  to  by  the 
Australian  and  the  various  State  Governments.  These 
exemptions  were  : — 

(a)  Any  substance  dispensed  and  supplied  on  prescrip- 
tion or  order  signed  by  a  medical  practitioner ; 

(6)  A  mixture  supplied  by  a  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  extemporaneously  prepared  for  a  specific  and 
individual  case ;  or 

(e)  Any  one  of  the  substances  enumerated  in  this 
regulation  when  sold  by  a  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  as  a  British  Pharmacopoeial  preparation  and 
labelled  accordingly. 

It  meant  a  great  deal  of  work  and  effort  to  get  those 
principles  established,  and  if  this  were  interpreted  to 
the  delegates  from  the  Continent  it  might  convey  to 
their  Italian  friends  that  the  Government  of  Australia 
had  dealt  with  this  matter  to  some  extent  on  the  lines 
they  were  speaking  about,  and  had  considered  the  repre- 
sentations of  the  pharmaceutical  bodies.     With  regard 


to  finance,  he  said  that  the  Australian  societies  would  bo 
ready  at  any  time  to  increase  their  contributions,  and, 
instead  of  one  Australian  society  being  represented  at 
the  Conference,  he  thought  he  could  guarantee  that  the 
six  societies  in  Australia,  and  also  those  in  New  Zealand, 
would  be  only  too  happy  to  be  represented,  if  they  were 
assured  that  they  would  get  such  reports  as  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones  had  mentioned. 

Mr.  V.  Cofman  suggested  referring  the  matter  to  a 
Committee.  Dr.  Schamelhout  stated  that  certain  States 
actually  favoured  the  sale  of  secret  remedies  by  their 
system  of  legislation.  Belgian  pharmacists  were  anxious 
to  suppress  secret  remedies,  hence  their  insistence  on  the 
full  disclosure  of  the  composition  of  every  preparation 
placed  on  the  market  as  a  proprietary  product.  M. 
Pattou  regretted  that  the  Commission  in  its  Report  had 
not  drawn  any  conclusions,  nor  did  it  put  forward  any 
definite  proposals.  The  question  was  a  very  big  one, 
and  the  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  various  views 
were  prevalent  in  each  country. 

Resolution 

Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  asked  whether  the  meet- 
ing would  he  willing  to  accept  the  following 
resolution  :  "  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Bureau 
to  consider  what  steps  can  be  taken  to  supply, 
from  time  to  time,  information  from  the  societies 
affiliated  to  the  Federation  upon  all  questions  of  regula- 
tion or  legislation  affecting  pharmacists  proposed  in  the 
various  countries."  Mr.  Forrester  remarked  that  in 
view  of  the  tendency  recently  evinced  by  several  Govern- 
ment authorities  to  ignore  the  profession,  a  sentence 
might  be  added  to  the  effect  that  the  Governments  be 
requested,  when  about  to  issue  regulations  dealing  with 
pharmaceutical  questions,  to  communicate  these  to  the 
professional  press  before  they  are  issued  to  the  daily 
press.  There  has  been  a  tendency  to  send  such  informa- 
tion to  the  semi-official  press  only,  and  he  referred  to 
cases  where  this  had  happened.  Quite  recently  in  Czecho- 
slovakia the  tenor  of  a  Bill  to  regulate  the  sale,  etc., 
of  proprietary  medicines,  introducing  drastic  modifica- 
tions, had  been  communicated  to  the  daily  press,  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  professional  press,  which  had  to  depend 
upon  the  former  for  the  first  news  of  a  subject  of  vital 
importance  to  pharmacists  of  that  "country  (O.  &  D., 
July  21,  p.  91).  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  while  agree- 
ing to  the  necessity  for  some  such  action,  said  that  it 
was  a  separate  matter  from  that  with  which  his  own 
resolution  dealt.  M.  Collard  urged  the  necessity  of 
coming  to  some  conclusion,  and  suggested  collaboration 
between  the  members  of  the  Commission  on  Specialities, 
insisting  that  in  view  of  its  great  importance  the  matter 
should  not  be  shelved. 

Mr.  Forrester  stated  that  to  lis  it  was  rather  difficult 
to  understand  the  animosity  evinced  by  so  many  Con- 
tinental pharmacists  against  specialities,  and  the  totally 
different  attitude  adopted  towards  this  class  of  goods  on 
the  Continent.  In  the  first  place,  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  Continental  pharmacist  is  held  person- 
ally responsible  for  everything  he  sells  in  his  business, 
and  cannot  throw  the  blame  or  shift  it  on  to  his  whole- 
saler or  other  party.  Any  slight  error  or  transgression 
of  one  of  the  innumerable  rules  and  regulations  enacted 
for  his  guidance  means  an  entry  in  the  protocol,  the 
record  of  his  professional  life,  and  might  tell  against 
him  in  later  years.  Also,  in  this  country  if  anybody 
succeeded  in  imparting  to  a  medicine  a  more  palatable 
form  or  increasing  its  therapeutic  activity,  this  was 
regarded  as  a  practical  contribution,  but  on  the  Cc«- 
tinent,  broadly  speaking,  the  commercial  utilisation  of 
any  such  advancement  or  improvement  was  combated  by 
the  medical  profession  as  a  form  of  exploitation  of  the 
public.  Another  point — the  increasing  tendency  on  the 
part  of  medical  men  to  prescribe  specialities — was  a  very 
serious  matter  to  Continental  pharmacists,  since  the 
profit  derived  from  the  sale  of  a  speciality  was  naturally 
considerably  lower  than  that  resulting  from  compounding 
a  prescription  and  charging  for  it  in  accordance  with  the 
prices  and  fees  established  in  the  various  official  drug 
tariffs,  where  such  existed. 

The  President  then  put  Sir  Wtilliam  Glyn-Jones's 
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resolution  to  the  meeting,  by  which  it  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

This  concluded  the  first  session  of  the  meeting,  which 
met  again  in  the  Brown  Room  on  the  following  morning 
after  the  Opening  Session  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  at  which  the  members  of  the  Federation 
were  present. 

Second  Session 

International  Pharmacopceial  Secretariat 
The  proceedings  were  opened  by  the  President  at  11.45 
a.m.,  who  stated  that  the  next  subject  for  discussion  on 
the  agenda  was  Point  9,  International  Pharmacopoeial 
Secretariat,  and  he  then  read  the  letters  addressed  in  1922 
and  in  1923  to  the  Belgian  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
enclosing  a  report  presented  by  the  Commission  of  the 
Federation  proposing  the  creation  of  .  an  International 
Pharmacopceial  Secretariat,  and  in  which  the  Belgian 
Government  was  asked  to  invite  the  other  Powers  to  send 
delegates  with  the  object  of  forming  an  International 
Secretariat  to  deal  with  all  questions  pertaining  to  phar- 
macopoeias. Professor  van  Itallie  remarked  that  since 
the  question  of  the  standardisation  of  vaccines  and  sera 
had  been  discussed  by  the  League  of  Nations  it  was  now 
imperative  to  take  steps  in  this  matter.  Possibly  the 
Belgian  delegates  might  be  able  to  throw  some  light  on 
the  reasons  for  their  Government's  silence. 

Dr.  Schamelhotjt  said  that  the  Government  had  referred 
the  matter  to  the  Belgian  Pharmacopoeia  Commission, 
which  had  expressed  itself  in  favour  of  an  International 
Conference  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Federation.  He 
was  empowered  to  say  that  the  Belgian  Government  was 
also  favourable  to  the  proposal,  and  that  the  document 
containing  the  invitation  to  the  other  nations  to-  send  dele- 
gates to  a  conference  now  awaited  the  signature  of  the 
Minister,  and  had  been  delayed  in  consequence  of  the 
recent  changes  in  the  Belgian  Cabinet.  M. 
Pattou  remarked  that  in  his  opinion  the  proposal 
submitted  by  the  Federation  was  a  gift  to  Belgium  and 
if  the  Belgian  Government  did  not  reply  he  deemed  it 
advisable  that  some  other  country  should  be  approached 
by  the  Federation  with  the  same  request. 

Tiie  President  thereupon  asked  the  meeting  for  per- 
mission to  approach  another  Government,  or  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  League  of  Nations,  should  the  Belgian 
Government's  reply  be  further  delayed ;  this  was  unani- 
mously granted.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  pro- 
posal to  place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  League  of 
Nations  was  not  received  with  any  enthusiasm  by  the 
members  present. 

An  Australian  Suggestion 
A  number  of  subjects  had  been  presented  for  discussion. 
The  first,  proposed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Victoria,  was  introduced  by  Mr.  C.  L.  Butchers,  who 
said  that  various  Government  departments  from  time  to 
time  brought  forward  legislation  without  consultation 
with  the  different  pharmaceutical  bodies.  Therefore,  he 
moved  a  resolution  that,  in  any  matters  vitally  affecting 
pharmacy,  the  various  pharmaceutical  bodies  should  be 
given  an  opportunity  of  considering  propositions  before 
they  were  definitely  decided  upon  by  the  Governments 
concerned.  He  suggested  that  the  resolution  be  con- 
veyed to  the  different  societies,  and  that  they,  in  their 
turn,  should  bring  it  before  their  respective  Govern- 
ments. This  resolution  was  passed  without  discussion. 
The  President  now  presented  to  the  meeting  the 

Reports  on  the  Sale  of  Narcotics  and  Poisons 

Three  reports  dealing  with  this  subject'  had  been 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Federation.  In 
his  report,  M.  A.  Bouville  retraces  the  legisla- 
tion introduced  in  France  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
poisons,  from  the  first  decree,  issued  by  Louis  XIV.  in 
1681,  to  that  of  1916  which  is  at  present  in  force  (The 
Chemist  &  Druggist,  1916,  p.  1287).  Following  a  critical 
examination  of  several  of  the  provisions  of  this  measure, 
M.  Bouville  summarises  his  views  in  the  following  con- 
clusions : — We  have  already  stated,  and  we  repeat,  that 
the  law  regulating  the  sale  of  narcotics  was  an  emergency 
measure  insufficiently  thought  out ;  consequently,  it  re- 


quires to  be  revised  in  order  to  provide  a  permanent 
statute.  It  behoves  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation,  after  consulting  its  various  constituent  groups, 
to  study  and  elaborate  the  different  articles  of  the  future 
measure,  which  should  regulate  the  manufacture,  traffic  and 
sale  of  poisons.  Addiction  to,  drugs  is  just  as  little  a 
French  failing  as  it  is  of  any  other  nation.  It  is,  there- 
fore, imperative  to  combat  this  evil  by  international  regu- 
lations based  first  and  foremost  on  common  sense,  and  the 
dictates  of  public  health,  taking  into  consideration  the 
criticisms  levelled  at  the  laws  at  present  in  force  in 
certain  countries.  This,  task  should  be  undertaken  by  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation,  not  only  because 
this  would  demonstrate  to  all  that  the  profession  is 
desirous  of  collaborating  in  all  useful  works,  affecting  the 
general  welfare,  but  also  because  we  would  be  able  to  com- 
bat the  views  advanced  by  non-professional  organisations, 
such  as  the  League  of  Nations,  should  they  propose  to  in- 
troduce regulations  without  consulting  those  who  are  most 
competent  to  express  an  opinion — the  pharmacists. 

The  Opium  Convention 
Dr.  J.  B.  M.  Coeburgh,  in  his  report,  deals  particularly 
with  the  Hague  Opium  Convention,  and  the  introduction  of 
laws  and  regulations  in  various  countries  to  make  its  pro- 
visions operative.  In  dealing  with  the  necessity  of  intro- 
ducing new  international  measures  for  fighting  the  abuse 
of  narcotics,  Dr.  Coeburgh  first  of  all  analyses  the  various 
causes  responsible  for  the  craving  for  drugs,  and  comes  to 
the  conclusion  that  these  can  only  in  part  be  abolished  by 
legislative  measures,  and  punishment  will  not  eradicate 
the  evil.  Raising  the  moral  standard  of  the  people  might 
prove  more  successful.  Some  persons  have  been  bitterly 
disappointed  by  the  insufficient  results  of  the  application 
of  the  terms  of  the  Opium  Convention,  from  which  they 
expected  not  only  an  important,  but  also  an  early  improve- 
ment of  the  situation.  They  have  not  sufficiently  taken 
into  consideration  the  shortness  of  time  since  the  legisla- 
tion concerning  dangerous  drugs  in  most  of  the  countries 
came  into  operation,  nor  the  fact  that  in  some  countries 
the  administration  of  these  laws  is  handicapped  by  condi- 
tions peculiar  to  those  countries,  besides  an  early  participa- 
tion in  the  convention  of  those  countries  which  have  not 
yet  agreed,  is  not  at  all  excluded.  It  would  have  been 
reasonable,  therefore,  to  have  awaited  longer  the  results  of 
those  laws.  Obviously  more  inclined,  however,  to  act  than 
to  wait  they  ha  ve  proposed  new  measures  :  1.  The  system 
of  importation  certificates  which  has  as  its  basis  the  pro- 
hibition of  the  exportation  of  narcotic  drugs,  except  upon 
production  of  a  certificate,  issued  by  the  Government  of 
the  country  of  importation,  containing  a  permission  to 
import  these  drugs.  A  general,  strict  and  reliable  appli- 
cation of  this  system  would  provide  that  no  narcotic  drugs 
could  be  either  imported  or  exported  until  the  authorities 
in  question  had  been  informed,  and,  in  the  light  of  the 
needs  of  the  country  had  approved  of  the  importation. 
This  would  facilitate  and  intensify  the  control  over  the 
importation  and  exportation,  but  of  course  only  so  far  as 
the  bona  fide  trade  is  concerned,  which  is  willing  to 
inform  the  authorities  of  intended  importation  and  expor- 
tation. Perhaps  this  more  stringent  control  could  also  help 
to  keep  the  legitimate  trade  on  right  lines.  But,  as  to 
checking  the  illicit  trade,  only  a  theoretical  improvement 
can  be  expected.  If  this  method  is  not  adopted  by  all 
States  without  exception,  it  cannot  be  of  any  use  against 
smuggling,  but  would  occasion  much  inconvenience  to 
legitimate  traders,  as  each  demand  for  exportation  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  permit,  causing  considerable  delay  in 
the  traffic.  Therefore,  it  is  quite  comprehensible  that  this 
system  has  met  with  but  little  approval  up  to  now,  and 
that  several  Powers  (among  them  France)  have  declared 
against  this  system,  until  the  difficulties  connected  with  its 
application  have  been  removed.  (2)  The  consideration 
that  a  more  effective  means  of  preventing  smuggling  would 
result,  at  least  in  theory,  from  the  application  by  all 
Powers  without  exception  of  the  system  of  importation 
certificates  led  to  the  proposal  not  to  allow  importation 
into  countries  which  agreed  to  this  system  from  countries 
which  have  not  adhered  to  the  system  of  certificates  for 
importation,  with  a  view  to  putting  pressure  on  these 
countries  so  as  to  induce  them  to  accept  the  system^ 
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The  acceptance  of  this  proposal  would  result  in  dividing 
the  world  into  two  groups  of  countries  : — A.  Those, 
which  have  agreed  to  the  system  of  importation  certifi- 
cates and  consequently  would  not  be  allowed  to  import 
from  countries  of  group  B.B.  Those  which  have  not 
agreed  to  the  system  and  which  would  be  prevented  from 
exporting  to  the  countries  of  group  A.  This  cannot  con- 
tribute to  good  relations  and  besides,  it  would  affect  the 
production,  the  availability,  and  the  price  of  narcotic 
drugs  and  promote  smuggling.  A  shortage  would  arise  if 
in  the  countries  of  group  A  the  production  of  narcotic 
drugs  were  not  equal  to  meet  requirements,  which 
might  be  disastrous  to  the  legitimate  use  of  narcotics  as 
medicines.  The  monopoly  arising  from  excluding  from 
competition  the  countries  of  the  other  group  might  have 
an  influence  on  prices,  which  cannot  be  appreciated, 
while  a  shortage  of  narcotics  in  countries  of  group  A  in 
consequence  of  a  failure  of  the  crops  or  through  other 
causes,  might  raise  the  prices  to  an  unknown  height. 
Consequently,  exactly  the  contrary  result  would  be  at- 
tained from  that  which  is  intended,  i.e.,  to  compel  those 
countries  to  agree.  The  greatest  objection,  however,  is 
that  smuggling  not  only  would  not  be  hindered  but  would, 
on  the  contrary,  increase,  in  consequence  of  the  slight 
restriction  of,  the  distribution  in  one  group  of  countries 
and  the  stringent  restrictions  in  the  other  group.  The 
legitimate  trade  would  be  put  under  unnecessary  restraint, 
and  serious  difficulties  would  be  created  without  any 
real  benefit.  It  has  also  been  proposed  to  stop  the  misuse 
of  dangerous  drugs  by  restricting  the  world  supply  to 
legitimate  needs.  This  method,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
others,  might  lead  to  a  shortage  of  essential  medicines 
and  to  a  considerable  advance  in  prices.  The  big  in- 
creased value  of  the  narcotic  drugs  as  contraband  goods 
due  to  the  small  quantities  obtainable  would  contribute  to 
the  encouragement  of  smuggling.  More  -benefit  is  to  be 
anticipated  from  an  absolute  abolition  of  the  use  of  nar- 
cotic drugs,  dealt  with  in  the  Opium  Convention.  This 
could  be  realised  if  substitutes  were  obtainable,  possessing 
the  same  healing  power,  without  the  properties  which 
lead  to  misuse.  The  researches  necessary  to  discover  these 
substitutes  have  already  had  some  result  and  ought  to 
be  strongly  supported.  Dr.  Coeburgh  summarises  his 
views  in  the  following  conclusions  :  1.  The  use  of  narcotic 
drugs  and  the  illicit  trade  in  them  can  only  be  eradicated 
by  raising  the  moral  level  of  the  people.  2.  Heavy  penal- 
ties may  contribute  a  little  towards  restraining  smuggling, 
but  little  or  no  result  can  be  expected  in  the  direction 
of  restraining  the  misuse  of  narcotic  drugs.  The  existing 
laws  concerning  dangerous  drugs  have  been  operative 
for  too  short  a  time  to  give  definite  data  as  to  the  possi- 
bility of  minimising  the  misuse  of  dangerous  drugs  to  a 
greater  extent  than  at  present.  The  effect  is  being 
partly  defeated  by  the  absence  of  laws  of  the  same  kind  in 
some  countries  or  By  inefficient  administration.  It  will 
be  desirable  to  urge  that  these  countries  assume  the  obli- 
gations of  the  Opium  Convention  by  passing  the  neces- 
sary enactments  and  executing  them.  It  is  desirable  to 
complete  the  strict  fulfilment  of  the  obligations  of  the 
Opium  Agreement  by  an  intelligence  service  concerning 
the  intended  exportation  of  narcotic  drugs.  This  might 
yield  the  same  results  in  intensifying  the  control  on  the 
traffic,  as  would  follow  the  adoption  of  the  system  of 
importation  certificates,  recommended  by  the  League  of 
Nations,  whilst  the  difficulties  for  the  bona  fide  trade, 
connected  with  the  legitimate  distribution  of  the  drugs, 
would  be  obviated. 

British  Dangerous  Drugs  Legislation 

In  his  report  on  Dangerous  Drugs  Legislation, 
Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones  states  that  during  the  last 
two  years,  the  efforts  made  in  all  civilised  countries 
to  control  the  traffic  in  what  are  known  as  "  dangerous  " 
drugs  have  attracted  widespread  attention,  and  the  cam- 
paign has  naturally  received  the  eager  notice  of  those 
newspapers  which  live  by  pandering  to  the  morbid  tastes 
of  a  sensation-loving  public.  With  this  aspect  we  as 
pharmacists  are  not  concerned.  Inasmuch,  however,  as 
the  pharmacist  is  the  channel  whereby  the  legitimate 
demand  for  these  drugs  in  the  treatment  of  disease  is 
supplied,  the    burden    of    dangerous    drugs  legislation 


presses  upon  him  more  heavily  than  upon  any  other  class, 
and  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  the  subject  placed  upon 
the  agenda  for  discussion  at  this  meeting  of  the  Inter- 
national Federation.  It  is  common  knowledge  that  the 
recent  outbreak  of  legislation  is  due  to  the  provisions 
of  article  295  of  the  Versailles  Treaty  of  Peace,  whereby 
the  signatories  bound  themselves  within  twelve  months 
to  enact  legislation  to  implement  the  International  Opium 
Convention  of  1912.  There  undoubtedly  had  grown  up, 
prior  to,  and  during  the  war,  an  increasing  traffic  in 
narcotic  drugs,  and  in  so  far  as  the  misuse  of  these 
powerful  substances  can  be  checked  and  controlled  by 
mere  restrictive  measures,  legislation  to  that  end  has  met 
with  the  support  of  pharmacists  all  over  the  world.  It 
is  not  uncommon  perhaps  to  find  the  view  expressed  that 
these  attempts  to  protect  the  fool  from  the  consequences 
of  his  folly  are  in  the  long  run  undesirable.  It  has  been 
said  for  example  that  "  almost  all  prohibition  movements 
are  costly  and  often  useless.  A  certain  number  of 
wretched  creatures  fall  victims  to  drugs  or  to  alcohol. 
When  they  become  a  nuisance  or  a  danger  to  other 
citizens,  then  there  are  ample  powers  at  the  disposal  of 
the  law  for  dealing  with  them  adequately.  If  they  keep 
within  the  law,  but  defy  nature  and  her  warnings,  then 
it  may  be  best  so  far  as  the  State  is  concerned  to  allow 
nature  to  execute  her  ruthless  but  beneficient  purpose. 
We  see  no  reason  why  the  whole  machinery  of  government 
should  be  dislocated  and  an  enormous  expense  involved  in 
the  vain  hope  of  protecting  from  vice  and  its  consequence 
a  miserable  remnant  of  worthless  and  degraded  creatures." 
Into  the  merits  of  this  controversy  whatever  our  views  as 
citizens  may  be,  as  pharmacists  we  do  not  enter.  The 
Governments  of  the  world  have  decided  to  attempt  by 
legislation  to  deal  with  a  pressing  evil  and  it  is  our  duty 
loyally  to  carry  out  to  the  best  of  our  ability  the  task 
which  these  laws  have  imposed  upon  us.  This  duty  is 
in  fact  being  discharged,  in  difficult  circumstances,  in  a 
manner  of  which  we  have  no  reason  to  be  ashamed.  It 
is  a  duty  which  varies  somewhat  from  country  to  country, 
and  before  its  nature  and  extent  could  be  ascertained  it 
would  be  necessary  to  consider  the  laws  which  the  sig- 
natories of  the  Convention  have  passed,  and  to  compare 
the  obligations  imposed  upon  pharmacists  by  these  vary- 
ing laws.  It  would  extend  this  paper  to  an  unreasonable 
length  if  such  a  comparison  were  attempted  here  ;  more- 
over it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  obtain  authoritative  in- 
formation as  to  the  laws  of  other  countries.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
suggests  that  the  value  of  the  International  Federation 
would  become  even  greater  if  it  were  the  habit  of  the  par- 
ticipating National  Pharmaceutical  Bodies  to  send  to  the 
Federation  particulars  of  any  legislation  directly  affecting 
pharmacists,  passed  by  their  respective  Governments.  The 
Federation  would  serve  an  exceedingly  useful  purpose  by 
collecting  authoritative  information  of  this  nature.  Mr. 
H.  Glyn-Jones  then  gives  a  brief  summary  of  the  history 
and  present  extent  of  dangerous  drugs  legislation  in 
Great  Britain.  On  the  passing  of  the  Act  the  Home 
Office  proceeded  to  make  regulations,  and  they  pub- 
lished their  first  draft  without  adequate  consultation  with 
the  medical  or  pharmaceutical  professions.  It  is  not  sur- 
prising in  the  circumstances  that  the  Regulations  as  then 
drafted  proved  to  be  unworkable,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  in  conjunction  with  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, took  parliamentary  action.  A  meeting,  attended  by 
about  200  members  of  Parliament,  specially  called  ta 
consider  the  objections  of  the  doctors  and  pharmacists 
to  the  Draft  Regulations,  decided  to  urge  the  Govern- 
ment to  set  up  a  Special  Committee  to  go  through  the 
Draft  Regulations  in  detail  and  to  take  evidence  sub- 
mitted by  the  professions  and  others  who  were  objecting. 
The  Committee  was  appointed  and  made  material 
alterations,  and  as  the  result  the  amended  Regulations 
were  accepted  by  both  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
professions,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  however,  pro- 
testing. The  principal  Regulations  which  'were  made 
under  the  Act  affecting  pharmacists  are  as  follows  : — 

That  unless  the  Drugs  are  lawfully  dispensed  in  pursuance 
of  a  prescription  given  by  a  medical  practitioner,  dentist, 
or  veterinary  surgeon  they  can  not  be  supplied  to  any 
person  not  iicensed  or  authorised  to  be  in  possession  of 
them. 
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A  prescription  to  be  in  order  has  to  be  in  writing,  dated 
and  signed  by  the  medical  practitioner,  dentist  or  veterinary 
surgeon  as  the  case  may  be  with  his  full  name  (subse- 
quently altered  to  "usual  signature")  and  address;  the 
name  and  address  of  the  patient  and  total  amount  of  the 
drug  to  be  supplied  must  be  stated  on  the  prescription. 
Some  exceptions  were  made  in  the  case  of  prescriptions  for 
National  Health  Insurance  purposes. 

The  drugs  ordered  on  a  prescription  cannot  be  supplied 
more  than  once  on  the  same  prescription  unless  the  prescrip- 
tion directs  that  they  may  be  supplied  on  more  than  one 
but  not  exceeding  three  occasions. 

The  prescription  has  to  be  marked  with  the  dates  on 
which  it  is  dispensed,  and  retained  by  the  person  dispensing 
it  and  kept  available  for  reference. 

Except  in  the  case  of  a  medicine  dispensed  on  a  prescrip- 
tion, the  container  has  to  be  marked  with  the  total  amount 
of  the  Drug  in  the  package  or  bottle  and  the  percentage  of 
the  Drug,  or,  in  the  case  of  tables  with  the  amount  of  the 
Drug  in  each  tablet  and  the  number  of  tablets,  etc.,  in  the 
package  or  bottle. 

Records. — The  pharmacist  has  to  keep  a  special  register 
in  which  he  is  required  to  enter  all  supplies  of  the  drugs 
obtained  by  him  and  all  dealings  in  the  drugs. 

In  connection  with  these  records  it  was  pointed  out  to 
the  Committee  that  the  regulations  were  set  up  in  fulfilment 
of  the  obligations  of  this  country  under  the  International 
Opium  Convention,  by  which  we  were  pledged  to  enact  laws 
or  regulations  to  confine  to  legitimate  purposes  the  manu- 
facture, sale  and  use  of  morphine,  cocaine  and  certain 
other  drugs,  "  unless  laics  or  regulations  on  the  subject  are 
ah  carh/  in  existence  "  (International  Opium  Convention, 
Article  I.).  With  reference  to  the  provision  requiring  records 
of  the  transaction  in   the   drugs,   the  Convention  added : 

This  rule  shall  not  necessarily  apply  to  medical  prescrip- 
tions and  to  sale  by  duly  authorised  chemists." 

Although  the  Committee  did  not  exempt  pharmacists  from 
keeping  records,  they  did  by  implication  recognise  the 
original  intention  by  stating  in  the  reg-ulations  that  a  phar- 
macist in  lieu  of  keeping  the  register  might  enter  separately 
references  under  the  appropriate  dates  to  the  entries  he  is 
required  to  make  in  the  Poison  Register  or  Prescription 
Book  kept  by  him  in  pursuance  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

The  conditions  appertaining  in  hospitals  have  been 
specially  met,  but  in  the  main  the  regulations  dealing  with 
them  coincide  with  the  regulations  summarised  above. 

In  commenting  upon  this  legislation  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
proceeds  to  state  :  I  do  not  intend  to  touch  upon  the 
larger  question  of  whether  the  major  purpose  of  the 
International  Opium  Convention,  namely  the  suppression 
of  the  misuse  of  these  drugs  is  being  achieved,  nor  upon 
present  or  future  proposals  such  as  the  import  certificate 
system  for  regulating  manufacture  and  distribution. 
These  subjects  will,  I  am  informed,  be  dealt  with  by 
others  who  I  am  sure  will  be  far  more  competent  than  I. 
I  propose  to  have  regard  only  to  its  effect  upon  the  retail 
distribution  of  the  drugs  by  doctors,  chemists,  veterinary 
surgeons,  and  so  on.  The  Regulations  summarised  above 
came  into  force  on  May  20,  1921.  Since  that  time  other 
amending  regulations  have  been  issued  and  in  some 
cases  as  quickly  cancelled.  For  example,  the  Home 
Office  attempted  to  make  it  illegal  for  a  doctor  to  write 
a  prescription  for  his  own  "use.  The  result  of  this  was 
of  course  that  a  doctor  in  need  of  treatment  was  com- 
mitting an  illegal  act  if  he  obtained  supplies  on  a  pre- 
scription in  his  own  name,  while  the  transaction  was  per- 
fectly legal  if  the  prescription  was  written  in  the  name 
of  his  wife  or  errand  boy.  A  further  regulation  was 
made  in  March  of  this  year  whkh  provides  that  "  a 
prescription  for  any  of  the  drugs  shall  only  be  dispensed 
if  the  person  dispensing  the  prescription  is  acquainted 
with  the  signature  of  the  medical  practitioner,  registered 
dentist  or  registered  veterinary  surgeon  by  whom  the 
prescription  purports  to  be  given  or  has  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  the  prescription  is  not  genuine ;  or  if  he 
has  taken  reasonably  sufficient  steps  to  satisfy  himself 
that  the  prescription  is  genuine." 

Penalising  the  Chemist 
As  a  result  the  main  burden  of  the  administration 
of  these  regulations  is  cast  upon  the  chemist.  It  has 
even  been  argued  that  under  the  regulation  making 
it  illegal  to  supply  except  upon  a  prescription 
an  offence  has  been  committed  if  a  supply 
is  made  upon  a  prescription  which  is  afterwards 
discovered     to    be     a    forgery,     although    so  skilful 


as  to  deceive  a  person  acquainted  with  the  doctor's  hand- 
writing. An  amending  Act  passed  in  May  1923,  while 
providing  that  an  offence  committed  "  by  inadvertence  " 
— whatever  that  may  mean — is  punishable  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  £50,  and  not  by  imprisonment,  increases  the 
maximum  penalty  for  general  breaches  of  the  Act  to  a 
fine  of  £1,000  and  not  exceeding  10  years'  penal  servi- 
tude. It  is  thus  apparent  that  Dangerous  Drugs  Legis- 
lation in  Great  Britain  is  an  instrument  of  severe  coer- 
cion for  the  pharmacist.  The  regulations  are  so  stringent 
that  even  the  most  careful  man  can  hardly  avoid  an 
occasional  breach.  To  render  liable  to  conviction  by  a 
criminal  court  a  man  who  is  guilty  of  a  so-called  offence 
involving  no  moral  turpitude  whatever  is  a  regrettable 
policy,  and  one  which  is  showing  a  tendency  to  increase. 
The  result  is  to  diminish  the  respect  in  which  the  law  is 
held,  and  to  bring  about  the  impression  that  for  a  phar- 
macist to  appear  in  court  and  pay  if  necessary  a  penalty 
is  a  matter  as  unavoidable  and  as  unimportant  as  an 
occasional  difference  of  opinion  with  his  wholesaler  in- 
volving a  sum  of  money  corresponding  to  the  fine. 
Doctors  and  pharmacists  as  a  class  can  be  credited  with 
the  possession  of  at  least  the  average  amount  of  public 
spirit  and  share  with  all  right-minded  people  the  desire 
to  prevent  the  abuse  of  narcotics.  They  know  more  about 
the  extent  and  the  nature  of  the  abuse  than  any  other 
section  of  the  community  and  the  most  powerful  weapon 
any  Government  can  possess  is  the  hearty  and  loyal  co- 
operation of  these  two  professions  in  abating  the  evil. 
Sanctions  in  the  shape  of  legislation  and  regulations  are 
of  course  necessary  for  dealing  with  the  infinitesimally 
small  proportion  of  the  black  sheep  amongst  both  pro- 
fessions. There  is,  however,  the  ever-present  danger  of 
over-legislation  and  over-regulation  to  the  avoidable  incon- 
venience of  the  community  at  large  in  the  interest  of  the 
almost  infinitesimal  small  proportion  of  our  citizens  who 
are  moral,  mental  or  physical  degenerates.  There  is  a 
danger  also  that  if  the  administration  of  regulations  be- 
comes harsh  and  unreasonable  it  may  convert  offenders 
into  martyrs.  The  repressive  measures  can  only  succeed 
if  the  two  professions  are  willing  allies  with  the 
authorities.  To  estrange  the  professions  would  be  a 
foolish  policy.  Doctors  and  pharmacists  can  do  more 
than  any  Government  Department  to  check  illicit  drug 
taking.  To  forfeit  their  goodwill  in  the  campaign  would 
be  to  lose  infinitely  more  than  could  be  gained  by  legisla- 
tion and  regulations,  for  however  drastic  or  unreasonably 
onerous  the  latter  may  be,  they  cannot  be  framed  as  to 
leave  no  loop  holes.  Pharmacists  like  the  rest  of  the  com- 
munity would  ultimately  refuse  to  respect  enactments 
which  did  not  commend  themselves  at  least  to  the  majority 
of  right  minded  members  of  their  profession.  A  grudging 
fulfilment  in  the  letter  of  measures  felt  to  be  unreasonable 
would  be  a  poor  substitute  for  active  willing  co-operation 
in  the  administration  of  regulations  regarded  by  both 
doctors  and  pharmacists  to  be  so  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary as  to  merit  not  only  obedience  to  the  letter  but 
enthusiastic  compliance  in  spirit. 

Discussion 

M  Bouville  dealt  briefly  with  some  instances  of  hard- 
ships resulting  from  the  application  of  the  French  law, 
and  referred  particularly  to  the  grave  situation  m  which 
pharmacists  find  themselves  when  dispensing  in  good  faith 
prescriptions  found  to  be  forged.  . 

The  President  thereupon  placed  two  questions  to  the 
meeting  : —  .  .  .  , 

1.  Is  the  meeting  in  agreement  with  the  provisions  or 
the   Hague   Opium  Convention? 

2.  Does  recent  dangerous  drugs  legislation  tend  to  com- 
plicate the  exercise  of  the  profession? 

He  suggested  that  a  report  should  be  drawn  up  on 
the  legislation  on  dangerous  drugs  in  force  in  each 
country,  and  when  these  reports  were  available  that  a 
discussion  on  the  subject  should  be  initiated.      _  _ 

M  Pattou  urged  that  the  members  of  commissions 
entrusted  with  the  task  of  elaborating  Teports  should  in 
each  case  draw  up  their  conclusions  and  proposals. 

Mr  C  L.  Butchers  informed  the  meeting,  as  a  matter 
of  interest,  that  the  Government  of  Victoria  (Australia) 
had  consulted  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Victoria,-  and  had 
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drafted  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  at  its  suggestion,  and 
had  placed  the  administration  of  the  Act  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary-General  declared  himself  also  in 
favour  of  the  inclusion  of  a  resume  and  conclusions  in 
all  reports,  as  a  basis  for  discussion  by  the  Federation. 

Cav.  Pratta  expressed  himself  in  complete  agree- 
ment, but  he  pleaded  for  haste  in  dealing  with  this 
matter.  In  Italy  a  terrible  law  had  been  passed,  a  law 
which  had  been  made  in  haste,  which  provided  imprison- 
ment for  even  slight  infringements  by  pharmacists  The 
Government  had  indeed  refrained  from  enforcing  this 
law,  being  fully  aware  of  its  Draconian  character,  and 
were  striving  to  find  ways  and  means  of  equitably 
applying  its  provisions.  For  this  reason  he  wished  to 
be  able  to  take  back  with  him  some  definite  conclusions 
arrived  at  by  the  Federation,  which  would  assist  Italian 
pharmacists  in  regard  to  the  introduction  of  new 
dangerous  drugs  regulations  in  his  country. 

Pharmaceutical  Representation 
The  President  now  called  upon  Mr.  C.  L.  Butchers 
who  proposed  the  following  resolution  on  behalf  of  the 
Australian  Pharmaceutical  Societies 

That  this  Federation  is  of  opinion  that  adequate 
representation  should  be  accorded  to  pharmacists 
on  all  committees  controlling  State  health  dispensing 
Government  departments,  he  said,  were  set  up  to 
administer  State  Health  Insurance,  but  pharmacists  had 
no  representation  on  the  controlling  committees  The 
Australian  societies  were  strongly  of  opinion  that  phar- 
macists should  be  represented  on  all  bodies  governing 
the  particular  sphere  of  health  insurance  work  with 
which  they  were  concerned. 

M  Pattou  said  that  this  demand  was  included  in  the 
resolution  already  passed.  Mr.  Butchers  replied  that 
the  two  matters  were  entirely  different ;  whereas  the 
nrst  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Governments  should 
acquaint  pharmaceutical  bodies  with  proposed  legislation, 
the  second  was  that  pharmacists  should  have  a  voice  in 
the  control. 

Standards  for  Surgical  Dressings 
Mr.  A  W.  Gerrard  (Birmingham),  in  supportm-  Mr. 
Butchers  second  resolution,  said  he  had  recently  had  this 
matter  brought  before  him  in  connection  with  the  publica- 
tion of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  issued  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  was  desirable  that  we  in 
this  country  should  establish  standards  for  surgical 
dressings,  owing  to  the  large  variety  of  qualities  existing, 
and  whicn  were  being  sold  without  any  regulation 
whatever.  Some  of  the  qualities  were  very  inferior,  some 
were  better,  and  some  were  worse.  He  gave  credit  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  for  the  work 
they  had  done  m  this  connection.  They  had  established 
Committees  of  their  own,  and  had  consulted  with 
British  pharmacists  who  had  some  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  and  manufacturers  of  surgical  dressings  felt  that 
they  should  come  more  intimately  into  contact  with  the 
Government  authority.  They  had  the  knowledge,  as 
manufacturers,  and  were  prepared  to  give  that  knowledge 
for  the  benefit  of  their  brother  pharmacists.  It  was  felt 
that  it  would  have  been  much  better  if  a  good  all-round 
committee  had  been  formed,  which  had  been  represented 
on  some  of  the  Government  committees  which  had  taken 
up  this  matter.  It  was  desirable  that  there  should  be 
international  uniformity  on  such  important  matters  as 
surgical  dressings,  and  he  hoped  to  hear  some  day  that 
we  should  be  able  to  establish  good  and  sensible  interna- 
tional standards  for  all  these  things. 

Discussion 

Dr.  Cav.  A.  Eobaldo  (Italy)  thought  that  the  partici- 
pation of  pharmacists  in  legislative  matters  was  rather 
too  limited,  as  apparently  all  matters  connected  with 
hygiene  were  still  regarded  as  being  a  monopoly  of  the 
medical  profession. 

At  this  point  telegrams  from  the  Esthonian  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  and  from  the  Swiss  Association  of 
Pharmacists  were  read,  wishing  success  to  the  meeting. 

M.  Pattou  suggested  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that 


whenever  pharmaceutical  interests  are  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Government  (alternatively,  of  a  public  body), 
trie  latter  should  call  upon  the  national  pharmaceutical 
organisations  for  their  co-operation  and  advice. 

M.  Loisel  suggested  including  schools  of  pharmacy  in 
addition  to  pharmaceutical  societies. 

Mr.  Butchers  said  that  the  resolution  proposed  by 
M.  Pattou  did  not  go  far  enough ;  he  wanted  actual 
representation  on  the  committees. 

Professional  Fees 

Mr.  Butchers  then  presented  the  subject  brought 
forward  by  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  New  South  Wales,  i.e.,  the  desirability  of  establish- 
ing the  principle  of  a  professional  fee  for  dispensing. 
He  stated  that  the  principle  behind  it  was  that  when 
any  questions  affecting  prices  were  being  dealt  with  by 
Governments,  the  first  consideration  should  be  the  pro- 
fessional services  of  the  pharmacist — not  simply  a  per- 
centage on  the  actual  goods  turned  out  or  the  mixture 
dispensed,  but  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  plus  a  pro- 
fessional dispensing  fee.  The  idea  was  that  in  the 
future  the  pharmacist  might  be  able  to  claim  a  pro- 
fessional fee  over  and  above  the  actual  work  he  did, 
and  he  considered  that  the  Federation  might  at  this 
stage  set  down  a  general  principle  for  the  guidance  of 
pharmaceutical  societies  everywhere,  that  it  was  con- 
sidered that  the  time  had  arrived  when  proper  considera- 
tion should  be  given  to'  the  professional  services  the 
pharmacist  rendered.  In  this  connection,  he  mentioned 
that  the  pharmaceutical  societies  of  Australia  had  an 
agreement  with  the  Government  for  dispensing  for  the 
repatriated  soldiers,  whereby  the  principle  established 
was  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  plus  the  cost  of  the 
container,  and  a  dispensing  fee  of  Is.  2d.  for  every 
prescription  made  up. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed  the  translation  into 
French  and  Italian  of  Mr.  Butchers'  resolution,  the 
mention  of  the  dispensing-fee  provoking  exclamations  of 
surprise,  M.  Pattou,  after  expressing  envy  at  the  high 
dispensing-fee  which  his  Australian  confreres  can  claim, 
compared  with  the  scanty  sum  established  in  most  Euro- 
pean, including  the  Belgian,  drug  tariffs,  a  sentiment 
echoed  by  the  other  foreign  members,  gave  particulars 
of  the  new  Belgian  drug  tariff  for  dispensing  for  sick 
clubs,  and  Cav.  Pratta  referred  to  the  new  official 
Italian  drug  tariff  and  its  basis. 

Dr.  Morales  hoped  that  the  Federation  would  elaborate 
the  principles  upon  which  a  drug  tariff  and  dispensing 
fees  should  be  based.  In  his  opinion  the  tariff  charges 
should  be  scaled  to  suit  the  financial  position  of  the 
patient,  and  he  instanced  the  difference  between  a  phar- 
macist in  an  aristocratic  quarter,  where  the  majority  of 
the  residents  were  absent  for  about  four  months  in  the 
year,  and  the  pharmacist  in  a  district  inhabited  by 
artisans  Finally,  the  President  suggested  that  this 
question  be  referred  to  a  committee. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Schaerbeek-Laeken,  and 
the  International  Association  of  Pharmacists  in  Cairo, 
not  having  sent  any  delegates  or  reports,  no  discussion 
on  the  subjects  put  down  on  the  agenda  in  their  names 
took  place. 

Other  Matters 

Mr.  V.  Cofman  was  unable  to  initiate  his  discussion 
on  the  unification  of  pharmaceutical  preparations,  and 
briefly  referred  to  his  suggestion  that  a  complete  biblio- 
graphy should  be  collected  of  the  available  literature  on 
drugs,  each  country  contributing  to  this  task. 

M.  Collard  suggested  that  the  Federation  should 
undertake  an  inquiry  into  the  organisation  of  rural 
pharmacies,  and  Cav.  Pratta  asked  the  Federation  to 
consider  the  wishes  enumerated  in  the  questionnaire  con- 
tained in  the  long  letter  read  at  the  session  on  the 
previous  day. 

The  subjects  on  the  agenda  having  all  been  dealt  with, 
M.  Rousseau  now  called  upon  the  meeting  to  express 
its  thanks  to  the  President  and  the  Bureau  of  the 
Federation  for  their  zeal  and  labours,  to  which  an 
enthusiastic  response  was  given,  whereupon,  at  1.10  p.m., 
the  London  meeting  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation  was  brought  to  a  close. 
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Therapeutic  Substances  Bill 

A  Bill  Intituled 
An  Act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  the  manufacture, 

sale,   and  importation  of  vaccines,  sera,   and  other 

therapeutic  substances. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  King's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

Therapeutic  Substances  to  which  Act  Applies. — 1.  This 
Act  applies  to  the  therapeutic  substances  specified  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  Act  and  any  other  therapeutic  sub- 
stances which  may  from  time  to  time  be  added  to  that 
Schedule  by  regulations  made  under  this  Act  as  being 
substances  the  purity  or  potency  of  which  cannot  be 
adequately  tested  by  chemical  means. 

Restrictions  on  Manufacture  of  Therapeutic  Substances. 
— 2. — (1)  No  person  shall  manufacture  for  sale  any  thera- 
peutic substance  to  which  this  Act  applies  unless  he 
holds  a  licence  for  the  purpose  from  the  licensing 
authority,  or  elsewhere  than  on  the  premises  in  respect 
of  which  such  a  licence  is  granted. 

(2)  A  licence  under  this  section  shall  continue  in 
force  for  such  period  as  may  be  prescribed,  but  may 
from  time  to  time  be  renewed  for  a  like  period,  and 
may  extend  to  all  the  therapeutic  substances  to  which 
this  Act  applies,  or  to  such  one  or  more  of  them  as 
may  be  specified  in  the  licence,  and  shall  be  granted 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed. 

!3)  An  applicant  for  a  licence  or  the  renewal  of  a 
licence  must  satisfy  the  licensing  authority  that  the 
conditions  under  which  the  therapeutic  substances  are 
to  be  manufactured  by  him  and  the  premises  in  -which 
they  are  to  be  manufactured  are  such  as  to  comply 
with  regulations  made  under  this  Act,  and  any  applicant 
who  so  satisfies  the  licensing  authority  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  grant  or  renewal  of  the  licence. 

(4)  The  licensing  authority  may  revoke  a  licence  or 
suspend  it  for  such  period  as  he  thinks  fit  if  in  his 
opinion  the  licensee  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions subject  to  'which  the  licence  was  granted  or  with 
the  regulations  made  under  this  Act  as  to  the  prescribed 
standards  of  strength,  quality  and  purity,  and  such 
revocation  or  suspension  may  apply  to  all  therapeutic 
substances  to  which  the  licence  applies  or  to  some  one 
or  more  of  them  : 

Provided  that  any  person  who  is  aggrieved  by  the 
revocation  or  suspension  of  his  licence  may,  subject  to 
rules  of  court,  appeal  to  the  Court,  whose  decision  shall 
be  final. 

(5)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  prepara- 
tion by  a  registered  medical  practitioner  of  a  thera- 
peutic substance  to  which  this  Act  applies  either  for 
any  of  his  own  patients  or  for  and  at  the  request  of 
another  such  practitioner. 

Restrictions  on  Importation  of  Therapeutic  Substances. 
— 5. — (1)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  import  into  Great 
Britain  or  Northern  Ireland  any  therapeutic  substance 
to  which  this  Act  applies  unless  it  is  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
that  it  complies  with  the  standard  of  strength,  quality 
and  purity  prescribed  in  the  case  of  the  suhstance  in 
question  manufactured  in  Great  Britain  or  Northern 
Ireland,  and  unless  it  is  consigned  to  a  person  licensed 
by  the  licensing  authority  to  import  it. 

(3)  The  issue  of  a  licence  under  this  section  shall 
be  subject  to  such  conditions,  including  conditions  as 
to  suspension  and  revocation,  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(4)  Therapeutic  substances  prohibited  to  be  imported  by 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be  included  among  the 
goods  enumerated  and  described  in  the  table  of  prohibi- 
tions and  restrictions  inwards  contained  in  Section  42 
of  the  Customs  (Consolidation)  Act,  1876,  and  the  pro- 
visions of  that  Act  and  any  Act  amending  or  extending 
that  Act  shall  apply  accordingly. 

Joint  Advisory  Committees. — 4. — (1)  For  the  purpose 
of  framing  regulations  under  this  Act  and  for  securing 
uniformity  of  standards  there  shall  be  established  a 
joint  committee  consisting  of  the  Minister  of  Health, 


who  shall  he  chairman,  the  Secretary  for  Scotland,  and 
the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland  : 

Provided  that  each  member  of  the  joint  committee  may 
appoint  a  deputy  to  act  for  him  at  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee at  which  he  is  unable  to  be  present. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  joint  committee 
in  the  preparation  of  regulations  under  this  Act  there 
shall  Ibe  appointed  an  advisory  committee  consisting  of 
one  member  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  who 
shall  be  chairman,  one  member  appointed  by  the  Scottish 
Board  of  Health,  one  member  appointed  by  the  Minister 
of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland,  one  member 
appointed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council,  one  member 
appointed  by  the  General  Medical  Council,  and  one- 
member  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Power  to  Make  Regulations. — 5. — (1)  The  joint  com- 
mittee, after  consultation  with  the  advisory  committee, 
may  make  regulations  for  the  following  purposes  : — 

(a)  For  prescribing  the  standard  of  strength,  quality 
and  purity  of  any  therapeutic  substance  to  which  this 
Act  applies; 

(b)  For  prescribing  the  tests  to  be  used  for  deter- 
mining whether  the  standard  has  been  attained  ; 

(c)  For  prescribing  units  of  standardisation; 

(d)  For  adding  to  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  any  thera- 
peutic substance  the  purity  or  potency  of  which  cannot 
be  adequately  tested  by  chemical  means ; 

(e)  For  prescribing  the  form  of  licences  under  this 
Act  and  of  applications  therefor,  and  of  notices  to  be 
given  in  connection  therewith ; 

(/)  For  prescribing  the  conditions  subject  to  which 
licences  may  be  issued,  including  in  the  case  of  a  licence 
to  manufacture  conditions  that  the  licensee  shall  allow 
any  inspector  authorised  by  the  licensing  authority  in 
that  behalf  to  ienter  any  premises  where  the  manufacture 
is  carried  on,  and  to  inspect  the  process  and  plant  and 
the  process  of  manufacture  and  the  means  employed  for 
standardising  and  testing  the  manufactured  substance  and 
to  take  samples  thereof ; 

(g)  For  prescribing  any  other  matter  which  under  this 
Act  is  to  be  prescribed. 

(2)  Regulations  so  made  may  also  as  respects  any 
such  therapeutic  substance  to  which  this  Act  applies  as 
may  be  specified  in  the  regulations  contain  provisions  : — 

(a)  Requiring  that,  if  advertised  or  sold  as  a  proprie- 
tary medicine  or  contained  in  such  medicine,  such 
accepted  scientific  name,  or  name  descriptive  of  the  true 
nature  and  origin  of  the  substance,  as  may  be  prescribed 
shall  appear  on  the  label ; 

(b)  Requiring  that  the  date  of  the  manufacture  shall 
be  stated  in  the  prescribed  manner  on  all  vessels  or 
other  packages  in  which  the  substance  is  sold  or  offered 
for  sale,  and  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the  substance  after 
the  expiration  of  the  prescribed  period  from  the  date 
of  manufacture ; 

(c)  Prohibiting  the  sale  or  the  offering  for  sale  of  the 
substance  otherwise  than  in  a  vessel  or  other  container 
of  such  character  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  requiring 
that  the  prescribed  label  or  other  description  shall  be 
affixed  to  such  vessel  or  container. 

Offences. — 6.  If  any  person — 

(a)  manufactures  for  sale  any  therapeutic  substance 
to  which  this  Act  applies  without  a  licence  for  the 
purpose  ; 

(b)  contravenes  or  fails  to  comply  with  any  condition 
subject  to  which  a  licence  under  this  Act  is  issued; 

(c)  sells  or  has  in  his  possession  for  sale  any  thera- 
peutic substances  to  which  this  Act  applies  knowing  it  to 
have  been  manufactured  or  imported  in  contravention 
of  this  Acfc  or  the  regulations  made  thereunder  : 

{d)  contravenes  or  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  any  regulation  made  under  this  Act ; 
he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  this  Act,  and 
liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  pounds,  or  in  the  case  of  a  second  or  sub- 
sequent conviction,  to  such  a  fine  or  to  imprisonment 
with  or  withoui  hard  labour  for  a  time  not  exceeding 
three  months,  and  in  either  case  to  forfeit  any  goods 
in  connection  with  which  the  offence  was  committed,  and 
without  prejudice,  when  the  offender  is  the  holder  of 
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a  licence,  to  the  exercise  of  the  power  suspending  or 
revoking  the  licence. 

Interpretation. — 7. — (1)  The  following  authorities  shall 
be  the  licensing  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  : 

(a)  As  respects  England  and  Wales,  the  Minister  of 
Health  : 

(6)  As  respects  Scotland,  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health  : 

(c)  As  respects  Northern  Ireland,  the  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  expression 
"  court  "  means  as  respects  England  and  Wales,  the 
High  Court;  as  respects  Scotland,  the  Court  of  Session; 
and  as  respects  Northern  Ireland,  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  for  Northern  Ireland. 

Short  Title,  Commencement  and  Extent. — 8. — (1)  This 
Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act, 
1923. 

(2)  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  such  day 
not  being  earlier  than  one  year  nor  later  than  two  years 
after  the  passing  thereof  as  may  be  fixed  by  Order  in 
Council. 

(3)  This  Act  shall  extend  to  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland,  but  in  relation  to  Northern  Ireland  shall,  as 
respects  matters  within  the  powers  of  the  Parliament  of 
Northern  Ireland,  be  subject  to  repeal  or  alteration  by 
that  Parliament  as  if  it  had  been  an  Act  passed  before 
the  appointed  day  within  the  meaning  of  the  Government 
of  Ireland  Act,  1920. 

SCHEDULE. 
Therapeutic  Substances  to  which  Act  applies 

1.  The  substances  commonly  known  as  vaccines,  sera, 
toxins,  antitoxins,  and  antigens. 

2.  The  substance  commonly  known  as  salvarsan  (dioxy- 
diamino-arseno-benzol-di-hydrochloride)  and  analogous 
substances  used  for  the  specific  treatment  of  infective 
disease. 

3.  Preparations  of  the  specific  antidiabetic  principle  of 
the  pancreas,  known  as  insulin. 

4.  Preparations  of  the  posterior  lobe  of  the  pituitary 
body  intended  for  use  by  injection. 


Chemists'  Defence  Association 

A  meeting  of  the  directors  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association,  Ltd.,  was  held  at  19  Tavistock  Square, 
London,  W.C.I,  on  July  24.  Mr.  Leo  Joseph  was  in  the 
chair,  and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Atkinson, 
Bates,  Feaver  Clarke,  Forster,  French,  Gilleghan,  Hague, 
Hardy.  Hindle,  Jackson,  Marshall,  Matthews,  Ridyard 
and  Tranmer. 

A  number  of  claims  was  dealt  with,  including  some 
coming  within  the  third  party  risk  insurance  benefit 
recently  added  to  the  existing  privileges  of  members. 
The  secretary  reported  that  the  Association  had,  since 
the  last  meeting,  defended  members  in  seven  prosecutions 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  five  of  which 
were  in  respect  of  mixtures  and  two  in  respect  of 
drugs.  Of  the  former  the  summonses  were  dismissed  in 
four  cases  and  in  one  of  the  latter.  There  was  one 
prosecution  under  the  Shops  Act  which  was  successfully 
defended.  Under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  members 
were  defended  in  thirty-eight  summonses.  Convictions 
recorded  numbered  seven  and  twenty-eight  summonses 
were  dismissed,  while  three  were  adjourned  pending  the 
result  of  an  appeal. 

The  directors  authorised  Mr.  Joseph,  the  chairman,  to 
sign  cheques  on  behalf  of  the  Association.  Fifty-four 
new  shares  were  allotted  and  four  shares  transferred  to 
other  chemists. 


Well  "  O.P." — According  to  a  report  in  "  The 
Times  "  of  July  28,  a  tailor's  presser  in  Hull  has  been 
fined  for  the  illicit  distillation  of  spirit  declared  by  an 
analyst  to  be  "  from  57  to  137  per  cent,  above  proof." 
This  is  even  stronger  than  the  alcohol  demanded  in  a 
West  End  pharmacy  the  other  day  by  a  customer  from 
the  land  of  prohibition,  who  said  that  in  the  States  he 
could  buy  it  of  108  per  cent,  strength. 


Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 

A  meeting  of  the  executive  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  was  held  at  19  Tavistock  Square,  London,  W.C.I, 
on  July  24,  Mr.  Leo  Joseph  in  the  chair. 

In  connection  with  the  supply  of  sundries  to  camera 
clubs,  Mr.  Tranmer  mentioned  that  it  had  been  reported 
to  him  that  two  hardware  dealers  had  received  terms 
from  a  wholesale  house  for  supplying  their  staffs  with 
photographic  sundries  on  wholesale  terms.  It  was  decided 
that  it  be  left  to  the  secretary  to  take  the  matter  up. 

Authority  was  given  to  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
to  pay  such  current  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  before 
th£  next  meeting. 

A  report  was  also  received  of  a  meeting  with  the 
Society  of  Public  Analysts,  which  is  referred  to  in  the 
report  on  another  page  of  the  Council-meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Suggestions  were  received  from  the  Middlesbrough 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  regarding  methods  of  counter- 
acting the  effect  of  articles  against  the  chemist  which 
appeared  in  the  "  National  Insurance  Gazette."  The 
Buckinghamshire  Pharmaceutical  Committee  asked  the 
R.P.U.  to  get  into  closer  touch  with  the  company 
chemists  in  order  to  strengthen  the  position  in  regard 
to  Insurance  affairs. 

Further  correspondence  was  submitted  regarding  amal- 
gamation with  the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation. 

The  National  Chamber  of  Trade  asked  for  the  support 
of  the  R.P.U.  in  combating  the  introduction  of  the 
C.O.D.  parcel  post  system,  and  a  letter  to  the  same 
effect  was  received  from  the  West  Sussex  Branch  of 
the  R.P.U.  As  the  Postmaster-General  has  announced 
that  he  had  decided  to  proceed  no  further  with  the 
scheme,  no  action  was  taken. 

The  sale  of  foods  at  infant-welfare  centres  having  been 
raised  again,  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade  was  asked 
to  take  action  on  the  ground  that  this  is  municipal 
trading,  which  the  Chamber  constantly  opposes. 

A  complaint  had  been  received  regarding  the  ease  with 
which  private  individuals  can  buy  goods  at  wholesale 
prices  from  wholesale  chemists. 

"In  regard  to  the  suggestion  of  separate  invoices  for 
dangerous  drugs,  the  Drug  Club  has  replied  that  such 
a  course  would  be  beset  with  difficulties. 


Leamington. — A  meeting  of  the  Warwickshire  Branch 
(No.  39)  was  held  recently.  A  letter  from  Mr. 
Mallinson  was  read,  advising  the  Branch  not  to  fix  a 
minimum  retail  price  for  methylated  spirit. 

Leicester. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Leicester  and 
Leicestershire  Branch  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
was  held  on  July  25.  The  officers  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year  were:  Chairman,  Mr.  A.  E.  Young;  Vice- 
Chairman,  Mr.  F.  G.  Blockley;  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  A. 
Martin;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Leonard  Smith;  Committee, 
Messrs.  F.  H.  Clark,  J.  Barker,  F.  W.  Goodess.  T. 
Hind,  A.  D.  Hearnshaw,  G.  E.  Marfitt,  E.  B.  Ward, 
and  F.  T.  Wilby.  The  result  of  the  recent  window- 
dressing  competition  was  as  follows  :  (1)  Goodess  chal- 
lenge cup  and  cheque,  Mr.  P.  B.  Gadsby ;  (2)  Mr.  A.  E. 
Young;  (3)  Messrs.  F.  H.  Clark  and  H.  F.  Ingram 
(equal).  The  judges  remarked  that  the  number  of 
entries  was  better  than  last  year,  and  there  was  very 
little  difference  in  percentage  of  marks  gained  by  the 
competitors,  the  highest  being  78  per  cent,  and  the 
lowest  56  per  cent.  Mr.  Williamson,  a  previous  prize- 
winner, had  this  year  agreed  to  be  penalised  to  the 
extent  of  10  per  cent.,  or  would  have  figured  again 
among  the  first  three.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  retiring 
officers  for  the  past  year  was  heartily  supported. 


Japanese  drug  firms  combine. — The  Hoshi  Pharma- 
ceutical Co.,  of  Tokio,  has  decided  to  enlarge  its  capital 
by  30,000,000  yen  to  50.000,000  yen  by  amalgamating  with 
the  newly-floated  Kyodo  Pharmaceutical  Co.  The  in- 
creased capital  is  to  be  used  to  build  a  new  plant  in 
the  suburb  of  Tokio,  where  it  is  hoped  to  manufacture 
cinchona  alkaloids  on  a  larger  scale  than  at  present.

Local  Reports 
ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Blackpool. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  July  30,  the  clerk  said  the  Ministry  were  not  prepared 
to  alter  the  arrangements  that  where  the  term  "  bandage  " 
was  used  in  a  prescription  without  qualification  it  was 
to  be  interpreted  to  mean  a  grey  openwove  bandage. 
This  did  not  prohibit  a  practitioner  from  ordering  a  white 
bandage.  Mr.  D.  J.  Bailey,  chemist  and  druggist,  said 
the  matter  had  given  -a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  to 
chemists,  who  felt  there  was  too  much  differentiation  be- 
tween insured  and  private  people.  It  seemed  ridiculous 
that  the  Ministry  should  have  adopted  this  attitude  on 
the  ground  of  economy.  He  did  not  think  insured  persons 
should  have  to  suffer  the  indignity  of  having  grey  ban- 
dages handed  to  them. 1  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bailey,  it 
was  decided  to  write  the  Ministry  again. 

Eastbourne. — A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
was  held  on  July  24.  The  vice -chairman  (Alderman 
Duke),  who  presided,  spoke  with  appreciation  of  the 
services  since  the  inception  of  the  Committee  of  Mr. 
G.  A.  Harmer,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  had  resigned. 
Dr.  Muir  Smith  (secretary  of  the  Panel  Committee) 
repudiated  the  suggestions  that  had  been  current  for 
some  time  that  prescriptions_  made  up  by  chemists  who 
were  members  of  their  Pharmaceutical  Committees  were 
not  of  the  same  quality  as  those  of  private  chemists. 
Panei  practitioners  were  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  way 
in  which  the  pharmacists  dispensed  their  prescriptions. 
During  1922  the  average  cost  of  prescriptions  in 
Brighton  was  9.2 ;  the  total  cost  per  insured  person, 
31,2 ;  and  the  frequency  of  prescriptions  per  insured 
person,  3.4.  In  Hastings  the  corresponding  averages 
were  9.4,  33.0  and  3.5  respectively.  In  Eastbourne  the 
figures  were  :  1Q.3,  26.6.  and  2.6. 

East  Ham. — The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the 
Borough  of  East  Ham  met  on  July  24,  when  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:  Chairman,  Mr.  W.  T.  Graham; 
Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  F.  W.  Mays;  Secretary,  Mr.  S.  G. 
Tydeman;  Pharmaceutical  Service  and  Hours  of  Service 
Subcommittee,  messrs.  Brooks,  Graham  and  Thompson. 
The  Checking  Bureau  reports  were  received  and  adopted. 
It  was  decided  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  to  the  fact  that  carbon-copy  prescriptions 
have  been  refused  by  the  Pricing  Bureau,  and  to  request 
that  instructions  be  given  either  that  they  be  discon- 
tinued or  passed  in  the  ordinary  way. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Insurance  Committee  on  July  24  the  Medical  Benefit 
Subcommittee  submitted  a  statement  showing  the  result 
of  analyses  of  ten  test  prescriptions  presented  to  chemists 
under  arrangements  made  with  the  local  sanitary 
inspector.  In  no  case  had  a  discrepancy  in  dispensing 
on  the  part  of  a  chemist  oeen  revealed,  but  there  were 
two  cases  in  which  prescriptions  presented  to  chemists 
on  one  day  were  not  dispensed  until  after  noon  the 
following  day.  .The  explanation  given  in  each  case  was 
that  the  ingredients  required  were  not  in  stock.  The  sub- 
committee recommended  that  the  clerk  be  directed  to 
obtain  the  observations  of  the  chemists  on  the  apparent 
delay.  Councillor  J.  Brooks,  J.P.,  who  presided,  stated 
in  regard  to  one  of  the  cases  mentioned,  that  it  was  very 
unusual  for  that  particular  drug  to  be  prescribed  in  this 
district.  It  was,  however,  on  the  tariff,  and  should  have 
been  in  stock.  The  drug  could  easily  have  been 
obtained  within  two  hours,  even  if  the  chemist  had  to 
send  to  London  for  it.  During  the  time  when  he  prac- 
tised as  a  chemist  he  had  a  considerable  panel  business, 
but  he  was  not  once  asked  for  this  particular  drug.  The 
recommendations  of  the  Subcommittee  were  adopted. 

Essex. — At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Essex  County 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  the  following  officers  were 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year  :  Chairman,  Mr.  England 
(Romford) ;  Yice-Chairrnan,  Mr.  Slater  (Epping) ;  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  Tydeman;  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcom- 
mittee, Messrs.   England,    Nicholls,   Catto ;    Hours  of 


Service  Subcommittee,  Messrs.  Nicholls,  Catto,  Deeth. 
The  secretary  reported  a  case  which  had  been  notified 
in  regard  of  inaccurate  dispensing  of  prescription,  same 
having  been  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub- 
committee for  consideration.  A  satisfactory  report  from 
the  Checking  Bureau  was  received. 

Kent. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  on 
July  25,  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Subcommittee 
stated  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  had  decided  that  the 
Lion  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  Tunbridge  Wells,  should  not 
be  removed  from  the  list,  but  that  the  cost  of  the  recent 
inquiries  should  be  borne  by  that  company.  Amongst 
reported  cases  was  that  in  which  a  chemist  in  a  seaside 
town  took  exception  to  an  official  of  the  Kent  Insurance 
Committee  taking  a  sample  for  analysis.  When  the 
chemist  handed  the  official  in  question  the  mixture  sue 
informed  him  that  it  was  for  analysis,  and  asked  him 
to~  take  back  one-third  for  his  own  satisfaction;  he 
refused  to  do  so,  and  also  refused  to  let  her  have  the 
bottle  that  he  had  already  made  up  There  was  a  con- 
flict of  evidence,  as  the  chemist  stated  he  had  not  refused 
to  hand  her  the  mixture,  and  he  thought  he  was  within 
his  rights  in  refusing  to  divide  the  mixture  into  parts. 
The  Committee  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
complaint  was  substantiated.  The  report  of  the  Joint 
Subcommittee  to  inquire  into  the  question  of  hours  of 
service  caused  some  discussion.  As  the  hours  gf  service 
of  chemists  had  not  been  revised  since  1920,  the  Sub- 
committee had  fully  inquired  into  the  matter  all  over 
the  county.  The  Committee  had  decided  that  the 
chemists  in  Gillingham  be  required  to  institute  a  rota 
service  from  seven  to  eight  on  Wednesdays.  It  was 
further  decided  that  at  present,  no  steps  should  be  taken 
to  require  a  rota  service  beyond  eight  o'clock.  In  regard 
to  Strood,  three  chemists  had  agreed  to  arrange  a  rota 
service  on  Wednesdays  between  seven  and  eight,  and 
this  offer  was  accepted.  The  Committee  further  recom- 
mended that  the  chemists  in  Faversham  be  required  to 
provide  either  by  rota  or  otherwise  a  dispensing  service 
from  seven  to  eight  on  weekdays,  including  Thursdays, 
and  a  definite  service  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  The 
Committee  had  considered  a  general  complaint  that  there 
was  a  delay  by  chemists  in  dispensing  panel  patients' 
prescriptions,  but  reported  that  they  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  they  cannot  go  further  into  the  matter 
until  a  specific  complaint  is  made  against  a  chemist. 
Mr.  A.  W.  Tapp  moved  an  amendment,  that  the  closing 
hour  should  be  8.30  p.m.  He  thought  that  a  chemist 
living  on  the  premises  might  remain  open  to  dispense 
prescriptions.  Dr.  Day  seconded  the  amendment.  Dr. 
Salisbury  pointed  out  that  he  had  been  in  practice  in 
the  district  for  eight  years,  and  he  had  not  heard  of  any 
complaints.  He  suggested  that  the  fault  sometimes  rested 
on  the  patients  themselves.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

London  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 

on  July  26,  Mr.  J.  A.  Thomas  (chairman)  presiding,  the 
Finance  Subcommittee  recommended  the  payment  of 
several  accounts,  amongst  which  was  the  sum  of 
£17,352  12s.  3d.  to  chemists  for  the  medical  year  1922-23. 
The  accounts  were  passed.  The  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee reported  the  following  names  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  for  the  years  1923-25  : — Messrs.  B. 
Abelson,  G.  B.  Barnard,  A.  H.  Jenkin,  J.  Keall,  A.  R. 
Keith,  A.  R.  Melhuish,  J.  Milner.  C.  A.  Noble,  P.  B. 
Phillips,  D.  A.  Rees,  G.  Roe,  H.  Skinner,  P.  Sparks, 
J.  A.  Thompson,  W.  B.  Trick,  and  A.  J.  Wing.  The 
list  was  approved. — The  first  meeting  of  the  newly- 
constituted  Pharmaceutical  Committee  was  held  recently, 
Mr.  H.  Skinner  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Skinner,  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee,  offered  a  welcome  to  Mr.  George  Roe,  a 
new  member.  In  referring  to  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
W.  E.  D.  iShirtliff,  who  has  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Committee  since  its  inception,  the  chairman  expressed 
the  regret  of  the  Committee  at  the  loss  of  his  services. 
The  Committee  resolved  to  place  on  record  their  high 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Mr. 
Shirtliff.  The  following  officers  were  appointed  for  the 
ensuing  year  :  Mr.  C.  A.  Noble,  Chairman;  Mr.  A.  R. 
Keith    Vice-Chairman;  Mr.   G.   A.   Tocher,  Secretary* 
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The  retiring  chairman,  Mr.  H.  Skinner,  was  accorded  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he 
had  fulfilled  the  duties  during  his  year  of  office.  This 
was  carried  with  acclamation,  and  Mr.  Skinner  suitably 
replied.  The  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau 
for  the  month  of  April  1923  showed  that  the  margin 
of  error  in  pricing  was  0.04  per  cent.  The  secretary 
reported  inter  alia  :  That  there  were  1,603,291  insured 
persons  on  the  Eegister  at  April  21,  1923 ;  particulars 
regarding  the  new  scheme  concerning  investigation  of 
excessive  prescribing ;  and  the  following  particulars  of

The  special  subcommittee  submitted  their  interim  report 
on  the  dispensing  service  in  London. 

Middlesex. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, on  July  30,  Mr.  W.  Kelland  (chairman)  presid- 
ing, the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Subcommittee 
reported  the  following  payments  : — To  chemists  (April 
accounts),  £3,901  4s.  2d.  ;  to  practitioners  (emergency 
drugs),  5s.  3d.  ;  to  practitioners  (dispensing-fees), 
£219  15s. ;  to  the  Joint  Pricing  Committee  (third  contri- 
bution on  account,  1923),  £400;  to  chemists  (May 
accounts),  £3,586  10s.  Id.  ;  to  practitioners  (emergency 
drugs),  £2  6s.  7d.  The  following  letter  from  a  firm  of 
chemists,  from  whom  was  withheld  the  sum  of  £2  2s. 
for  failing  to  dispense  a  prescription,  was  submitted  to 
the  Committee  : — - 

"  We  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  April  30 
and  to  say  that  we  feel  that  our  attendance  at  Whitehall 
woidd  be  too  late  to  serve  any  purpose.  .  .  . 
The   prescription    was    offered    at  8.30    p.m.  as  we  were 

closing,  and  when  every  chemist  in    was  either 

closing  or  had  been  closed,  after  we  were  tired  out  with 
twelve  hours'  work  (Saturday),  half  an  hour  after  we  had 
ceased  to  be  responsible,  as  we  understand  it,  for  panel 
patients.  If  we  had  made  it  up  correctly,  we  got  5d. ; 
if  it  were  one  grain  in  ten  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  out  we 
might  have  been  fined  £11  10s.,  if  we  had  poisoned  him. 
We  joined  the  dispensing  list  of  Middlesex  for  service,  not 
for  servitude.  The  decision  of  the  Committee,  if  sound  at 
law,  means  that  every  disgruntled  plebeian  who  rolls  out  of 
a  '  pub  '  either  side  of  midnight,  if  he  be  sufficiently 
vindictive  and  has  enough  of  that  wretched  sort  of  cheap 
invention  that  can  appeal  to  piffling  egotism,  can  muck  up 
our  affairs.  Chemists  are  mostly  poor,  and  many  of  them 
will  on  that  account  put  up  with  this  sort  of  thing.  Wf 
shan't." 

Nottingham — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
on  July  27,  it  was  announced  that  there  had  been  one 
addition  to  the  list  of  panel  chemists.  The  following 
resolution  was  submitted  by  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  :  "To  draw  th? 'attention  of  th?  Minister  to 
ffie  terms  of  service  for  persons  and  firms  supplying  drugs 
and  appliances  as  comprised  in  the  present  medical  benefit 
regulations,  and  to  suggest  that  upon  the  next  revision 
opportunity  be  taken  to  arrange  and  insert  therein  a  dis- 
tance-limit beyond  which  no  establishment  for  the  supply 
of  drugs  and  appliances  to  insured  persons  shall  be 
included  in  an  Insurance  committee's  panel  list."  The 
motion  was  carried.  The  satisfactory  work  of  the  Pricing 
Committee  was  commented  on,  it  being  stated  that  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  had  questioned  the  accuracy  of 
the  work  in  0.013  per  cent,  of  cases.  Dispensing  fees  for 
the  quarter  ended  March  31  totalled  £1,862  16s/8d.,  com- 
pared with  £1,672  10s.  3d.  in  the  previous  quarter.  The 
average  dispensing-fee    per  prescription  was  4.5d. 

Portsmouth. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, held  on  July  26,  it  was  reported  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  had  been  elected  as  follows  : — 
Messrs.  W.  R.  Atterbury,  W.  H.  Bown,  G.  W.  Darling, 
W.  L.  Egerton,  J.  E.  Eyres,  Postlethwaite.  J.  W. 
Rhodes,  and  A.  B.  Sparrow.  The  report  of  the  Pricing 
Committee  showed  that  194,971  prescriptions  were  issued 


during  1922,  at  a  total  cost  of  £6,812  17s.  8d.  The 
average  cost  of  ingredients  and  dispensing  was  8.4d., 
and  per  person  on  list  (69,150)  the  cost  was  23. 6d. 

Warwickshire. — The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  was  held  at  Leamington  recently. 
All  members  were  re-elected,  except  Mr.  Ison,  Ather- 
stone,  and  Mr.  Walker,  Sutton  Coldfield,  both  of  whom 
had  resigned.  Mr.  Hutton  was  again  elected  Chairman, 
Mr.  Lester  V ice-Chairman,  and  Mr.  Charles  Davis  Secre- 
tary. Messrs.  Hutton,  Nundy,  and  Price  were  elected  as 
an  Emergency  Committee  to  deal  with  any  matters  of 
urgency.  The  report  of  the  checking  bureau  showed 
satisfactory  pricing  for  January.  The  secretary  reported 
that  he  had  conferred  with  the  panel  committee  as  to 
the  use  of  methylated  spirit  in  pigmentum  iodi,  and  the 
committee  had  agreed  to  use  rectified  spirit  instead. 

West  Ham. — -At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
recently,  a  member  said  they  were  paying  over  £1,008 
for  April  to  chemists,  and  one  night  he  passed  three 
chemists',  shops  which  were  packed  to  the  doors.  This 
would  involve  serious  hardship  to  a  person  who  might 
be  very  ill  and  on  the  point  of  collapse.  He  suggested 
that  it  would  meet  the  case  if  chemists  allocated  a  room 
where  people  could  sit  and  wait.  Mr.  Potter  said  that 
when  the  matter  came  before  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee they  would  give  it  every  consideration. 

Wolverhampton. — A  meeting  of  the  new  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  was  held  on  July  16,  when  the  following 
officers  were  elected  : — Chairman,  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  J. P.  ; 
Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  M.  R.  Warner  ;  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Coleman;  Sub-Service  Committee,  Messrs.  Bowdler, 
Marlow  and  the  secretary.  A  reply  from  the  Board  of 
Customs  and  Excise  was  to  the  effect  that  methylated 
spirit  may  be  used  in  lotio  evaporans  and  lotio  acidi 
borici  if  prescribed  for  external  use  only,  but  in  pigmen- 
tum iodi  or  in  conjunction  with  iodine  the  use  of  methy- 
lated spirits  cannot  be  sanctioned.  The  secretary  was 
instructed  to  draft  the  annual  report,  and  an  auditor 
was  appointed.

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Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act 

Rochelle  Salt 

A  complaint  that  rochelle  salt  has  been  wrongly  included 
in  the  list  of  articles  chargeable  with  duty  under  Part  I 
of  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Act  was  inquired 
into  by  Mr.  Cyril  Atkinson,  K.C.,  the  Referee,  on 
July  31.  The  complaint  was  made  by  the  Chemical 
Merchants'  and  Users'  National  Vigilance  Com- 
mittee, represented  by  Mr.  Kenneth  Swan  and  Mr.  R. 
Lambert  Parry,  and  opposed  by  Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
and  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  chemical  manufacturers,  who 
were  represented  by  Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  K.C.,  and  the 
Hon.  Stafford  Cripps.  The  Board  of  Trade  was  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  Trevor  Watson. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Swan,  opening  the  case  for  the  com- 
plainants, said  that  if  this  complaint  with  regard  to 
rochelle  salt  had  been  considered  concurrently  with  those 
concerning  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar,  the  Referee 
would  have  had  very  little  difficulty  in  dealing  with  it, 
and  in  the  same  way  as  he  had  dealt  with  those  two  sub- 
stances. Be  handed  to  the  Referee  the  formulae  for  the 
tl  ree  substances,  as  follows:  Tartaric  acid,  H.,C4H^Oa.: 
cream  of  tartar,  KHC^H^O, ;  and  roohelle  salt,  NaK 
CiHd06.  Roohelle  salt  appeared  in  two  places  in  the  list 
of  dutiable  articles  ;  in  one  case  as  rochelle  salt,  and  in  the 
other  case  as  sodium  potassium  tartrate. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  K.C.,  said  that  if  the  three 
bodies  were  always  the  same,  and  of  the  same  degree  of 
purity,  he  had  no  objection  to  the  notice  being  extended 
to  include  all  three. 

Mr.  Swan,  continuing,  said  that  when  tartaric  acid  was 
dealt  with  by  the  Referee  there  were  two  processes  of 
making  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar  discussed.  One 
was  that  referred  to  as  the  St.  Thibery  process,  in  which 
argol  was  treated  with  calcium  carbonate,  and  the  other 
was  known  as  the  rochelle  salt  process,  in  which  they 
proceeded,  via  rochelle  salt,  to  obtain  tartaric  acid  and 
cream  nf  tartar,  In  that  case  the  argol  was  treated  with 
sodium  carbonate.  The  evidence  had  shown  that  the 
French  manufacturers,  for  the  most  part,  used  the  St. 
Thibery  process,  although  there  was  one  works  where  the 
rochelle  salt  process  was  used.  The  English  manufac- 
turers had  pressed  upon  the  Referee  that  their  manufac- 
ture of  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar,  via  rochelle 
salt,  was  fine-chemical  manufacture,  the  reason  being  that 
rochelle  salt  was  much  more  soluble  than  cream  of  tartar, 
and  that  the  process  could  be  carried  on  either  with 
smaller  vats  or  a  smaller  number.  The  process  in  which 
the  rochelle  salt  was  used  as  the  intermediate  or  transi- 
tional body  was  that  carried  on  by  Kemball,  Bishop  & 
Co.  Apart  from  the  very  large  use  of  rochelle  salt  as  an 
intermediate  body  in  the  manufacture  of  tartaric  acid, 
which  ran  into  hundreds  or  thousands  of  tons,  the  other 
uses  of  rochelle  salt  were  extremely  small,  in  comparison. 
It  might  be  said  that  there  was  only  one  substantial  use, 
namely,  in  the  preparation  of  the  health  salt  known  as  the 
seidlitz  powder.  Some  years  before  the  war  the  importa- 
tion of  rochelle  salt  was  restricted  by  a  trade  arrange- 
ment between  the  manufacturers  here  and  the  potential 
importers  abroad,  so  that  there  had  been  an  artificial 
restriction  of  the  importation  of  rochelle  salt  into  this 
country.  He  was  quite  prepared  to  make  the  admission 
that,  so  far  as  his  information  went,  the  importation  of 
rochelle  salt  into  this  country,  as  a  result  of  the  arrange- 
ment to  which  he  had  referred,  was  a  negligible  quantity 
at  present,  but  it  is  a  commodity  very  largely  used 
wherever  tartaric  acid,  cream  of  tartar  and  tartrates  are 
manufactured,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad,  and  it 
could  not  be  contested  that  that  is  the  main  use  of  rochelle 
salt.  That  which  was  used  for  the  manufacture  of  seidlitz 
powders  and  other  health  salts  might  be  the  rochelle  salt 
which  was  the  intermediate  product  in  the  manufacture  of 
tartaric  acid  or  cream  of  tartar,  or  it  might  be  produced 
by  neutralising  with  sodium  carbonate  the  cream  of  tartar 
bought  on  the  market.  Therefore,  rochelle  salt  came 
either  before  or  after  cream  of  tartar. 


How  Rochelle  Salt  is  Made 

Asked  by  the  Referee  how  the  salt  was  produced,  Mr. 
Swan  said  that  the  crude  argol,  the  raw  material,  was 
potassium  hydrogen  tartrate,  which  was  the  cream  of 
tartar  in  the  crude  form.  The  rochelle  salt  was  made  by 
neutralising  that  with  sodium  carbonate  and  purifying  it 
by  filtration,  solution  and  crystallisation.  That  was  acidi- 
fied to  obtain  cream  of  tartar ;  but  rochelle  salt  could  be 
obtained  equally  well  by  employing  the  St.  Thibery  pro- 
cess, i.e.,  treating  the  argol  with  calcium  carbonate,  obtain- 
ing the  cream  of  tartar,  and  treating  that  with  sodium 
carbonate.  The  Board  of  Trade,  continued  counsel,  had 
included  rochelle  salt  in  the  list,  and  now  supported  that 
attitude  by  saying,  first  of  all,  that  it  was  a  fine  chemical, 
and  secondly,  that  it  was  an  analytical  reagent.  The 
Board  stated  that,  by  trade  custom  and  usage,  roohelle 
salt  had  been,  and  is,  properly  regarded  as  a  fine  chemical 
and  not  as  a  heavy  chemical.  The  Referee  would. see  in 
this  case  more  markedly  than  in  any  other  he  had  heard 
that  there  is  a  very  small  amount  of  trade  usage,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  practically  no  importation 
into  this  country  for  some  years  past.  It  had  been  sold  in 
seidlitz  powders  in  small  quantities,  and  there  had  been 
no  market  quotations  such  as  in  the  case  of  tartaric  acid 
or  cream  of  tartar.  It  was  produced  every  day  in  this 
country  by  Kemball,  Bishop  &  Co. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  asked  if  Mr.  Swan  was  going  to 
call  evidence  by  Kemball,  Bishop  &  Co.,  because  he  had 
been  saying  things  which  were  incorrect.  He  had  been 
suggesting  that  the  vast  bulk  of  cream  of  tartar  was  made 
via  rochelle  salt,  but  that  is  not  so.  This  statement  was 
surprising  to  those  who  knew  the  facts. 

Mr.  Swan  said  he  was  merely  referring  to  evidence 
given  in  the  previous  case.  He  could  not  call  Kemball  & 
Bishop  to  give  evidence  to  remove  a  restriction  on  a  sub- 
stance which  they  manufactured.  The  evidence  in  the 
tartaric  acid  case  was,  unquestionably,  that  tartaric  acid 
and  cream  of  tartar  are  manufactured  via  rochelle  salt. 
On  the  basis  of  that,  he  would  say  it  is  impossible  in  this 
case  to  hold  that  the  intermediate — which  is  really  the  raw 
material  from  which  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar 
(which  are  heavy  chemicals)  are  produced — is  itself  a  fine 
chemical. 

The  Referee  said  he  did  not  see  why  it  should  logically 
and  inevitably  follow.  Supposing,  in  the  manufacture  of 
an  admittedly  heavy  chemical,  some  trifling  portion  of  an 
admittedly  fine  chemical  is  used,  where  is  the  incon- 
sistency ? 

Mr.  Swan  said  he  could  quite  appreciate  that,  if  a 
synthetic  dye  were  used  for  colouring  in  the  manufacture 
of  some  heavy  chemical,  it  would  not  make  it  a  fine 
chemical.  There  the  fine  chemical,  the  synthetic  dye,  is 
a  mere  adventitious  addition  to  the  process,  but  here  the 
whole  basis  of  the  process  is  the  rochelle  salt,  which  is  the 
parent  liquor  out  of  which  the  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of 
tartar  are  produced.  It  stands  exactly  in  the  same  rela- 
tion to  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar  as  the  argol 
stands  to  the  rochelle  salt. 

The  Referee  said  he  would  have  thought  the  argol  wae 
tho  substantial  part  of  it. 

Mr.  Swan  replied  that  the  argol  is  converted  to  rochelle 
salt,  and  the  latter  is  converted  to  tartaric  acid.  In  these 
circumstances  it  would  be  preposterous  to  hold  that  an 
intermediate  transitional  chemical  is  a  fine  chemical,  when 
its  immediate  predecessor,  the  argol,  and  its  immediate 
successor,  the  tartaric  acid  and  cream  of  tartar,  are  heavy 
chemicals.  Discussing  the  question  as  to  whose  shoulders 
the  onus  rested  upon  in  this  case,  Mr.  Swan  said  the  fact 
that  those  who  had  compiled  the  list  of  dutiable  articles 
had  included  rochelle  salt  did  not  place  a  very  heavy  onus 
or  his  shoulders.  A  small  amount  of  evidence  would  be 
sufficient  to  displace  that  onus.  Chemicals  coining  into 
this  country  are  free  until  mentioned  specifically  in  the 
list,  and  the  onus  immediately  reverted  to  the  Board  ot 
Trade  to  substantiate  and  make  good  their  position. 

The  Referee  said  that  if  this  were  a  doubtful  border- 
line case,  it  ought  to  come  out  of  the  list.  Mr.  Swan 
agreed,  unless  the  Board  of  Trade  were  able  to  satisfy  mm 
on  this  point  by  primary  evidence.  Asked  what  would  be 
the  position  supposing  the  final  result  were  obscure,  Mr. 
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wan  said  that  undoubtedly  it  would  remain  out  in  that 
ase. 

The  Referee  said  that  this  is  a  question  on  which  he 
ound  some  difficulty  in  making  up  his  mind.  Supposing 
all  the  traders  and  trad©  papers  referred  to  it  as  "  fine," 
nd  the  other  half  as  "  heavy,"  so  that  it  could  not  be 
aid  that  there  was  a  definite  trade  usage.  Should  he  not 
hen  apply  some  other  test  in  order  to  decide  whether  it 
/as  a  fine  or  heavy  chemical  ? 

Mr.  Swan  replied  that,  if  there  were  an  even  balance, 
hen  the  Referee  was  thrown  back  on  the  primary  posi- 
ion,  and  the  onus  was  on  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Swan  said  that  with  regard  to  the 
5oard  of  Trade  statement  that  roehelle  salt  is  an  analyti- 
ai  reagent,  substantially  it  fs  in  the  same  position  as 
ormaldehyde  in  this  respect.  It  is  not  found  in  accepted 
tandard  works  giving  lists  of  chemical  reagentSj  although 
here  might  be  one  book,  such  as  that  published  by  Merck, 
ihich  was  encyclopaedic,  and  which  raked  in  every 
bemical  which  had  reagent  properties  and  included  it  in 
ha  book.  It  is  an  ingredient  of  Fehling's  solution,  used 
or  testing  sugar  in  urine.  It  is  not  used  by  itself  as  an 
.nalytical  reagent.  Finally,  he  said  that  the  Referee 
vould  not  be  troubled  in  this  case  with  the  problem  of 
ynthesis. 

Evidence  for  Complainants 

Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  was  the  only  witness  called  for  the 
omplainants.  Tartaric  acid,  he  said,  is  a  body  con- 
■eniently  referred  to  by  the  expression  T,  as  meaning  the 
artaric  molecule,  the  two  atoms  of  hydrogen.  If  one  of 
hese  atoms  is  replaced  by  potassium,  cream  of  tartar  is 
tbtained,  if  both  are  replaced  by  potassium  neutral  tar- 
rate  of  potash  results,  but  if  one  hydrogen  is  replaced 
>y  sodium  and  one  by  potassium,  roehelle  salt  is  pro- 
luced.  Asked  at  what  stage  of  the  manufacture  of  tar- 
aric  acid  the  roehelle  salt  was  produced,  he  said  that  for 
purposes  of  purification  it  was  prohably  produced  from  the 
inished  cream  of  tartar  as  a  commercial  article.  He  had 
lever  heard  or  seen  roehelle  salt  described  as  a  fine 
:hemical  anywhere,  although  he  had  searched  literature. 
I  is  very  rarely  quoted  in  trade  reports,  but  when  it  is, 
t  is  more  often  than  not  regarded  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemical.  A  number  of  trade  catalogues  were  then  put  in 
o  substantiate  this.  R.  W.  Greeff's  catalogue  of  1913 
jiad  a  heading,  "  Fine  Chemicals  and  Pharmaceutical 
Preparations',"  but  he  did  not  find  roehelle  salt  under  that 
leading.  Under  "  Technical  Chemicals  "  he  found 
'ocbelle  salt  as  such,  tartrate  of  soda,  sold  in  5-cwt.  casks. 
In  a  price  list  issued  by  Sparks,  White  &  Co.,  roehelle 
salt  is  not  quoted  under  "  Fine  Chemicals,"  but  under 
'General  Chemicals."  Witness  then  referred  to  a  list  of 
British  research  chemicals,  drawn  up  by  the  Association 
)?  British  Chemical  Manufacturers.  In  the  introductory 
lote  it  was  stated  that  the  Association  wished  to  make 
an  appeal  to  all  research  chemists  in  this  country  on 
behalf  of  the  fine-chemical  industry.  He  would  not 
sxpect  to  find  roehelle  salt  here,  because  it  did  not  come 
ander  the  category  of  research  chemicals.  This  was  a  pre- 
liminary list,  and  a  supplementary  list  was  issued,  in 
March  1922,  entitled  "  Some  British  Fine  Chemicals  Pro- 
duced by  Members  of  the  Association."  It  contained  some 
2.000  fine  chemicals,  but  did  not  include  roehelle  salt, 
although  sodium  tartrate  and  potassium  tartrate — the 
neutral  tartrates — were  there. 

In  this  country,  continued  witness,  roehelle  salt  is  manu- 
factured principally  by  Howards  &  Sons  and  May  &  Baker, 
and  the  former  made  both  heavy  and  fine  chemicals.  The 
lompany  has  a  special  branch,  under  the  name  of  Hopkin 
&  Williams,  which  is  the  fine-chemical  branch.  Rocnelle 
salt  is  made  by  one  or  two  exclusive  firms,  and  is  used 
almost  entirely  for  seidlitz  powders,  etc.  It  is  not  dealt 
with  on  the  market  and  speculated  in,  as  are  many  other 
chemicals,  but  almost  invariably  went  straight  from  manu- 
facturer to  user.  Over  95  per  cent,  of  the  roehelle  salt  of 
commerce  is  used  for  preparing  "health  salts,  etc.  With 
regard  to  purity,  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  requires  a 
purity  of  not  less  than  98  per  cent.  Its  use  as  an  analyti- 
cal reagent  is  entirely  a  question  of  degi^ee,  and  so  far  as 
ho  knew,  it  is  used  substantially  for  only  two  purposes 
in  this  connection.    The  first  is  for  the  determination  of 


small  quantities  of  sugar,  when  it  is  used  in  the  form  of 
Fehling's  solution.  The  second  use  is  for  the  determina- 
tion of  quinine.  It  is  included  in  the  list  of  substances 
and  reagents  for  testing  in  the  B.P.,  and  in  Merck's  book, 
under  the  heading  of  "  Chemicals  and  l'eagents  employed 
in  chemical  testing."  Under  that  heading,  roehelle  salt 
appeared  as  sodium  potassium  tartrate. 

Whilst  roehelle  salt  appeared  in  Merck  and  also  in 
Bailey  Murray's  American  book,  "  Examination  of 
Analytical  Reagents,"  as  an  analytical  reagent,  it  did  not' 
appear  as  such  in  the  official  list  of  reagents  prepared  by 
the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  and 
the  Society  of  Public  Analysts.  It  did  not  appear  as  a 
reagent  in  the  list  issued  by  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.,  nor  in  the  book  published  by  Hopkin  &  Williams — 
the  fine-chemical  branch  of  Messrs.  Howards — "  Analy- 
tical Reagents,  Standards  and  Tests,"  compiled  by  Mr. 
Edmund  White  and  issued  in  1918  At  the  same  time 
cieam  of  tartar  and  citric  and  oxalic  acid  appear  in  this 
book  as  reagents. 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  the  Referee,  Mr.  Parry  said 
the  use  of  roehelle  salt  for  reagent  purposes  is  compara- 
tively small. 

The  Referee  :  What  I  want  to  know  is  why  roehelle 
salt  is  not  included  in  the  lists. 

Mr.  Parry  replied  that  the  use  of  roehelle  salt  as  such 
is  extremely  small.  It  is  used  to  a  larger  extent  in 
Fehling's  solution,  which  appears  in  the  lists  as  an 
analytical  reagent,  and  perhaps  it  is  for  this  reason  that 
roehelle  salt  as  such  was  not  included  in  the  lists.  At 
the  same  time  even  Mr.  White's  book,  issued  by  Hopkin 
&  Williams,  did  not  include  Fehling's  solution. 

Mr.  Parry  Cross-Examined 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  in  his  cross-examination,  said  he 
proposed  to  call  evidence  from  the  makers  as  to  the  point 
of  roehelle  salt  being  a  fine  chemical,  and  therefore  did 
not  ask  questions  on  that  matter.  As  to  roehelle  salt  not 
being  in  Mr.  White's  book,  he  was  going  to  call  Mr. 
White  to  speak  about  that,  but  he  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  the  list  issued  by  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.,  other  substances,  such  as  citric  and  oxalic  acid, 
which  are  used  to  about  the  same  extent  as  roehelle  salt 
as  reagents,  are  included.  On  the  whole,  however,  he 
agreed  that  the  lists  do  not  carry  the  matter  very  far. 

Discussing  with  counsel  the  use  of  roehelle  salt  in 
Fehling's  solution,  Mr.  Parry  said  he  would  not  like  tc 
have  to  make  up  his  mind  as  to  whether  roehelle  salt  sa 
used  is  an  analytical  reagent. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  suggested  that  without  rochelLs 
salt,  it  would  be  impossible  to  use  copper  sulphate  in  tha 
Fehling's  solution  as  the  detector  or  measurer  of  sugar, 
and  Mr.  Parry  agreed  that  without  roehelle  salt  or'  a 
similar  tartrate  this  could  not  be  done,  but  it  could  b« 
replaced  by  some  other  tartrate,  although^  roehelle  salt  ia 
the  most  convenient. 

On  the  question  of  importation,  counsel  stated  that  for 
many  years  there  had  been  no  importation  of  roehelle  salt 
into  this  country.  It  was  also  pointed  out  during  th» 
cross-examination  that  roehelle  salt  does  not  come  on  to 
the  market  in  the  ordinary  way  and  is  not  dealt  in 
between  brokers  and  merchants.  It  goes,  said  Mr.  Parry, 
direct  from  the  manufacturers  to  the  users,  such  as  Eno's, 
Lamplough's,  and  to  wholesale  druggists.  Dealing  with 
the  uses  of  roehelle  salt  as  a  reagent,  Sir  Arthur  Colefax 
contended  that  there  are  other  uses  than  those  which  had 
been  mentioned.  He  suggested  that  it  was  used  for  th« 
estimation  of  aldehydes  and  antimony. 

Mr.  Parry  replied  :  These  are  infinitesimal  uses.  At 
a  matter  of  fact,  in  Sutton's  "  Volumetric  Reagents  " 
some  fourteen  uses  of  roehelle  salt  are  mentioned,  but 
twelve  of  them  are  never  used,  and  the  only  two  in 
actual  use  are  those  he  had  stated. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  then  referred  to  the  "  Oil,  Paint 
and  Drug  Reporter,"  in  which  roehelle  salt  appears 
under  "  Drugs  and  Fine  Chemicals,"  but  he  agreed  that 
did  not  carry  the  matter  very  far,  qua  fine  chemical. 

Mr.  Parry  agreed  with  Mr.  Trevor  Watson,  for  th» 
Board  of  Trade,  that  it  is  a  fair  estimate  to  say  that  the 
consumption  of  roehelle  salt  in  this  country  is  about  500 
tons  per  annum. 
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Re-examined  by  Mr.  Swan,  Mr.  Parry  said  he  could  not 
conceive  any  reason  why  rochelle  salt  should  be  treated 
upon  any  other  basis  than  cream  of  tartar  and  tartaric 
acid.  They  are  similar,  and  he  could  not  dissociate  them. 
They  have  the  same  relation  to  each  other  as  sulphuric 
acid  and  sulphate  of  soda. 

The  Referee  (to  Mr.  Parry)  :  I  want  you  to  tell  me 
why  it  is  not  an  analytical  reagent. 

Mr.  Parry  replied  that  he  had  said  all  he  could  on  that 
jmint.  He  could  only  presume  it  was  not  included  in  the 
lists  which  were  compiled  before  the  Act  on  account  of 
its  very  small  use. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  he  did  not  agree  with  that, 
and  suggested  that  rochelle  salt,  as  an  analytical  reagent, 
is  used  as  extensively  as  many  other  reagents. 

.  Mr.  Parry  said  that  in  a  list  of  reagents  rochelle  salt 
would  appear  near  the  bottom  as  regards  the  extent  of  its 
use. 

The  Referee  then  asked  Mr.  Parry  what  would  be  the 
position  if  the  supply  of  rochelle  salt  was  stopped  alto- 
gether. Mr.  Parry  agreed  that  it  would  make  the  work 
of  the  analyst  more  difficult. 

After  a  little  further  discussion  on  these  lines,  the 
Referee,  addressing  Mr.  Swan,  said  :  Tell  me  how  one 
can  get  away  from  this  :  if  a  substance  has  a  real  and 
genuine  use  and  a  regular  use  as  a  reagent,  and  that  if  you 
deprive  analysts  of  it  they  would  be  hampered  in  their 
work,  how  is  it  possible  to  say  that  it  is  not  a  real  and 
genuine  analytical  reagent  ? 

Mr.  Swan  said  the  matter  could  be  argued  in  two  ways  : 
Rochelle  salt  is  used  in  Fehling's  solution  mainly,  and  to 
a  small  extent  by  itself.  As  an  ingredient  of  Fehling's 
solution  he  contended  it  could  not  be  regarded  as  an 
analytical  reagent  any  more  than  the  distilled  water  or 
other  ingredients  of  Fehling's  solution.  It  is  only  when 
the  rochelle  salt  enters  into  combination  with  the  other 
ingredients  that  the  Fehling's  solution  becomes  a  reagent. 
He  contended  that  rochelle  salt  used  as  an  ingredient  of  a 
solution  which  is  an  admitted  analytical  reagent  is  not, 
in  itself,  an  analytical  reagent.  This  brought  him  to  the 
other  aspect,  viz.,  whether  a  substance  which  had  an 
extremely  large  use  for  other  purposes,  and  a  very  small 
use  as  a  reagent,  could  properly  be  classified  as  a  reagent. 
If  every  substance  which  had  large  commercial  uses  and 
*ould,  at  the  same  time,  be  used  as  a  reagent,  is  to  be 
classified  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  as  a  reagent — which 
is  the  contention  of  the  Board  of  Trade — then  it  meant 
that  a  large  number  of  substances  now  excluded  from  the 
List  ought  to  come  int  it,  including  cream  of  tartar  and 
tartaric  acid. 

The  Referee  expressed  surprise  that  the  point  as  to  a 
reagent  had  not  been  raised  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the 
citric  acid  case. 

Mr.  Swan  suggested  that  as  a  few  decisions  had  gone 
against  the  Board  of  Trade  they  had  now  begun  to  clutch 
at  straws.  As  they  could  not  get  things  retained  in  the 
List  on  broad  grounds  they  had  tried  on  narrow  grounds, 
but  he  did  not  believe  that  the  person  who  drew  up  this 
List  in  the  first  instance  intended  to  include  rochelle  salt 
as  an  analytical  reagent. 

•  Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  he  profoundly  disagreed  with 
the  view  that  the  amount  used  for  reagent  purposes  should 
c.me  into  consideration.  His  submission  was  that  a  body 
either  is  or  is  not  an  analytical  reagent,  and  it  does  not 
matter  at  all  how  much  or  how  little  is  used  for  that  pur- 
pose. He  submitted  that  the  first  criterion  was  whether 
a  body  was  widely  used  as  a  reagent.  Rochelle  salt,  if 
Fehling's  solution  is  included — and  he  contender!,  it  must 
be — is  widely  and  generally  used  as  an  analytical  reagent. 
He  could  not  understand  why  rochelle  salt  has  not  been 
included  in  the  official  list  issued  by  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry  and  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  but  it  is 
not  by  any  means  a  comprehensive  list.  Even  if  the  only 
use  of  rochelle  salt  is  for  the  estimation  of  quinine,  he 
would  be  prepared  to  rest  his  case  there,  but  the  use  went 
much  farther  than  that. 

The  Referee  :  I  cannot  see  any  reason  myself  at  the 
moment  for  excluding  Fehling's  solution  because  rochelle 
salt  is  only  one  ingredient  of  several  in  it. 

Sir  Arthur  Colefax  said  that  it  was  admitted  that 
rcchelle  salt  is  the  most  convenient  substance  to  use,  and 


that  without  it  the  Fehling's  solution  would  not  serve  its 
purpose. 

Mr.  Trevor  Watson,  for  the  Board  of  Trade,  argued 
that  there  could  be  no  question  but  that  rochelle  salt  is 
properly  described  as  an  analytical  reagent.  He  agreed 
that  a  substance  could  not  properly  be  regarded  as  an 
analytical  reagent  if  its  use  as  such  was  spasmodic  or 
occasional,  but  it  had  been  admitted  by  Mr.  Parry  that 
there  is  a  genuine  and  regular  use  of  it  as  a  reagent,  if 
Fehling's  solution  is  included.  Moreover,  rochelle  salt  is 
one  of  the  few  substances  which  is  of  the  same  high 
degree  of  purity  whether  it  is  used  as  an  analytical 
reagent  or  for  other  purposes.  If  the  argument  of  Mr. 
Swan  is  correct,  viz.,  that  .where  a  substance  has  large 
uses  for  other  purposes,  and  small  use  as  a  reagent,  then 
ii  should  not  be  classified  as  a  reagent ;  it  would  mean 
that  a  large  number  of  analytical  reagents  would  have  to 
come  out  of  the  list  because  most  of  them  have  other  uses. 

Mr.  Swan,  in  his  reply  on  the  point  as  to  rochelle  salt 
being  an  analytical  reagent,  said  that  if  Sir  Arthur  Colefax 
arid  Mr.  Trevor  Watson  are  right,  then  it  would  mean  tha 
inclusion  in  the  List  of  many  substances  not  there  now 
because  most  substances  could  be  used  in  some  degree  as 
reagents.  It  would  mean,  for  instance,  that  the  whole  of 
tbu  tartaric  acid  coming  into  the  country  would  have  to  be 
taxed  because  tartaric  acid  is  used  to  a  small  extent  for 
reagent  purposes.

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and 
higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for 
selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk 
quantities.

Business  conditions  in  the  Mincing  Lane  produce 
markets  show  no  decided  change,  but  there  is  a  more 
hopeful  outlook,  as  there  is  a  gradual  resumption  of 
work  at  the  Port  of  London  docks,  although  it  is  possible 
the  strike  may  be  prolonged  until  after  the  Bank 
Holiday.  Crude  drugs  present  few  changes.  Cascara 
s'agrada  remains  very  firm,  and  with  extremely  small 
spot  stocks  the  recent  advance  is  well  maintained. 
Balsam  tolu  is  now  almost  unobtainable  on  the  spot,  and 
should  there  be  no  fresh  imports  still  higher  prices  are 
likely.  New  crop  chamomiles  have  been  selling  at  a 
wide  range  of  prices.  Menthol  maintains  its  previous 
position,  although  market  support  is  lacking.  Japanese 
efined  camphor  continues  slow  of  sale.  Persian  galls 
are  held  for  higher  prices,  owing  to  reports  of  crop 
shortage,  which  appears  to  be  genuine ;  nux  vomica 
continues  to  be  offered  cheaply  to  arrive.  Chillies  to 
arrive  are  easier.  Mercury  is  weaker.  Essential  oils  are 
mostly  marking  time ;  eucalyptus  is  dearer  and  orange 
oil  cheaper.  Pharmaceutical  chemicals  are  mostly  un- 
changed in  value,  but  competition  has  become  intensified, 
and  a  number  of  products  are  now  quoted  at  prices  much 
above  what  actual  business  could  be  done  at.  The 
market  for  industrial  chemicals  remains  depressed,  and 
prices  of  a  number  of  products  are  cheaper,  these  includ- 
ing alum,  caustic  potash,  sodium  acetate,  hyposulphite 
and  prussiates.  Acetone  is  very  scarce  and  dearer  on 
pot,  and  toluol  is  much  lower.    Carbolic  acid  is  steady.

— Zanzibar  continue  quiet  and  unchanged  on 
the  week,  with  spot  sellers  of  fair  at  Is.  l^d.  per  lb. 
To  arrive,  August-October  shipment  has  been  sold  at 
Is.  2d.  to  Is.  lfd.  c.i.f.  The  weekly  wharf  statistics 
show  landings  21  and  deliveries  180,  leaving  a  stock  of 
14,610  bales,  against  4,048  bales  last  year. 

Coconut  (desiccated)  is  easier,  halves  offering  on  the 
spot  at  37s.  to  36s.  6d  per  cwt.  To  arrive,  June-July 
shipment  has  been  sold  at  34s.  6d.  to  34s.  3d.,  c  i.f., 
July-August  at  34s.  c.i.f.,  and  August-September  at 
35s.

Apart,  from  this,  spot  supplies  are 
still  scarce,  as  instanced  by  the  fact  that  last  week 
small  sales  of  dull  bricky  slab  were  made  at  £18 
per  cwt. 

Galls. — Persian  are  held  for  higher  prices,  owing  to 
reports  of  crop  shortage  (which  is  confirmed  from  several 
sources),  and  a  considerable  part  of  the  spot  stock  is 
held  off  the  market.

Ginger  is  unchanged,  with  small  eales  at  steady 
prices.  Fair  washed  rough  Cochin  is  quoted  at  80s. 
per  cwt.,  and  good  bold  brown  Calicut  at  85s.  Japanese 
is  worth  about  70s.  on  the  spot.  Jamaica  sells  in  a 
small  way  at  previous  prices,  spot  supplies  being  limited. 
Small  is  160s.  to  170s.,  and  bold  180s.  to  200s. 

Honey. — Although  there  is  a  plentiful  supply  at  very 
reasonable  prices,  little  business  has  been  done  since  the 
auction.  Good  pale  set  Jamaica  can  be  had  at  from 
52s.  6d.  to  55s.  per  cwt.,  and  palish  to  amber  set  and 
setting  at  42s.  to  45s.  Good  yellow  set  Cuban  can  be 
had  at  32s.  6d.,  and  water  white  Californian  at  60s.  to 
62s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Menthol. — In  spite  of  the  lack  of  adequate  support 
from  consumers,  spot  holders  of  Kobayashi-Suzuki  main- 
tain the  price  at  38s.  6d.  per  lb.,  and  the  same  price  is 
asked  for  July- August  shipment.  The  "  Sardinia  "  has 
brought  25  cases  from  Kobe.  A  British  maker  of  liquid 
synthetic  menthol  is  offering  in  commercial  quantities  to 
dealers  at  26s.  per  lb. 

Mercury. — The  tendency  has  been  weaker,  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  spasmodic  demand,  while  fair  quantities 
appear  to  be  held  in  dealers'  hands.  The  trade  demand 
has  remained  negligible  on  export  account,  and  the  out- 
look is  disappointing.  There  has  been  some  keen  com- 
petition in  secondhand  parcels  down  to  about  £10  per 
bottle,  and  even  a  trifle  less,  although  some  importers 
were  not  disposed  to  sell  at  below  £10  5s.  per  bottle, 
which  was  considered  a  fair  quotation  on  Wednesday.

Opium. — In  view  of  the  small  stocks  in  London  in 
first  and  second  hands,  the  spot  price  of  druggists'  is 
firm  at  from  15s.  to  16s.  per  lb.  as  to  test,  with  small 
sales  within  this  range.  New  crop  advices  are  still  too 
indefinite  to  base  any  opinion  on  the  future  outlook,  but 
a  crop  of  from  4,000  to  5,000  cases  seems  assured. 

Constantinople,  July  24. — "  During  the  period  July  10 
to  24,  arrivals  consisted  of  86  oases  of  druggists',  while 
the  stocks  amounted  to:  Druggists',  166  cases;  'softs,'  58; 
Malatia,  6.  During  the  past  fortnight  47  cases  of  old  and 
new  druggists'  opium  were  sold  locally  at  1,180  to  1,500 
piastres,  and  7  cases  of  '  softs  '  at  1,500  to  1,700  piastres 
per  oke.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  determined  buyers  the 
market  is  now  quiet  and  expectant.  Should  the  present 
state  of  affairs  last  a  short  time  longer,  the  situation  is 
bound  to  be  felt  in  the  interior  and  will  influence  pur- 
chases. No  important  deal  is  reported  from  Smyrna ;  only 
14  cases  have  been  sold  at  1,200  to  1,365  piastres  per  oke. 
Much  smaller  parcels  of  opium  from  the  new  crop  are 
now  coming  in  to  Constantinople  and  to  Smyrna  than 
was  the  case  during  the  same  period  of  last  year.  Never- 
theless, we .  persist  in  maintaining  that  the  crop  is  by  no 
means  as  small  as  certain  people  are  trying  to  make  us 
believe,  since  the  bulk  of  the  parcels  of  opium  now  arriving 
is  being  sent  principally  from  the  districts  visited  by  the 
drought.  Seventy  cases  of  opium  purchased  prior  to  the 
date  of  our  last  report  have  been  shipped  to  Japan,  via 
Marseilles." 

Pepper  continues  quiet,  with  prices  of  fair  black 
Singapore  on  the  easier  side  at  4d.  per  lb.  To  arrive, 
August-October  and  October-November  shipment  has 
sellers  at  3 Jf  d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.

Essential  Gils 

Most  of  the  essential  oils  are  marking  time.  Foreign 
exchange  fluctuations,  the  dock  troubles  and  the  approach 
of  the  Bank  Holiday  all  throw  a  shadow  across  any 
business  revival.  Eucalyptus  oil,  which  is  genuinely 
short  on  the  spot,  is  dearer,  both  spot  and  to  arrive. 
West  Indian  orange  oil  is  cheaper,  and  the  demand  for 
distilled  lime  oil  has  disappeared. 

Anise  (star). — A  small  business  is  passing  in  "  Red 
Ship  "  on  the  spot  at  Is.  lOd.  per  lb.,  but  first-hand 
offers  for  forward  shipment  at  Is.  8^d.  c.i.f.  have  not 
been  responded  to.  As  a  profitable  business  transaction 
the  position  seems  hopeless.

The  outlook  for  supplies  is  not  promising  and  further 
advances  _seem  likely. 

Alum  is  offering  from  dealers  at  cheaper  rates  this 
week  at  £10  to  £10  10s.  per  ton  for  lump  in  casks,  but 
there  is  still  little  business  about. 

Ammonia  (anhydrous)  remains  quiet,  with  the  usual 
quotation  round  about  Is.  5d.  per  lb.  for  99.95  per  cent. 

Arsenic. — There  has  been  no  special  feature.  The 
demand  for  spot  or  near-at-hand  parcels  of  Cornish  white 
powder  seems  about  sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  limited 
supplies  coming  on  the  market,  and  the  price  delivered 
London  is  fully  £70  per  ton.

— Further 
depreciations  for  all  positions  have  been  the  chief  feature 
of  the  past  week,  the  market  closing  inactive  for  spot 
business,  and  weak  forward.  On  spot,  nominal,  41s. ; 
August,  38s. ;  September-December.  36s.  Hd. ;  January- 
April,  34s.  Hull,  on  spot,  37s.  9d. ;  August.  36s.  6d.; 
September-December,  35s.  3d. ;  January-April,  33s.  9d. ; 
Boiled  linseed  oil  is  quoted  at  43s.  6d.  on  spot.  Wood. — 
Hankow,  in  barrels,  is  nominal  at  103s.  6d.  Turpentine. — 
The  market  has  eased  further  despite  the  rather 
firmer  reports  from  America,  and  the  sharp  set-back 
in  the  rate  of  sterling.  The  trade  demand  has  been 
generally  poor,  consumers  having  been  encouraged  in 
holding  back  orders  in  view  of  the  weak  aspect  of  the 
market.  Spot  delivery  still  stands  at  some  premium  as 
compared  with  forward  positions,  but  sellers  in  the  latter 
direction  are  rather  reserved.  London  spot  market  closed 
on  Wednesday  at  72s.,  August  at  70s.  3d.,  and  September- 
December  at  70s.  3d.  The  Savannah  quotation  improved 
at  one  time  to  $92^,  but  reacted  to  about  $90.  The  state 
of  the  market  is  uncertain.  The  London  stocks  were 
returned  early  this  week  at  about  5,000  barrels,  while  the 
deliveries  were  maintained  on  a  moderate  scale. 

Lubricating,  mineral,  burning  oils,  etc. — The  chief  item 
of  interest  is  the  expected  fall  in  the  price  of  benzol,  but 
the  drop  in  value  is  rather  more  than  that  looked  for. 
Other  products  -have  had  a  week  of  slow  business,  with 
lubricating  oils  the  one  exception.  Benzol  has  experienced 
a  very  sharp  decline  in  values.  This  was  not  altogether 
unexpected ;  business  is  still  poor ;  Is.  4d.  per  gallon 
f.o.r.  makers'  works,  in  buyers'  packages,  is  current 
Burning  oils. — Crude  No.  3,  8£d.  ;  No.  2,  8d.  per  gallon, 
barrels  free ;  very  little  doing,  quoted  unchanged.  Fuel 
oil. — 895  to  910  gravity  is  now  at  the  slightly  higher  rate 
of  £4  7s.  6d.  per  ton,  and  950  gravity  is  at  £3  10s.  per  ton, 
ex  tank.  Solvent  naphthas  are  unaltered  in  quoted  values, 
but  the  market  is  dull  and  rather  weak ;  90  to  160,  Is.  5d. ; 
heavy,  90  to  190,  Is.  4d.  per  gallon,  drums  extra.  Naphtha 
shows  no  improvement  in  demand,  and  is  still  quoted  at 
Is.  5d.  per  gallon.  Paraffin  wax  and  scale. — A  steady  tone 
governs  these  markets,  although  business  is  not  at  all 
brisk;  wax,  2jd.  to  3d.  per  lb.,  in  bags,  according  to 
melting  point.  Scale  is  unchanged  at  £15  17s.  6d.  per  ton, 
c.i.f.  U.K.  port.  Petroleum  oils. — American  prime  white, 
lid. ;  American  water  white,  Is.  per  gallon,  barrels  free. 
Russian  prime  white  kerosene,  6d.  to  6£d.,  ex  tank,  63d. 
buyers'  barrels,  filled  free  9£d.  barrels  free,  ex  wharf, 
London.  Petroleum  jellies. — Snow  white,  £58  to  £64; 
yellow,  £20  to  £26;  red  vet.,  £20;  ruby  red,  £21;  derk 
stiff   green,    £13    16s.    per   ton,  barrels    free,    ex  wharf,

6d.  ;  Japanese, 
in  cases,  c.i.f.,  31s.  ;  brown  whale,  spot,  31s. ;  dark  whale, 
spot,  28s.  The  tone  of  the  market  is  not  at  all  good. 
TALLOWS  (Australian). — This  market  has  remained  quiet 
all  the  week  but  so  far  the  tone  seems  fairly  steady,  and 
prices  are  maintained  at  unchanged  rates;  fine  mutton, 
42s.  6d. ;  sweet  beef,  42s,  ;  good  mixed,  41s. ;  inferiors, 
36s.  6d. ;  any  change  would  probably  be  towards  easier 
rates.  South  American  tallows. — The  c.i.f.  quotations 
are  a  shade  easier,  with  very  little  doing ;  first  beefs,  38s.  ; 
seconds,  36s.  Oleo  oil. — These  products  keep  steady  in 
their  quoted  c.i.f.  rates,  but  inquiry  is  small.  North 
American  extra,  -63s. ;  oleo  stearin,  South  American  No.  1,. 
52s.  6d. ;  ^No.  2,  50s.  Premier  jus. — There  is  little  change 
in  the  shipment  offers,  and  nothing  much  moving;'  South 
American  extra  beef,  45s.  ;  Australian  mutton,  42s. ;  South 
American  mutton,  42s.,  c.i.f. 

English  Herb  Crops 

W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  have  recently  paid  a  visit  to 
the  lavender  and  peppermint  districts  around  Mitcham, 
write  that  they  again  find  there  is  a  very  small  acreage  of 
lavender,  and  about  half  of  the  crop  is  going  to  be  bunched 
for  the  market,  consequently  there  will  be  very  little  oil  for 
disposal.  The  condition  of  the  plants  may  be  considered  as 
quite  satisfactory.  The  peppermint  crop  looks  quite  good 
and  the  present  spell  of  warm  weather  is  having  a  markedly 
beneficial  effect  upon  the  plants,  and  they  think  that  the 
yield  of  oil  per  acre  will  be  well  up  to  the  average.  There 
does  not  seem  to  be  any  chamomile  under  cultivation 
around  Mitcham. 

Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  write  : — The  dull,  cold  spring 
kept  things  back,  and  in  Suffolk  particularly  we  have  been 
exceptionally  short  of  rain.  Belladonna  has  turned  out  a 
very  poor  crop  this  season.  Further,  owing  doubtless  to 
the  cold  weather,  the  troublesome  belladonna  beetle  has 
developed  more  than  usual.  Henbane  (biennial  second 
year's  growth)  has  stood  the  dry  weather  rather  well,  and 
we  have  had  a  good  crop,  yielding  some  very  fine  leaf  and 
herb.  Foxglove. — The  season  this  year  is  very  late,  owing 
to  the  dry  weather,  but  probably  the  crop  will  finally  work 
out  at  about  the  average.  Aconite. — The  fresh  herb  was 
rather  below  the  average,  and  the  roots  are  likely  to  prove 
small.  Lavender. — We  have  a  fair  acreage  under  cultiva- 
tion, and  the  plants  look  healthy,  although  a  good  soaking 
of  rain  would  now  be  most  beneficial.  The  English  oil  is 
likely  to  be  lower  in  price  this  season.  There  are  very 
few  farmers  who  find  it  pays  them  to  grow  this  crop  on 
an  extensive  scale  nowadays.  Our  plantations  are  probably 
some  of  the  largest  in  the  country  Peppermint. — Early 
on  this  crop  looked  exceedingly  promising,  clean  and 
healthy,  but  the  continued  abnormal  drought  has  made 
the  growth  very  short,  and  we  had  to  commence  distillation 
J? -July.  This  is  the  earliest  harvest  we  can  remember. 
The  yield  of  oil  per  acre  is  below  the  average,  but  the  oil 
is  sweet  and  of  good  flavour.  Chamomile,  like  all  the 
other  crops,  is  very  short,  owing  to  the  drought.  The 
flowers  have  not  expanded  as  they  would  normally.  We 
nave  a  fair  acreage  under  cultivation,  but  rain  is  badly 
wanted,  otherwise  the  yield  of  oil  will  be  much  below  the 
average.  Dill.— The  demand  for  English  dill  oil  has  not 
improved  of  late.  The  cultivation  is,  therefore,  being  done 
on  a  rather  smaller  scale.  The  crop  looks  healthy,  but 
requires  ra.m. 


/.  &  G.  Miller  write  as  follows : —Lavender.— We  are 
cultivating  the  usual  acreage.  Cutting  of  blooms  has 
commenced,  and  we  are  sending  the  flowers  to  market  in 
bunches.  The  demand  for  cut  flowers  is  fairly  good.  We 
will  be  distilling  the  remainder  of  the  lavender  in  Sep- 
tember. The  demand  for  English  lavender  oil  is  now 
narrowed  down  to  very  small  proportions,  owing  to  the 
high  price.  We  shall  only  have  a  moderate  quantity  of 
oil  this  season.  The  bloom  is  plentiful,  and  looks  like 
being  a  good  season,  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality. 
The  fragrance  of  the  lavender  this  season  is  undoubtedly 
extra  fine.  Peppermint. — We  are  commencing  cutting  after 
the  holiday.  The  crop  is  looking  exceptionally  fine.  There 
is  an  abundance  of  leaf,  which  is  clean  and  healthy,  and 
should  yield  a  fair  average  quantity  of  oil.  The  acreage 
planted  is  not  large,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  was 
not  sufficient  young  plants  to  cover  any  area  in  the  spring, 
and  stocks  had  greatly  diminished  during  the  lean  season. 
We  anticipate  a  larger  demand  for  peppermint  this  season, 
as  labour  and  cost  of  fuel  will  materially  affect  cost  of 
production,  but  it  depends  entirely  on  the  yield  of  oil  per 
still  and  the  number  of  stills  to  the  acre,  whether  the  price 
will  show  a  substantial  reduction  on  last  year's  figure. 

William  Ransom  &  Son,  Ltd.,  write  as  follows : —Bella- 
donna.— We  have  again  harvested  a  satisfactory  summer 
crop.  Handpicked  leaf  was  gathered  in  excellent  condition, 
and  the  plants  have  made  further  growth  of  good  promise. 
Henbane.— Second  biennial  herb  was  a  rather  short  crop, 
but  some  good  quality  leaves  and  flowering  tops  were 
secured  for  drying.  A  considerable  acreage  of  first  biennial 
he.-b  suffered  from  the  effects  of  cold,  dry  weather  in  the 
late  spring,  and  will  be  almost  a  complete  loss.  Lavender. — 
The  area  under  lavender  looks  quite  promising,  there  being 
a  good  quantity  of  flowering  spikes,  and,  given  favourable 
weather,  we  hope  for  an  increase  in  yield  of  oil  compared 
with  that  of  last  season.  Peppermint. — The  beds  carry  some 
very  healthy-looking  plants,  and  their  growth  is  more  sturdy 
than  was  the  case  twelve  months  ago.  The  oil  yield  should 
be  an  average  one.  Chamomile. — The  plants  look  more 
promising  than  for  some  years  past,  and  we  hope  to  be  in 
a  position  to  distil  some  oil  at  a  later  date.  Rosemary. — 
On  a  somewhat  increased  acreage  the  bushes  appear  healthy, 
and  a  yield  of  oil  up  to  the  average  is  anticipated. 
Squirting  Cucumbers. — The  plants  give  promise  of  a  satis- 
factory crop  of  fruit,  but  of  late  years  the  yield  of  elaterium, 
compared  with  the  quantity  of  fruit  gathered,  has  been 
disappointingly  small.  Picking  should  commence  shortly. 
White  Poppies  are  adversely  affected  by  weather  conditions ; 
the  plants  have  made  poor  growth  and  the  capsules  will  be 
below  the  average  in  size,  but  their  quality  is  largely 
dependent  on  the  weather  conditions  which  prevail  during 
the  next  month  or  so.  Aconite. — A  small  quantity  of  herb 
has  been  cut  for  extract.  The  plants  have  made  some  good 
growth,  but  a  large  quantity  of  root  is  not  expected. 
Thyme. — Plants  raised  this  year  from  seed  give  good  pro- 
mise for  the  future. 

Hollands  Distillery  (Essential  Oils),  Ltd.,  write:  — 
Lavender  is  approximately  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
quality  appears  to  be  better.  The  bloom  is  abundant,  and 
in  fine  condition.  Distilling  will  commence  about  the  end 
of  August.  The  quality  of  the  oil  this  season  should  turn 
out  well.  As  regards  the  value  of  the  lavender  oil,  we  do 
not  think  there  will  be  any  fall.  Price  will  be  based  on 
the  yield,  of  course,  but  we  do  not  anticipate  a  price  below 
100s.  per  lb.  Peppermint  is  commencing  to  bloom,  and 
cutting  will  take  place  within  the  next  week  or  two.  The 
aoreage  is  about  10  per  cent,  larger  than  1922  season.  The 
young  plants  look  healthy  and  strong,  and  should  yield 
an  average  quantity  O'f  oil.  Given  a  few  weeks'  sunshine 
during  harvesting,  we  believe  we  shall  have  a  fair  yield  per 
still  of  good  quality  oil.  As  regards  price  of  the  new  crop, 
it  is  too  early  to  say,  but  we  think  that  a  -reduction  from 
last  year's  figure  is  possible,  and  the  price  be  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  60s.  per  lb.  for  true,  genuine  oil. 


Japanese  Insect  Flowers 

It  is  estimated  that  the  crop  of  insect  flowers  in  Japan 
during  the  present  season  will  amount  to  2,260  tons  of 
2,000  lb.  each,  but  there  is  the  possibility  that  this  calcula- 
tion may  be  exceeded  by  20  per  cent.  The  crop  is  not  likely 
to  fall  below  the  estimate  unless  weather  conditions  are 
unfavourable.  Production  in  Hiroshima  and  Okayama  Pre- 
fectures in  Western  Japan  is  estimated  at  1,560  tons,  in 
Wakayama  Prefecture  at  200  tons,  and  in  Yezo,  Hokkaido, 
at  500  tons.  The  requirements  for  home  consumption  should 
amount  to  between  700  and  800  tons,  leaving  about  1,500 
tons  available  for  export. 
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Lysol  in  South  Africa 

An  interesting  trade-marks  case  was  decided  recently 
before  the  Registrar  of  Trade  Marks,  Pretoria,  the 
judgment  in  regard  to  which  is  reported  in  the  "  Cap© 
Times  "  of  July  4.  An  application  in  the  name  of 
Lysol,  Ltd.,  was  opposed  by  the  Drug  Club  of  London 
and  by  the  following  members  thereof  :  (1)  H.  E. 
Stevenson  &  Co.,  Ltd. ;  (2)  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.  ;  (3)  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.  ;  (4)  Allen  & 
Hanburys,  Ltd.  ;  (5)  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.  ; 
and  (6)  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  all  of  London. 
Mr.  Advocate  Davis  (with  him  Mr.  Advocate  Rissik) 
was  for  the  opponents,  while  Mr.  Advocate  Barry,  K.C. 
(with  him  Mr.  Advocate  Wessels)  appeared  for  the 
applicants.  In  the  course  of  his  finding  the  Registrator 
said:  "The  joint  notice  of  opposition  contains  several 
grounds,  but  the  sum  total  of  these  grounds  is  that 
the  word  '  Lysol  '  has  become  public  property ;  or,  in 
other  words,  that  the  mark  sought  to  be  registered  is 
not  a  trade-mark  at  all.  The  contention  that  the  word 
'  Lysol  '  is  common  to  the  trade  is  based  upon  the  fact 
that  on  October  29,  1914,  the  registration  of  this  word 
as  a  trade-mark  was  voided  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
in  England  on  the  ground,  inter  alia,  that  the  word 
1  Lysol  '  was  the  name  of  a  patented  article,  and  that 
subsequent  to  that  date  the  word  in  question  has  been 
used  by  several  firms  in  England  and  in  the  Union  of 
South  Africa.  .  .  .  The  impression  which  the  cases 
cited  by  counsel  leaves  on  my  mind  is  that,  while  they 
lay  down  useful  rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  Court, 
each  case  must  depend  upon  its  own  facts.  I  am  forced, 
therefore,  to  fall  back  upon  the  facts  as  disclosed  in 
the  evidence  before  me.  Now,  it  is  true  that  the 
patentee  calls  his  new  product  '  Lysol  '  or  '  Lysoline,' 
but  on  referring  to  the  '  British  Trade  Marks  Journal  ' 
(September  10.  1890)  I  find  that  the  word  '  Lysol  ' 
without  any  additional  matter  was  accepted  for  registra- 
tion in  respect  of  disinfectants  upon  an  application 
lodged  by  Schulke  &  Mayr,  of  Hamburg,  on  July  7, 
1890 — i.e.,  prior  to  the  date  of  the  publication  of 
'  Dammann's  '  invention,  which  only  took  place  in  1891. 
It  is  clear  that  whatever  the  patentee's  intention  may 
have  been  the  word  in  question  was  actually  adopted 
as  a  trade-mark  by  Schulke  &  Mayr  and  used  by 
them  uninterruptedly  in  England  and  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  from  1890  to  1914.  Dammann's  patent 
expired  in  1900.  One  would  imagine  that  upon  expira- 
tion of  the  patent  those  interested  in  the  manufacture 
of  disinfectants  would  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
patented  invention,  but,  curiously  enough,  there  is  no 
evidence  that  anyone  manufactured  the  new  disinfectant 
in  England  during  the  period  1900-1914.  The  position 
in  the  Union  was  different.  No  patent  rights  ever 
existed  in  this  country,  so  that  it  was  always  open  to 
the  public  to  manufacture  the  article  patented  in 
England,  but  here  again  there  is  no  evidence  that  any- 
one other  than  the  firm  of  Schulke  &  Mayr,  called 
his  disinfectant  '  Lysol.' 

"  Now  the  applicants  in  their  counter  statement  claim 
that  the  word  '  Lysol  '  is  either  inherently  distinctive  or 
has  by  use  and  by  virtue  of  their  provincial  registra- 
tions acquired  the  attribute  of  distinctiveness.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  word  '  Lysol  '  is  prima  -  facie  an 
'  invented  '  word.  It  is  easier  to  prove  a  secondary 
meaning  in  the  case  of  a  fancy  or  an  invented  word 
than  in  the  case  of  an  ordinary  descriptive  term  (see 
Lord  Davey's  observations  in  the  Cellular  case),  more 
especially  in  a  thinly  populated  country  like  South 
Africa.  It  is  possible  for  a  descriptive  word  to  become 
distinctive  and  a  distinctive  word  to  become  descrip- 
tive. It  not  infrequently  happens  that  certain  articles 
become  known  colloquially  by  the  name  of  their  trade- 
marks^— e.g.,  kodak,  bovril,  vaseline  and  celluloid — but 
such  words  are  none  the  less  good  trade-marks.  It 
would  be  manifestly  unfair  to  penalise  the  trader  in 
such  a  case,  for  then  the  result  would  be  that  the 
more  popular  a  trade-mark  becomes  the  less  is  its  actual 
value  legally.  It  is  conceivable,  however,  that  if  a 
word  is  applied  Ks  a  trade-mark  to  a  new  article  which 


does  not  fall  within  a  well-defined  class  of  goods  and 
such  a  word  becomes  the  only  practicable  name  of  the 
article,  the  word  so  applied  may  lose  its  trade-mark 
characteristics  and  become  merely  the  name  of  such  an 
article. 

"  Well,  upon  careful  examination  of  the  evidence 
submitted  to  me,  I  find  that  the  affiants  who  support 
the  applicants'  case  either  refer  to  the  word  '  Lysol ' 
as  a  trade-mark  or  state  emphatically  that  it  has  become 
and  is  still  identified  with  the  antiseptic  manufactured 
by  the  applicants'  predecessors ;  moreover,  the  affiants 
who  support  the  opponents'  case  admit  impliedly  that, 
prior  to  the  voidance  of  the  British  registration  the 
trade-mark  in  question  was  not  publici  juris,  so  that  I 
am  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  up  to  1915  the  word 
'  Lysol  '  had  not  only  assumed  and  fulfilled  the  functions 
of  an  ordinary  trade-mark,  but  had  become  the  exclusive 
property  of  Schulke  &  Mayr. 

"  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  consider  the  other  aspect 
of  the  opposition,  namely,  the  contention  that  when  the 
Board  of  Trade  voided  the  registration  of  the  word 
'  Lysol,'  anyone  could  use  this  word  in  England  or  in 
this  country.  The  general  impression  that  the  word 
'  Lysol  '  was  open  to  the  trade,  can,  I  suppose,  only  be 
attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  registration  was  voided  on 
the  ground  that  the  word  in  question  was  the  name  of  a 
patented  article,  for  it  would  seem  that  there  is  a  material 
difference  between  the  mere  voidance  of  a  patent  and 
the  mere  voidance  of  the  registration  of  a  trade  mark 
under  the  war  legislation  to  which  reference  has  already 
been  made;  in  the  former  case,  the  invention  becomes 
common  property,  whilst  in  the  latter  case,  the  mark  is 
put  in  the  position  of  an  unregistered  mark  without  for- 
feiture of  any  common-law  rights.  The  user  of  the  word 
'  Lysol  '  in  the  Union  from  1915  to  the  date  of  the  assign- 
ment of  Schulke  and  Mayr's  rights  in  1920,  as  disclosed 
in  the  evidence  before  me,  is  such  as  to  incline  me  to  the 
view  that,  if  similar  user  took  place  in  normal  times 
with  the  express  or  tacit  acquiescence  of  the  owner  of 
the  infringed  trade  mark,  the  word  constituting  the  in- 
fringed mark  would  become  common  to  the  trade. 

"  In  the  view  I  take  of  the  case,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  criticise  in  detail  the  various  labels  which  found  their 
way  into  the  Union  of  South  Africa  during  the  war,  so 
that  I  shall  content  myself  by  saying  that  they  only 
serve  to  emphasise  the  popularity  of  the  original  '  Lysol.' 
What  I  must  try  to  ascertain  is  the  legal  effect  of  the  use 
of  such  labels  in  the  light  of  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty 
of  Peace,  but,  before  doing  so,  I  would  like  to  refer  to  a 
label  which  the  applicant  company  used  during  the  war 
period.  This  label  was  attached  to  an  article  which  was 
described  as  '  Marshall's  Lysol.'  Mr.  Marshall,  in  his 
affidavit,  explains  this  use,  and  says  it  was  looked  upon 
as  a  temporary  measure,  and  took  place  before  the  com- 
pany had  acquired  Schulke  and  Mayr's  rights.  I  need 
hardly  say  that  such  a  label  might,  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances, be  regarded  as  strong  evidence  in  favour  of 
the  view  that  the  word  '  Lysol  "  had  become  the  name 
of  an  article. 

"  Reverting  to  the  Treaty  of  Peace,  I  find  that  non- 
user  of  a  mark  in  certain  circumstances  is  excused  in  the 
foncluding  portion  of  Article  307.  Under  the  same 
Article,  rights  are  restored,  notwithstanding  that  in- 
fringements are  condoned  under  Article  309.  The  natural 
inference  is  that  the  condoned  infringements  do  not  render 
the  infringed  mark  publici  juris.  This  seems  to  me  to 
be  the  only  logical  and  equitable  interpretation  to  give 
to  these  Articles,  for  the  infringements  of  rights  which 
could  not  be  defended  during  a  particular  period  should 
not  deprive  the  owner  of  such  rights." 

The  Registrator  then  dealt  with  the  old  user  claim 
and  the  question  of  the  assignment  of  the  Provincial 
trade-marks,  and  concluded  : — ■ 

"  Giving  the  best  consideration  to  the  various  ques- 
tions raised  in  this  case,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  opponents  have  not  discharged  the  onus  of 
proving  that  the  word  '  Lysol  '  is  not  a  registrable 
trade  mark,  and  I  therefore  dismiss  the  opposition, 
with  costs."

Vindictive  Prosecutions 

Sir, — May  I  be  allowed  a  further  word  in  reply  to  Mr. 
Alban  Atkin  and  ''J.  P.  N."  (C.  Jb  D.,  July  21,  p.  106)? 
Mr.  Atkin  overlooks  the  fact  that,  whatever  we  may  con- 
sider ourselves,  we  are  not  treated  as  professional  men 
either  by  the  Government  or  by  the  majority  of  magis- 
trates, but  rather  as  naughty  schoolboys;  and  we  are  not 
allowed  to  exercise  our  own  judgment.  Two  of  the  Barry 
chemists  took  reasonable  precautions — in  fact,  they  went 
out  of  their  way  to  help  the  police  to  stop  an  offender — 
and  their  reward  was  prosecution.  If  a  similar  experi- 
ence bad  happened  to  a  medical  man,  solicitor,  or 
barrister,  he  would  have  been  supported  and  defended  by 
the  whole  weight  of  his  profession.  "  J.  P.  N."  confirms 
my  suggestion  up  to  the  hilt.  First,  he  says  that  passive 
resistance  will  not  help  us  much,  and  then  he  says  that 
the  best  thing  to  do  would  be  to  reject  all  scripts  except 
those  from  well-known  local  doctors — which  is  exactly 
what  I  said  at  first.  I  see  that  "  Xrayser  II."  has 
also  added  his  nuota  towards  the  discussion  (C.  <fc  D., 
July  28,  p.  123),  and  starting  with  blame  he  ends  with 
praise.  The  attitude  that  each  one  of  us  ■  must  take 
individual  action  is  the  rock  on  which  all  matters  phar- 
maceutical come  to  grief ;  every  man  is  left  to  work 
out  his  own  salvation,  and  there  is  no  concerted  action.

Sir, — The  latest  case  of  dispensing  prosecutions 
(C.  <£■  D. ,  July  28,  p.  Ill)  takes  us  one  step  further  in 
the  vindication  of  chemists'  rights,  and  I  am  glad  to 
see  that  at  last  the  pharmacist  has  been  awarded  costs. 
It  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  such  a  flimsy  case  could 
have  been  taken  to  court.  The  least  that  could  have 
been  done  was  to  provide  a  perfectly  clear  script.  When 
we  turn  to  the  report  of  the  Conference  dinner  (C.  db  D., 
July  28,  p.  159),  we  find  the  President  opening  his 
reply  to  the  toast  of  "  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  " 
with  the  statement  that  it  is  the  Society's  business  to 
protect  the  privileges  of  the  qualified  chemist ;  what 
ordinary  members  would  like  to  know  is  when  the  Council 
is  agoing  "to  get  a  move  on."

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Difficulties 

Sir, — I  should  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  great  annoyance,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  continual  risk  of  persecution  or  prosecu- 
tion, to  which  chemists  are  subjected  through  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts.  If  those  in 
authority  would  insist  on  the  issue  of  proper  official  forms 
for  the  use  of  doctors  in  prescribing  drugs  which  come 
under  the  Act,  some  troubles  would  be  avoided.  Only  the 
other  day  a  man  came  into  our  shop  for  tr.  opii,  saying 
he  was  a  doctor.  Of  course,  I  refused  to  supply  him, 
much  to  his  annoyance.  Although  I  tried  to  explain  to 
him  the  working  of  the  Act,  he  offered  to  write  me  a 
prescription,  but  this  I  refused,  and  in  the  end  he 
started  swearing  and  using  abusive  language.  I  then 
ordered  him  to  leave  the.  shop.  My  purpose  in  writing 
ss  to  state  that  if  official  forms  were  in  use  a  chemist 
would  know  when  the  order  was  genuine  and  not  have 
continual  doubt  as  to  whom  he  can  trust  or  distrust 
in  the  sale  or  dispensing  of  the  various  drugs.

Sir, — It  would  appear,  judging  from  the  recent  prose- 
cutions of  chemists  and  druggists  by  the  Home  Office, 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  that  the  Act  is  not 


going  to  be  a  very  profitable  business  for  the  retail 
man.  If  a  chemist  is  going  to  be  heavily 
fined  every  time  a  bogus  prescription  is  foisted 
off  on  him  for  a  comparatively  harmless  quan- 
tity of  these  drugs,  the  sooner  the  better  he  hangs  out  a 
notice:  "No  '  dangerous'  drugs  are  supplied  here,"  and 
turns  his  attention  to  more  profitable  lines.  I  suggest 
the  Home  Office  are  making  a  convenience  of  pharmacists 
in  order  to  educate  the  British  public  upon  the  matter  of 
drugging,  and  it  will  be  an  expensive  campaign  as  far  as 
the  pharmacist  is  concerned.  The  ridiculous  part  of  it  is 
the  chemist  and  druggist  (qualified  bv  examination)  re- 
ceives no  special  remuneration  for  his  handling  of  poisons 
and  "  dangerous  "  drugs.  Be  it  always  remembered  that 
the  pharmacist  is  specially  trained  and  qualified  to  handle 
drugs  and  poisons,  and  he  is  in  the  anomolous  position 
of  being  required  to  restrict  the  sale  of  the  very  thinas 
upon  which  he  is  credited  with  making  his  livelihood.  My 
point  is,  when  a  chemist  is  called  upon  to  run  such  risks, 
and  to  take  such  a  responsibility,  he  should  have  a  fee  for 
every  entry  of  sale  he  is  compelled  to  make  in  his  various 
registers  and  poison-book.

The  Apprenticeship  Question 

Sir,— "  Apprentice  "  (C.  &•  D.,  July  21,  p.  107)  com- 
pares  his  lot  unfavourably  with  that  of  the  apprentice  of 
twenty-five  years  ago.  It  so  happens  that  it  is  almost 
exactly  that  length  of  time  since  I  started  my  own 
apprenticeship  days,  and  I  do  not  think  your  correspon- 
dent would  like  to  put  the  clock  back  if  he  had  had 
experience  of  those  times.  There  was  then  no  Shop  Hours 
Act;  the  pharmacy  opened  at  8  a.m.  and  closed  at  10  p.m. 
on  weekdays  (and  any  time  on  Saturday  night,  or  rather 
early  Sunday  morning)  ;  we  had  no  half-holidays,  and 
took  Sunday  duty  all  day  once  a  fortnight.  The  duties 
started  with  dusting  the  shop,  cleaning  mirrors,  and  wash- 
ing the  syrup  bottles,  and  continued  with  loading  up 
syphons,  unpacking  and  storing  bottles,  etc.  The  pharma- 
ceutical work  consisted  of  packing  salts  by  the  hundred- 
weight, sifting  pounds  of  own -made  tooth  powders, 
stirring  gallons  of  emulsion,  and  making  stock  pills  by 
the  gross.  And  there  were  no  "wages  at  all ;  on  the  con- 
trary, we  had  to  pay  premiums  to  be  apprenticed.  If  a 
student  goes  to  a  technical  college  or  a  school  of  phar- 
macy he  pays  fees  for  the  tuition  he  receives ;  why,  there- 
fore, should  he  expect  to.  be  paid  by  a  pharmacist,  who 
also  gives  him  training,  merely  because  that  pharmacist 
is  carrying  on  a  retail  business  ?  Nowadays  the  system 
of  premiums  has  died  out,  and  the  pharmacist  expects  to 
recoup  himself  by  the  services  afforded  in  the  latter  part 
of  apprenticeship  for  the  outlay  involved  at  the  commence- 
ment. Every  beginner  makes  mistakes  ;  there  is  wastage 
and  breakage  of  material,  and  time  given  for  supervision 
in  the  early  days ;  and  it  is  only  reasonable  that  the 
pharmacist  should  have  some  return  for  it.  The  appren- 
tice of  to-day  is  far  better  off  than  his  predecessor ;  he 
has,  in  fact,  an  easier  time  than  I  myself,  although  I 
have  in  due  course  progressed  from  the  position  of 
apprentice  to  that  of  Yours  truly, 

Master  (21/7). 

Are  Receipts  Necessary  ? 

Sir, — Yes,  unless  the  payer  has  a  reliable  witness 
satisfactory  to  the  judge  that  the  account  was  paid. 
Cheque  stamps  are  not  receipts,  though  stamped,  as  the 
stamp  is  under  one  statute  and  the  receipt  stamps  under 
another.  If  cheques  are  so  printed,  to  the  effect  that 
no  receipt  is  necessary,  words  should  be  added  thst  a 
stamp  must  be  on  if  over  £2.  Anyone  paying  money 
on  his  account  is  a  fool  if  he  does  not  insist  on  a 
receipt  for  the  payment,  and  stamped  if  £2 
or  more.  The  statement  of  "  Ancient  and  Modern  " 
that  "  blacklead  "  is  illegal,  is  not  correct,  as  scoras  of 
receipts  are  produced  to  judges  in  "  blacklead."  Any- 
one paying  cheques  should  cross  and  add  "  not  nego- 
tiable "  on  them.

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Legal  Queries 

M.  S.  (18/7).—  Tr.  chlorof.  et  morph.,  B.P.  '85  (chloro- 
dyne),  has  a  morphine  anhydrous  content  of  0.173  per 
cent.,  and  is  outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regula- 
tions. 

W.  H.  (17/7). — The  eye  lotion  contains  1  grain  of 
cocaine  hydrochloride  in  8  oz.  or  3,500  grains,  and  as 
the  legal  limit  of  cocaine  alkaloid  is  1  in  1,000,  or 
1.112  of  the  hydrochloride  in  1,000,  the  lotion  is  well 
outside  the  Regulations. 

H.  W.  (31/7).— The  withdrawal  of  the  authorisation 
of  a  doctor  to  possess  "  dangerous  "  drugs  does  not 
apparently  prevent  him  writing  prescriptions  for  his 
patients,  but  he  could  not  "  possess  "  the  drugs  for  use 
in  dispensing  or  for  administering  in  an  emergency. 

W.  JF.  (17/7).— Soothing  syrup.— The  "  P.F."  refer- 
ence number  you  give  is  incorrect.  The  number  "  506  " 
seems  to  indicate  the  page  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formu- 
las," Vol.  II.,  where  the  recipe  is  given  with  several 
others.  So  labelled  the  reference  does  not  comply  with 
the  ■  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
and  the  article  cannot  be  sold  unstamped  as  a  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedy. 

H.  J.  N.  (23/7). — The  doctor's  order  for  "  dangerous  " 
drugs  must  be  filed  for  two  years,  but  need  not  be 
pinned  in  the  Poisons  Book.  Filing  means  keeping  in 
consecutive  order,  and  does  not  rule  out  your  plan  of 
pinning  the  orders  in  the  Poisons  Book  or  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Register.  Entries  must  be  made  both  in  the 
Poisons  Book  and  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Register. 
In  place  of  the  signature  in  the  Poisons  Book  write 
"  signed  order  "  and  give  a  reference  to  this  book  in 
the  Register. 

H.  E.  H.  (17/7). — Pulv.  ipecac,  co.  is  per  se  exempted 
from  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations,  but  the 
Home  Office  officials  rule  that  when  it  is  mixed  with 
any  other  medicament  it  comes  within  the  Regulations. 
Though  the  ruling  is  ridiculous,  it  would  be  as  well 
to  submit  to  the  absurdity  rather  than  incur  the  risk 
of  a  prosecution  by  a  Government  Department  which 
has  at  its  command  all  the  legal  resources  of  the  country 
and  has  not  to  consider  waste  of  public  money.  If  the 
hyd.  c.  creta  and  pulv.  ipecac,  co.  were  given  in  separate 
pills  they  would  be  exempt  from  the  Regulations,  but 
mixed  they  become  liable. 

W.  B.  (28/7). — The  order  you  send  complies  with  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations.  It  should  be  treated 
as  an  order  unless  the  name  at  the  top  is  that  of  the 
patient.  The  order  must  then  be  entered  in  the  Poisons 
Book  (kept  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868), 
and  in  place  of,  the  signature  write  "  signed  order." 
File  the  order  for  reference,  also  make  a  cross  reference 
in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  register.  The  pills  would 
be  entered  in  the  register  under  "  opium,"  with  the 
number  and  amount  in  each,  the  suppositories  under 
"  morphine  "  with  the  same  particulars.  We  assume 
that  you  are  acquainted  with  the  signature  of  the  doctor. 

A.  J.  T.  (24/7)  asks  whether  he  is  bound  to  pay  to 
his  electricity  supply  company  a  charge  of  10s.,  in  addi- 
tion to  meter  rent,  when  no  current  has  been  used  during 
the  quarter.  His  predecessor  signed  an  agreement  to 
pay  a  minimum  charge  of  10s.  ;  but  "  A.  J.  T."  has 
not  signed  the  agreement.  [We  do  not  consider  that 
"  A.  J.  T."  is  bound  by  his  predecessor's  agreement, 
consequently  we  do  not  think  that  he  can  be  compelled 
to  pay  the  10s.  unless  the  company  has  been  authorised 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  charge  upon  a  minimum  basis. 
The  methods  of  charging  for  electricity  adopted  by 
different  undertakings  vary,  and  "  A.  J.  T."  can  ascer- 
tain at  the  offices  of  his  company  what  provisions  as  to 
charges  are  in  operation.] 

Puzzled  (10/7)  is  employed  as  a  dispensing  chemist  at 
a  salary  of  £240  a  year,  with  bed  and  partial  board  (break- 
fast and  supper) ;  and  he  holds  an  insurance  policy  for 
£1,000,  on  which  he  pays  a  half-yearly  premium  of 
£19  7s.  6dt    He  asks  how  much  income  tax  he  is  liable 


for,  and  also  if  the  National  Health  Insurance  and  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Acts  apply  to  him.  fit  is 
assumed  that  "  Puzzled  "  is  unmarried  and  without 
dependants  hi  respect  of  whom  a  deduction  might  be 
claimed,  and1  also  that  the  policy  of  insurance  is  on  his 
own  life.  In  that  case  his  income  for  income  tax  pur- 
poses is  £240 — nothing  is  added  for  bed  or  board.  From 
this  he  is  entitled  to  deductions  of  £38  15s.  for  in- 
surance, and  £135  personal  allowance,  and  one-tenth,  or 
£24,  for  earned  income,  leaving  net  taxable  income  of 
£42  5s.,  on  which  the  tax  at  2s.  3d.  in  the  £  is  £4  15s. 
The  National  Health  Insurance  and  the  unemployment 
Insurance  Acts  do  not  apply,  seeing  that  as  a  qualified 
dispensing  chemist  he  is  not  employed  on  manual  labour, 
and  his  total  remuneration  exceeds  £250  a  year.]

Unguentum  (50/33). — Eczema  ointment. — The  essential 
component  in  this  ointment  is  zinc  oxide,  and  it  is 
accompanied  by  a  little  wood  tar.  The  base  appears 
to  be  mainly  lard  with  a  little  wool  fat.  A  complete 
analysis  would,  of  course,  be  lengthy.  Resorcin  and 
other  phenolic  bodies  might  have  been  added,  but  would 
be  covered  up  by  the  tar.  The  lanolin  is  difficult  of 
proof,  although  it  is  almost  certainly  present. 

J.  W.  G.  (23/7).— We  have  no  doubt  that  in  the 
formula  for  collod.  ichthamol,  B.P.C.,  fluid  ounces  is 
intended,  although  the  "  fl."  which  indicates  this  and 
occurs  in  other  formulas  is  omitted.

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

Gladly  we  welcome  the'  advent  of  another  anniversary  of 
this  joyous  gathering  devoted  to  the  promotion  of  good 
fellowship  and  to  the  development  of  a  love  for  original 
research.  Sterling  good  has  already  been  effected  by  the 
agency  of  the  Conference,  nor  will  it  be  the  least  of  our 
grateful  recollections  that  the  creation  of  this  social  and 
scientific  organisation  was  in  large  measure  due  to  the 
energy  of  the  North.  Bradford  this  year  offers  her  hos- 
pitality, and  invites  us,  besides  pharmacy,  to  explore  the 
mysteries  of  the  worsted  trade.  Much,  certainly,  we  wh» 
are  amongst  the  uninitiated,  may  learn — for  as  yet  we  are 
profoundly  in  the  dark  what  may  be  the  meaning  of  cah- 
mancoes,  shalloons,  and  tammies.
